Notwithſtanding J would not haue the ground 
lo ſtraitned with partitions, but ſo as they map haue ſufficient 
ſcope to run and trauell to and fro therin foz their liuing.oꝛ as 
to much laboꝛ, leanneſſe and pouertie, depꝛiueth them ol luſt to 
ingender:euen lo ouermuch reſt and fatnefſelettech conception 
and cauſeth a dangerous foling. Whcrfoze J would wiſh the 
mares to be kept in a meane eſtate, vntill they haue foled, then 
to be beſt fedde, to the intent that they may haue abundance of 
miltze in their dugges: which matter all be talked of hereafter 

moze at full in his pꝛoper place. 
But now to appoint how man acres of ground will ſerue a 
mare and her olliſpꝛing vntil they are meet to be bꝛoken, J think 
it not needkul, ſith the godneſſe of the greüd muſt rule that mat⸗ 
ter, and partly the diſcretion of the owner, who by experience 
ought to know his owone ground beſt: fo; all grounds be not of 
like lertilitie. Qeither do J thinke that any owner is ſo igno⸗ 
rant, but that he know eth that an hozſe oz a mare is a greater 
feder than any other kind of cattell, and therefoꝛe had neede to 
haue greater allowance. Pet conſidering that the hoꝛſe biteth 
neerer the ground, than any other cattell (the ſhepe and the co; 
nie onelp excepted) whereby hee gatherech moze fode ont of one 
acreotground,than any other beaſt can do almoſt out of an acre 
and an halfe:me thinks that a third part moze than will ſerue a 
Cow and her offſpzing,ſhnld alſo fœrd a mare and hir offſpzing, 
ſo that they be well pꝛouided foꝛ in Minter ſeaſon. Foz at haro 
meate they be to hard fo; all other cattell, by reaſon they bane 
harper teeth, and do both chaw and ſwallo w downe their meat 
with quicker ſped. And therefoꝛe ol Minter meate they hadde 
ned to haue double allowance. And ſuch winter meat foz mares 
and coltes would be verie good and ſweet haie, and well facked 
vp in the dꝛieſt and warmeſt places of choſe groundes, whereas 
they ſhould bee wintered. High vnto which ſtackes would bee 
built houſes meet to hatbour as well the mares with their loles, 
as the weanlings (out ſenerally by themſelnes in time of mow 
and ſuch like ſtoꝛmie and cold weather: oꝛ elſe to anoid chat coſt᷑ 
andcharge ot building, che hate may be layed vpon honels made 
with great fozkedpoſtes and ſtrong rafters, in ſuch ſoꝛt as the 
= cattell 
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cattle map both ſtand and lye dꝛy vuderneaththe ſame, within 
which houels map be placed either Fading oz hanging racks at 
ſuch heigth, as the loles together with their dammes map reach 
vnto the haie that ſhal be caſt therein. And if ſuch honels were 
incloſed wiih bigh hedge o hurdle, they ſhould bes ſo much the 
warmer, and defende the cattel the better fromthe colde winde. 
High vnto which houels oꝛ honſes, let chere be alwayes one pa⸗ 
ſture alwaies kept vntouched and not fed on vntil Shꝛoltide, be⸗ 
twirt the which time md the mid ol aie is alwapes moſt dã⸗ 
ger of hũger bain. Thus haning talked ſufficientip as touching 
the quantity and diuiſton of the ground, let vs alſo ſpeak ſomes 
what of the quality thereof. The qualitte chiefly conſifeth in 
foure points. The firſt is, to haue plenty of ſhozt eſweete graſſe 
foz common feede,and alſo oflong and ranke graſſe as well foz 
haie,as foz the mares that giue ſucke. The ſecond is, to lacke no 
good water andfreſh lpꝛings. The third, to haue dzie later. The 
fourth, to haue ſhade and ſhelter, either of trees, oꝛ oł highebu- 
ſhes to defend the Sunne, the winde and ſtoꝛmie weather. And 
the dꝛier the harder vnder lot, and the higher that ſuch grounde 
is, the better: pea, amd it is as very nœdfull that ſome part ther- 
ol might be craggy and ſtonie (ſo it dee not barren ofgrafſe) and 
ſpectally ſoꝛ the colts to run in, when they be weaned from their 
dammes. Foꝛ to trauell to and fro in ſuch grounds foz their li- 
uing. hall make them to haue ſtrong legs, and hard hones. 

By this meanes you map perceiue, that neither ranke, mar⸗ 
rich, colde, oꝛ wet groundes bee meete fo2 the purpoſe: ſoʒ ſuch 
kindes of grounds, partly foꝛ lacke ot ſweet and firme fade, the 
graſſe whereof being ranke, ſower and wateriſh: and partly foz 
lacke of dꝛie laier, moſt cominonly do bzing fozth no other but 
ſlowe, heauie, dull, groũte headed, ſide bellted, and gowtielegged 
Jades. And therefoze J would wiſh him that would haue a god 
race, to ſoʒeſe that his graund be indowed with ſuch pzoperties 
as are befoze rehearſed.

High ſtature, and very wel made foz ward. but not backward, be⸗ 
cauſe thep are pin buttocked notwithftiding they be very ſwift 
and of a bold courage. ut of al the races in Greece, both p hoz- 
ſes and mares of Theſlalia, foz chetr beawtie,bignefle,bountie, 
t courage, of all Authozs are moſt celebꝛated. Foꝛ which cauſe 
Xerxes at his coming into Greece made arunning of hoꝛſes in 
Chariots to be pꝛoclaimnd onely in Theſſalia, becauſe he would 
baue his olonhoꝛſes to run wich the beſt hoꝛſes in Greece · Iulius 
Cæſat alſo being Dictatour of Rome, knowing the courage of 
theſe hoꝛſes, was the firſt that oꝛdained them as a ſpectaclebefoze 
the people, tofight with wild bulles, and to kill them. Che Pellei⸗ 
aus and Magneſians, axe alſo 3 wel commended.

And the 
Magneſians of Magneſia, à region ef Macedonia, next adioining 
to Theſlalia:The Epirotes be froward x diſoheditt toÞ bit: not⸗ 
withſtanding, Paulus Iouius making mention of the laſt great 
wars which the Venetian had. not only with Þ Turk, but alſo 


ina maner with al cheitendem gineth ß Epitotes great pzapſe 


foz their ſwiftnele andninmlenes. Inſomuch as the Venetians 
(as be ſaith) a med their hoꝛſes moze, and waged their Riders 
better than any other hoꝛſemen that lerued them at that time. 
But the hozſes of T hracia, which is now þ chieleſt part of Tur- 
lie, in the whieh Oonſtantinoꝑie the head city t᷑ ſeat of the great 
Turk tayyetb;bogcreonnted moꝛſe than all the reſt. Foz the 
maſt vert of the weiters do defcribethem after this ſoꝛt. The 
Threcians he fdule t eil faſhioned, hauing rough bodies, great 
choulders, and riſing bseks like vnto camels, croked legges e 
go rolling and vn emma ellin their paſe as running. Mat- 
withanding,the holes thaf hage ſcene come from Turky, as 
welinto Italie, as hither inta England be indifferent ſaire to p 
exe, though nat very great noꝛ ſtcongiy made, vet very light e 
ſwift in theinrunning, and ol great courage, andtherefqe lama 
to deſeend of the Grecian rate, befoʒe deſeriben by Ahſi tm. But 
thc ir trauelling pabe is neither able, racke, nd trot: but cer 
taine kinde of;eaſtetraine. Albeit foʒ the moſt part thep be euill 
mouthed, by reaſon that in Turky they bee neuer ridden (as 4 
haue learned) vntiil they be ten oꝛ twelue pcers old, wherby they 
ware ſo headſtrõg, as they be not eaũly bꝛought ta make a god 
ſtop: pea, it when pou will run him at his fetting fo:th, you ſay 


but this woꝛd (Brie) vnto him, hee will neuer leaue running ſo 


long as his bzeath will ſerue him, ſhunning nothing that ſhall 
ffand in his wap, if he may go oner the ſame by anp means poſs 
ſible: ſoʒ they be ol nature verie couragious, and wil do moze by 
gentle meanes chen by ſtripes oꝛ great thzeatnings,foz that ma 
keth them moꝛe deſperate, and bzingech them clean out of ozder. 
Thus much of the Tur ke. 

| Of the Horſe of Barbarie. 


try in Afﬀeike,cotaining vnder tt the two regiõs ol Mauri- 
| tania, 
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tania, lying againſt Spaine, wherof the ong is called Mauritania 
Tinginrana : the other is called Mauritima Ceſatienſis. It c6- 
taineth alſo the country ol Numidia, and chat part which is cal⸗ 
led Africa minor, that is to ſap, the leffer A ſtricke, ſothat Bar- 
baria ſiretchech verie far. And there be many good races with⸗ 
in che lame, and in the frontires of the regions therabont, as the 
Mauritanians, the Libians, Cerenians, the Numidians, & manie 
others. The Mauritanians be mach commendeo of the wziters, 
not cnely fo2 their good ſhape, their ſwiftnes in running, but al- 
ſo fo; chat they bee excellentip well bzeathed, and thereby are 
both able to maintaine a very long cariere, and alſo to abizcany 
kind of labour and trauell: pea, and beſides that, they will abide 
the ſight and roaring ol a lion, whereof there is great ſtoꝛs ano 
plentie in that countrie. Next vnto theſe are the Libians which 
be of like goodnelle, and of like ſhape, ſauing chat the Libi; os be 
ſtronger made, longer bodied, thicker ribbed, a bꝛoader bzeffed, 
and of all hozſes, as Aelianus ſaith, thep do requite leſſe tending 
and keeping. Foꝛ their maiſters in that conntrie when they tra⸗ 
uell by the wap, do neither wipe their legs, currie them, noz lit⸗ 
ter them. noꝛ pare their holes, and as ſone as their iournep is 
done, they turne them foꝛth to the paſture, and make no moꝛe as 
do. Againe, the mares ot this kind oʒ race, as the Anthozs wꝛite, 
be lo delighted with muſicke, as the heardman oz keeper, with 
the ſound of a pipe, may lead them whither he wil himſelle. The 
Cerenians (as Ablittus ſaith) be great of ſtature, and haue ſmal 
and gant bellics, they be ſwift in running, and (urgoffootman- 
ſhip. and in labour good at length, foz which cauſes they were 
much vſed in the old time to run foz wagers in chariots. But 
thoſc hoꝛſes which we commonly call Bar batians, da come out of 
the king ol Tunis land. out of Maſ.ilia md Numidia, ſhich foꝛ che 
moſt part be but little hoꝛſes, but thertwich verp ſwift, and able 
to make a very long caricre, which is the cauſe why we eſtteme 
them ſo much. And it ſhouldſme by Vigetius, that this race 
came firſt from Spaine: who aſtirmeth them to be verie ſwilt in 
— mate foz the ſaddle. Thus à end with the races ol

TX Hoꝛſes that tome outofthe dies of Sardinia gCorſi ics, 
g Volateranus ſaith, haue ſhozt bodies,+be verie bold 
touragious and vnquiet in their paſe:foz they be of ſo fierce and\, 
bote cholericke complexion, and therewith ſo much vſed to run- \\ 
ning in their country, as they will fand ſtill on no ground, And 
thereloꝛe this kind ol Hozfe required a diſcrete and patient ri 
der, who muſt not be ouer hallie in coꝛreaing him, fozfeare of - 
marring him altogether. 


Ofthe courſer of Naples. 


He Napolitan, which we cõmonlp cal a courſer of Naples, 

is a trim hoꝛſe, being both comelp and ſtrongly made, and 
of ſo much godneſſe, or ſo gentle a nature, and vf ſo bigh a cou- 
rage as any Yozſe is, ot what countrie ſoeuer he be. ee is ea 
ly knowne from all other Bozſes, by his no leile cleane, chan 
ffrong making, bis limmes are ſo well pꝛopoꝛtioned in euerie 
potnt: andpartly by his poztlineſle in his gate, but chiefly by dis 
long lender head, che nether part whereof,that is to ſap, from py 
eyes downeward,foz the moſt part is alſo ſomewhat bending 
like a Hawkes beake, which maketh him to reine with the bet- 
ter grace. And pet the Italians doe both waite and ſap, that theſe 
courſers be nothing ſo Frongnow, as they haue berne in times 
paſt: partly perhaps fo that like indoCrie ol late dates hath not 
been vſed in b:>ding them, as in times paſf, and partly fo; that 
nature doth decaie euerie dap moꝛe and moꝛe, as wel in man as 
in beaff. But howſoener they be, in mine opinton, their gentle 
nature and docilitie, cheir comelp ſhape, their ſtrẽgth, their cou- 
rage,iheirſurefotmanſhip, their well reining, che ir loſty paſe, 
thetr cleane trotting their ffrong gallopping, a their \wift run 
ning well conũdered all which things they haue in manner by 
nature) they excell numbers ol other races euen fo farreas the 
laice Greihoundes the fowle Paltiffe curres. 

Of the Iennet of Spaine. 

Te JennetofSpaine is finelp made, both head, bodie, and 

legs,zverie ſetmelp, to the epe,ſauing thathisbuttoc 25 
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ſome what lender, and foz his fine making, lightnelle, and ſwift⸗ 
neſſe wit ball, hee is very much eſteemed, and eſpecially of noble 
men, as Camerarius ſaith, which Oppianus alſo affirmeth ſaying: 
that the Jennet in ſwiltneſſe paſſeth the Parthians, and all other 
bozſes whatſoener they be,enen ſo far as the Egle exceedeth all 
the birds in the aire, and as the Dolphin paſſeth all the fiſhes in 
the ſea:buttherewith he ſaith. that they be but ſmall of ſtature, ot᷑ 
ſmall ſtrengtb, and ot ſmall courage, all which thingsſ&m to a- 
gree very well with thoſe Jennets that bee bzonght hither into 
England, vnleſlſe it be the laſt point. Foz J haue heard ſome of p 
Spaniards to ſet ſuch pꝛaiſe on their Jennets courage, as they 
haue not letted to re poꝛt, that thep haue caried their riders out ot 
the fleld, J cannot tei how manp miles, after pᷣ̊ Jennets them; 
ſelues haue ben ſhot clean thꝛough the bob ies with Parquebu- 
ſhes. Mhich repoꝛt I haue heard to be true by diuers of our own 
ſouldiers:which il it be true indeeve,it dooth better counte ruaile 
their ſmal ſtature and little ſtrength,. which is manifeſt to al mes 
eies tzat do behold them, and yet Abſirtus ſemeth to be of a cõ · 
trarie aginion: who wꝛiteth of them in this ſoꝛt. The Hoꝛſes of 
Spaine(ſaith he) be great ot ſtature, hauing fine heads, and right 
vp bodies, very well compact togither in all partes, ſaning that 
their buttocks be ſomwhat to ſlender. They be ſtrong and able 
to endure great laboꝛ, and commonly they be neither to fat noꝛ 
pet to leane, and in their trauell they neede not to be quickened 
with the ſpurre, and yet they be nothing meet to run, oz to paſſe 
aà cariere, becauſe their hones be not god. And as from their fole 
age vnto their full age, they be verie obedient x tracable,ſofrom 
thencefozth they ware to be curſt and froward. Al which things 
perhaps might ve trulp ſayd ofthe Spaniſh Eozſe, in Abſirtus 
time:foʒ the moſt part ol his ſapings are verified by god expe- 
pience euẽ in theſe our daies, vnleſſe it be as touching his great- 
nes of tature md ſfrẽgth, which map be decaſed ſince his time. 
And perhaps thoſe hoꝛſes whereof he wziteth, were of another 
climate thã aurs, which map cauſe much alteration both in ſta⸗ 
ture and ſtrength. Foz Albertus ſaith, thoſe hoꝛſes which are 
bꝛed bet wirt p third ciime, and the end of the ſirt, are alwaies of 


greateſt ſfature, e ſpecially thoſe that are bzed in Spaine. Not- 
15 3 withtan- 
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withſtanding,thoſe that be bꝛed in the ſeuenth climate, which is 
moꝛe towards the Nozth, though they be not fully ſo great, vet 
tvep be ſtronger, and alſo will endure much moꝛe labour. The 
paſe of the Jeanet is neither trot noꝛ amble, but a comelp kind 
of going like the Turke. Thus much of the Jennet. 


Of the Hunęarian. 

TY Hungarian by Vigetius is defcribed thus. The Hunga- 

rian ſaith he, hath a great 4 hooked head, and his eies ſtand 
almoſt without his bead, his noſtrils are narrow, and his iawes 
bꝛoad, his neck is long and rough, wich a mane hanging down 
renesih his kners, de hatha large bulk, a right back, a long buſh 
taue. his legs be ſtrong. his paſternes ſmall, and his hofes full 
and bꝛoad, his guttes are hollowe, and al his body is ful of einp⸗ 
tie toꝛners, his buttockes are not halfe filled with fat, neither 
doe thc bzawnes oꝛ his muſcles appeare, of ſtature hee is moꝛe 
in length than height, and thi re with ſomewhat ide bellied, his 
bones are alſo great, be is rather leane than fat, which leanneſſe 
is ſo anſwerablets the other parts oſ his bodie, as the due pꝛo · 


poꝛtion oblerued in his defo2mitie,maketh the ſame to bea beau 


tie. And as touching his in ward diſpoũtion, hee is, as Vigetius 
ſayth, both temperate and wiſe, and able to abide great labour, 
cold and hunger, and chere e verie met fo2 the warre. Came- 
rarius alſo faith, that they be verie ſwilt, and if thep be pzonoked - 
by ſome iniur ie, they will both bite and ſtrike, otherwiſe not. 
Their paſe is a hatdtrot. 


Ofthe Almaine Horſe. 
He Almaine is cõmonlp a great hoꝛſe, and chough not fines | 
lp, pet very ſtrongiy made, and therefoze moze meete foz the 
ſhock than to paſſe a tariere, oꝛ to make a ſwiſt manage, becauſe 
the p be verie grofle and heaup, pet by induſtrie they are made 
lighter bebinde than befoze:foz their riders do vſe in their mana⸗ 
ging to make themto turne alwaies with their hinder partes, : 
not with their foze parts line Jacke anapes, when be is made to 
to come ouer the chaine, whereby they kepe their Hoꝛſes heade 
alwaicsvpon the enimp. The diſpoſition ol this hoxle(his heauy 
Moulg 
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mould conſidered)is not evtill,fo; he is very tractable nd ii il la⸗ 
bour indiſferently well by the waie, but his pale foz the moll 
part is a verie hard trot. 


Of the Flanders Horſe. 

He Flanders Hozſe in his ſhape. diſpoſition, and paſe, diffe- 

reth in a manner nothing from p Almaine hoꝛſe:ſauing chat 
fo; the moſt part he is of a greater ſtature, and moze puiſlant. 
Che mares alſo of Flanders be of a great ſtature, ſtrong, long, 
large, faire and fruitful, and beides that, will endure great la⸗ 
bour; as is wel ſœne, fo that the Flemmings doc vſe none other 
dꝛaught. but with thoſe mares in their wagons, in the which I 
haue ſecne two oꝛ thꝛee ares to go lightlp awa with (ach a 
burthen,as is almoſt incredible. 


Of the Frizeland Horſe, 

"TY Frizeland Bozſe is no very great hozſe, but rather of 8 

meane ſtature, being therwith ſrrong c wel compackt toe 
gither, and hath very godlegs. And Vegetius ſaith, chat p Frize- 
land hozſes be verie ſwift in running, and able to maintaine a 
long courſe. And indeed J haue ſcene of them my ſelf chat would 
make a good cariete and manage verte wel, and alſo do the Coz- 
nettie ſo truely,as any Jennet of Spain, But then the diſpoſition 
of chis hozſe is ſo diueliſh,ſo tabbozne,+(o froward, as vnleſſe 
the rider uh:ch fir bꝛeaketh him be verie bold, md therwith cir⸗ 
cumſpec tocozrec him in time, hee ſhall ne uer bzing him to any 
ged:fo2 he wil do nothing without ſfripes, which alſo being gi⸗ 
nen out of time, will make him ſo reftiefe, that neither fairs 
meanes noꝛ fonle meanes, will euer winne him from that vics 
againe. The paſe of this hoꝛſe ts a good comely trot. 


Ofthe Sweathland Horſe. 
Tb Sweacian 02 S weathland Hoꝛſe, ſu far as Fran coniee 
ture, by thoſe that the king his Embaſadourshane of late 
daies bꝛought with them into this Realme,whereof J am ſure 
there be diuerle here yet remaining. is no great oʒ drong hozle, 
bat of a meane ſtature and ſtrength,end à feare mee ſcant well 
35 4 conditio 
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ronditioned. And J am induced to thinke ſo the rather, fo? that 

they be moſt comm$ly pied, and of two ſundzy colours: o2 their 

legs at the leaſt be all white, euen vp to the belly, their bodies be- 

ing of another colour, which as Grilon ſaith, is a ſigne of ſinall 

toꝛce:albeit che Gentlemen in that cofitry delight much to haue 

their hoꝛſes of diuers colouts, and to weare as it were diuerſe 

lmeries. Beſides that, many of them be wall eied, ſchich is alſo d 
to ken ot a ſhꝛewd a ſtabbozne diſpoſition. Motwithſtanding. 
3 haue ſene of m with god handling, to make an indifferent 
god manage. whereby J take them to be docible. alſo becauſe 

ther come out of a colde countrie, à beleene they wil abide much 
bardneſſe. . 


Of the Iriſh Hobby. 

TY Jriſh Hobbie is a pꝛettie fine Hoꝛſe, hauing a god head 

t a bodie indiſferently well pzopoztioned, ſaving that ma⸗ 
ny of them be ſlender e pin buttocked, they be tender moathed, 
nimble.light,pleaſant;and apt to be taught, and fo2 themoſt part 
thep be amblers, ind thereſoze very meet foz the ſaddle, totra⸗ 
nell by the wap: pea, md the Jriſh men both with darts, 4 with 
light ſpears, do ble toſkirmiſh with them inthe field. And many 
of them do pꝛoue to that vſe verie wel, by means they be ſo light 


and [wift:not withſtanding J take them to be verpncth z tender 


to keep, nd alſo tobe ſomwhat ſtittiſh and feareful partly per⸗ 
haps by nature, and partlp foꝛ tack of god bꝛeaking at the firſt; 


A comparifon of the races aboue rehearſed. as touching the climates ynder 
which they be bred, ind which of them will thriue beſt here in 
England, and are moſt meete toſerue euerie Breeders 
purpoſe and intent.

. | Itherto we baue talhed of diuerſe kindes of Moꝛſes and 
Pates, and therewith declared to vou their ſhapes, na- 

* * tures,and diſpoſition. Now it refteth, that wee b:ieflie 
| compare theſe kindes togither, that we map not onelp 
know thoſe that bee moſt mete-to bꝛæde withinthis Nealme 
in gener all, but alſo that the deſire and intent of enerie bꝛæder 
mparticulax map be latiſfied. Foz ſome man perchance would 
Ib > ts pause 
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hane a bꝛæd of great frotting hoꝛſes meete fo2 the marre, n to 
ſerne in the field. Some other againe wauld hane a bꝛerd of anjo 
bling Yozſes ol a meane ſtature, fozto tourney and to franel by 
the way. Some perhaps would hane againe a rate ot᷑ ſwiit run- 
ners to runne fo; wagers oꝛ to gallop the Bucke, oz to ſerne 
fo; ſach line exertiſes of pleaſure. But the plaine countryman 
would perchance haue a bꝛæd onelp ſm dꝛaugit oʒ burthen. And 
firſt you ſhal vaderſtand, tuat generally thoſe hozſes 4 mares 
will thꝛiue beſt in this Realme, that be bzed vnder a climate be- 
ing of the like temperature that this our clime is, oz at the 
leaſt not much diffcring fromthe fame. Uherefoze naturally 
me thinkes the ¶urlce, the JennetofSpaine, the Barbarian, any 
the Sardinian, being bꝛedde in karre hotter countries chan this 
ts, ſhouibnotbe able to endure the cold of this countrie: noꝛ to 
like here ſo well as there, from whence they come. Foz thongh 
A haue ſcene them to bꝛœde here, and the ir offſpzing to grow to 
a perfect ſtature, mo to bee like in ſhape to their Sires and 
Dammes pet fo; the moſt part they be but neſh md tender, and 
do require moꝛe attendance and fine keping, than others doe. 
And pet J will not denie, but that in cont innance of time, their 
nature map be altered, nd ſuch tenderneſſe may weare away 
well inough, and ſpecially thoſe that come ont of Jlland, ſwner 
than the others, becauſe they are moꝛe able to endure both heat 
t cold, and their nature doth agree the better with this country, 
being alſoan Jland. The Napolican although he be bꝛed vnder 
a hotter climat than onrs is, vet that region is very temperate 
of it ſelf: and therwith ſo fruitful, as it is called the Garden, oꝛ 
Paradiſe of Italy: and the Hoꝛſes therebzedve; he of ſo frong - 
and healthfal complexion,as they will not quaile whereſoener 
they go: and that they pꝛoſpet ſo wel herein this land. as in anp 
other fozraine countrp, not onelp the Qucknes Paieſties race, 
but alſo other mens races, and ſpecially Sir Nicholas Arnolds 
Race doth well teſtifie, from whence J haue ſene ſo faire Colts 
to come, and to pꝛoue fo well in their doings,as euer J ſawe in 
the realme ol Naples: who foz his induſtrie and diligence ſhews 
ed in that behalfe, as he is woꝛthy to be mach commended and 
pꝛatſed, ſo A wiſh, chat all Gentlemen, hauing abilitie, wonld- 
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do the like:ſo ſhould thep neither lacke god hoꝛſes to ſerne thefr 
Country in time ofneede, noꝛ pet to ſerue themſelues in their 
owne affaires, Now as touching the reſt of dzeracesbefoze mẽ⸗ 
tioned, as the Hungarian, the high Almaine, the H :nders hozſe, 
che Frizeland Hoꝛzſe, and the Iriſn Hobbie: daply cxperience 
teachech, chat chey doe pzone verie well here, becauſe either chey 
come out of colder countries then this is. oꝛ at 8̊ leaſt not out of 
much hotter:and ſam of chem do pꝛoue better here tha at home, 
and ſpeciallp ſuch as come from ſowze graſle 4 wet grounds, 
as the Flanders Hoꝛʒſe and Parte, both thich doe ware heere to be 
finer limmed cleaner made, and cherwith lighter and moze nim⸗ 
ble, than they be at home. But now to aunſ were the diverſe in- 
tents of the bꝛeders, J would wiſh him that ſecketh to haue a 
race of god Hoꝛſes met to ſerue in te ſield, to get a Napolitan 
Stallion, if it bee poſſible:if not, let him take the bigb Almaine, 
che Hungarian, che Flanders, oꝛ the Frizeland Hoꝛſe, ſo that he be 
of a conuenient ſtature, well pzopozticned, no met fo; the pur⸗ 
poſe. What chings are requiſite in a Stallion, ſhall bee declared 
bereafter in bis place, and let thoſe Pares chat ſhall bee put to 
ſuch Stalltons, bee of an highe ſtature, frongly made, large 
and faire, and haue a trotting paſe, as the Pares of Flanders, 
andſome of our owne Mares be:foꝛ it is rot meet foz dit ers re- 
ſpc&s that Hoꝛſes of ſeruice ſhould amble But if any m an ſceke 
to haue a race of fine ambling Hoꝛſes to trauel by che wap, chen 
J would wiſh his Stallion eicher to be a fair Jennet of Spaine, 
oꝛ at the leaſt a Baſtard Jennet, 02 elſe a faire I. iſn ambling 
Mobbie, and che Pare to be alſo either a baſtard Jenner, bzedve 
here within this realme, hauing an ambling paſe, oz elſe ſome 
other of our ambling Mares, ſo that ſhe be faire and wel pꝛopoʒ⸗ 
tioned. And if any man veſire to haue ſwift runners, let him 
chooſe a Hoꝛſe of Barbarie, oꝛ a Turke to bee his Stallion, : 
let the Pares vbich he ſhal put vnto him be like of Nature and 
making vnto him, ſo nigh as map be, foꝛ moſt commonly ſuch 
Sire and Damme ſuch Colt. And ũth all wziters doe ſo much 
pꝛayſe the hoꝛſe of Barbatie, not onelp fo2 his ſwiftneſſe in ron- 
ning, but alſo fo2 his hardneſſe, in that heeneedeth ſmall atten- 


dance and keeping, and will not lur tet vpon euerie little ſweat 
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02 colde, as ſome others do: he ther efdꝛe that delightech in hun 
ting and hawking, had neede as mee thinkes, to choole this 
Moꝛſe aboue all others to be his Stallion, to the intent hee map 
haue ſuch Coltes ol him, as will bet able to continue in ſuch ex⸗ 
treame erertiſes, as to gallop the bucke,oz followe a long win- 
ged Hawke. Either ol which exerciſes, killech yerely in chis 
realme many a god Gelding. But nom to content the countri- 
man his defire, which only ſækech to bz&d hoꝛſes fo2 dꝛaught, o 
burthen, where ſhould J wiſh him to pꝛouide himſelfe of Mares 
and Stallions better than here in Engiand, wheras he map ea- 
fily finda number of ſtrong Jades moze mete fo that purpoſe, 
tan foz the ſaddle,and al fo: lack of god oꝛder bf bꝛæding, uhich 
if it might be once obſerued in this tealme, 3 beleœue there wold 
be ſo god and ſo faire hoꝛſes bꝛed here, as in any place tn Chzi- 
ffendom. But as fo2 the cart hozſe,ſo that he be great of ſtature, 
depe ribbed, ſide belited, md haue ſtrong legs and god hoſes : 4 
therwithall wil ſtoop to his wozke. 4 lap ſure hold on the ground 
with his fete, and ſtoutly pull at a pinch, it make th no matter 
how fowie oz euill fauoured he be. NotwithNanding,J haue 
knowne ſome carriers that goe with cartes, to be ſo e xquiſite in 
their choice of hoꝛſes, as vnleſſe thep had bene as comelp to the 
epe as good in their woꝛk, chey would not buy the, inſomuch as 
I haue ſene ſometime dꝛawing in their cartes better pꝛopoꝛti- 
oned hozſes chan J haue knobwne to be fineip kept in fables, as 
te wels fo2 the ſaddle, The hoꝛſe that is merte foz the carte, map 
ſerue alſo fo; the burthen,becanſe hee is ſtrong and able to beare - 
mach, but the packeman deſtrech beſides ffrength, chꝛer other 
things in his hoꝛſe. Firſt, chat he be a god traueller: ſecondly, 
that his holes be ſo good as he ned not to be often ſhod:thirdlp, 
that he be no vnreaſonable feder, foʒ che anopding of expences, 
foz ichich cauſe J think our packemen here in England, do moſt 
commonly go with Geldings, which lacking the feruent heate 
that ſtoned hozſes haue, cannot conſume ſo much meat as they 
dw, but chiefly perhaps becaufe the Geldings are moꝛe eaſie to 
rule bp the way than hoꝛſes. Thus hauing ſufficiently talked of 
diuers kinds of hozfes and mares, and which be meeteſt fo: this 
vealme,aſwell in general, as to ſerue diners vſes in particular, 
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I will now ſhew pon how to choſe a Stallion oz Pare me@f foz 
bꝛerd. 


Hoy to chooſe Stallions and Mares meet for generation, and of what age 


they ought to be. -Alſo how to know their ages aſwell by their 
| teeth, as otherwiſe, Chap. 4. 


„ Ithitis naturally ginen to enerie beaſt fo; the moſt 
part to ingender with his like,aſwel in conditions as 
FS ty in ſhape ol bodie, it is verte requiſit therefoze foz him 
| that would haue a god race, to be verie circumſpec in 
thuling the firſt Stallions xPares,from whom he wonid haue 
his race to deſcend, to the intent he may reape thereof boch pleas 
ſure and pꝛoſite and not beſtow his coſt and labour in vaine. In 
cboſing chen a Stallion, chꝛæ things (as me chinkes) are chicflp 
to bee conſidered, chat is, his brautie, his gedneſſe, and his age. 
And fir0;as touching his beautp, it conſiſteth onſy in colour and 
hape: ol which two things. becauſe J haue already accoꝛding to 
Griſons opinion ſuſficienily treated in the hoke of che Art of ri⸗ 
ding, ſhal not nede therefoze now to trouble pon wich many 
woꝛds, but only to make as it were a bz&fe recitall of the ſame: 
Okt all colours then theſe be the beſt, the bꝛowne Bap, þ dapple 
Grap the bzight Bap, the None, p white Liard the pure Black 
with a white far in bis fozehead. And in anp wiſe let the Stal- 
lion be all of one colour, and that verie cleare and bꝛight 2 not 
pied, oꝛ of diuers coulours, albeit to haue ſome white 02 black 
marke in place conuenient, is very beantifal,as to haue a white 
ccarre in his fozehead,o2 the outermoſt parts of his body blacke, 
as the tippes of his eares, his maine, oz his taile, oz elſe ſome of 
his f&t to be white, accoꝛding as his coulour doth moſt pꝛoperly 
require, ol which things we haue talked at large in the Bok of 


riding. Now as touching his ſhape it would be in thts ſoꝛt: Let 


him haue a ſhozt t lender head a wide month, 4 wide noftrills, 
flender iawes, great ies, and blacke, bolting outward, and not 
hollow inward, ſhozt eares x ſharp pointed like a monſe, a neck 
rather long than ſhoꝛt, great towards his bꝛeaſt, ſlẽder towards 
his head the creaſt whereof would bee riding in the middes, and 
there wich neither too thicke,noz to thin, hauing a criſpe mane, 
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and hanging naturally on the right ſide, a bꝛoade bzeaſt, and fall 
ol apparant muſcles, 02 bzawnes of fleſh, alſo bzoad ſhoulders, a 
largebalke, e gant bellie, a ſtreight and ſharp pointed withers, 
a ſhoꝛt and plaine backe, great round buttockes, a long and by- 
ſhie taile, a pard and ſtones of mean aſſiſe, one ſtone not hanging 
ſider than another, but truſſed vp round together, large thighes 
and long hanches behinde, ſtrong legs and great ioints, as well 
befoze as behinde, ſhoꝛt paſfernes, with long fewterlockes, alſo 
round, ſinoth, blacke, hard, hollow, andſounding hwues: and 
finally, let his whole body together, haue roundnefſeaccozding 
to his length, and be in al points ſo well pꝛopoꝛtioned, as he map 
ſerme both high of ſtature, ſtrong ol limme, and alſo linely to 
the eye. Thus much ol his ſhape, and now ol his goodnes. His 
godnetſe map be partly naturall, and partly artifictall, neither 
of which can be thzonghly knowne but by his doings. His na- 
turall godeſle chieflp conſiſteth in bis healthfulneſſe of bodie in 
aboundance of good ſede,in his ſkrength, agilitie, ſwiftnede, 
god diſpoſition, and aptneſſe to be taught: yea, and in his paſe, 
gallopping, running. bearing of his head and eares, all which 
things, map be alſo much holpen by art. But to reine well, to 
beare his head ſteddilp, to be readp of turne, and light of op, 
to handle his fete oʒderlp, to keepe his ground, o to obep his 
riders well at all aſſates :pzocedeth rather of Art than of Na · 
ture:which artificiall goodneffe, whether he hath oz not, the bon 
of riding doth plainely teach pou howe to fadge. Albeit foz a + 
Stallis which ſhuld chiefp ſerue toconer Pares,fuch artificial 
godneſſe is not ſo materiall as the naturall good thinges bee 
mentioned, amongſt the which there is one chtefepoint, and pet 
cannot perfectly be knowne, vnleſſe pou might ſeehim to coner 
a-Pare, and that is to werte, whether his ſeede be god oz note 
which at that time may very well be knowne in this ſozt. Taue 
of it betwixt pour thambe and pour finger, oz in a locke of wal, 
and il in your feeling and towſing of the well it ſeemeth to bee 
arme, kaſt, and ſlimie it is good, but if it be oner liquid oʒ wate- - 
riſh. it is naught: and if the Hoꝛſe be flow in couering oz doth it 
not with a liuelp ſpirit ⁊ courage, oꝛ hath but one ſfone, oʒ great 
warts growing on his ſtones oz haue naturally anp vhite ſpeck -+ 
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in any ol his eyes, hee is not met to bee a Stallion: foz all the 
Coltes that he ſhall beget wil haue the like defects. Wherfoze ſo 
nigh as pou can, let pour Stallion be wichout al faults. Now as 
touching the age of the Stallid, although moſt men in theſe our 
dapes make no matter therof,becauſe he map get foles vntil he 
be xr.oꝛ xxx. pres old: pea and ſo long as he liueth, ſo that he be 
holpen: ind therfoze in moſt places of this Realme, they appoint 
no hozſes to that vſe, but ſuch as be verie olde, and therfoze per- 
haps both lame blind. Yet the men in p olde time made a great 
matter thereof, allowed no Stallion to be very god but from 
v. yeares to xiiii. affirming that as one perſec thing doth bꝛing 
fo2th another perfect, ſo p which is vnperiec bzingeth fozth his 
like. And as a Yozle is accounted vnperfec,vatilhe be v peres 
olde, foꝛ that his ioynts befoꝛe that time bee not th2oughip knit, 
neither is he growne to his full ſtrength:ſo that at xiiii.pe res he 
beginneth againe to ware vnperfca,bccanſe that natute in him 
by that time is ſoꝛe decayed, in ſo much as decrepite age, death 
it ſelfe by nature, doth then ſhoꝛtly followe after, Albeit J will 
not deny, but that god keeping, and a ſtrong complexion map 
cauſe one hoꝛſe to continue in luſt and courage much longer tha 
another. Fo: Albertus waiteth that he knew a ſouldiour, which 
ſerued in the field on a hozle that was lxx. pers old, and yet was 
actounted an able Yozſe. Niphus alſo ſaith, that the @mpcroz 
Ferdinandus the firſt, had in his ſtable a Hozſe that was xx. 
peeres old. And J mp ſelfe haue ſœne Stalliens that haue bene 
xx. p tes old and aboue, that haue gotten very faire colts to the 
eie. And pet J belceue not like in perſedion to thoſe that the ſame 
Stallion might haue gotten in his moꝛe luſtpaagc:foꝛ the colteg 
of old Stallions foꝛ the moſt part, bee dull and owe, and haue 
tender bſes, and are moꝛe ſubice> to diſcaſes and ſarfcites than 
others.UWherefoze J would wiſhe all pon that would haue a 
perfect race, not to admit any hozſe to be pour Stallion, that ts, 
as ſaid befoze, vnder v.oꝛ much about ritii. valeſſe he be very 
luup md ſtrong, and therewith bee verte haile of body and lim. 
And whileſt J talke becreof the hoꝛſcs age, it is mate that J 
ſhewe pou alſo ow to knowe the ſame. Some ſeke to know a 
boꝛſes age in this ſozt,thep pull his (kinne with their hands fro 
| bis 
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his fleſh, holding it ſo a pꝛety while togither, and then let it go as 
gaine, marking whether the ſkinne returneth immediatly to his 
place oꝛ not, without leauing any ſtane oꝛ wꝛinkle where it was 
touched, foꝛ then they indge p Hoꝛſe to be poung. But if the ſkin 
will not fall down quickly againe of his owne accozd,thep take 
him to be old, md to lacke that naturall heat and warme bloud, 
which ſhould nouriſh his out ward parts. But moſt men vſe to 
iudge a hoꝛſes age by his teth, taking that to be the moſt cer · 
taine wap of knowledge, ſpecially vatill he be ful ſeuen peares 
old and vpward: fo; euetie hoꝛſe when he is two peeres old, doch 
caſt his two former teth, aſwell abone as beneath: and euerie 
peare after, vntill he be ſix peares old he laileth not to caſt other 
two in like mãner. Then in the ſixt pear, thoſe which be fir caſt 
be cloſed, but in the leauenth peare all his terth bee fully cloſed, 
ſo as the marke goeth cleane ont, wherbp a man ſhuld iudge his 
age Notwithſtanding,. after the ho:ſebeginneth to enter into 
old age, bis temples wil war hollow, and the hair of his bꝛolves, 
hoꝛe and white,his t&th alſo wil be greater and thicker in lub 
ſtance, fowler in colour, and one fanding further ont oꝛ hig her 
tha another, which thep do not ſo long as the hoꝛſe is pong, but 
ſtand euen and round togicher. Thus much of the Stalliõ. Now 
let vs ſpeak ſomſohat of the Pare, which would be alſo god in 
hir doings, beautiful and pong. Foꝛ as Abſirtus ſaith,the Pare 
that ſhould be foꝛ bꝛde would be of a comelp ſtature, and bꝛoad 
ſet, as well behinde as befoꝛe, and well knit togither, hauing a 
llender head, and a large bodp, ſo as ſhee map bee ſightly to the 
epe, and not to be leſſe than th2ce peares olde, noꝛ much moze thã 
ten. NotwithFamding,ſome wzite that it maketh no matter 
though the be conered and do cõceiue immediatly after that ſhe 
be two peares old and vpward, lo that ſhe be full thzee pears old 
at her foling. Foꝛ the femalc kinde in all beaſtes, as they be col- 
der ol nature, ſo they come ſoner ts their perfcction than the 
Pale kinde, and likewiſe decay ſoner;wherefoze ſome hold opi⸗ 
niõ, that their foling after ten y&rs ok age is vnp2ofitable.aftirs 
ming ſuch colts to be naturally dull and ſlow, albeit à haue ſen 
mares of 20. peare old and aboue, that haue bzought foth very 
faire and liuelp colts to the eye:pea Ariſtotle ſapth that à mare 
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map beare foles all hir life long. And alſo that ſhe doth liue lõger 
than a hozſe, who as he ſaith,map line vntil he be xxrilif. but the 
Mare map line till ſhe be xl. affirming her to be inclined to the 
act of generation as much as anp beaſt lining. Notwithſtanding 
I would wiſh pon to kp foz bꝛed no are, that is much aboue 
ten peares, vnleſte pon haue god experience of her colts, and bæ 
wel allured ol her continuance in courage and luſtineſle. And in 
any wiſe let pour bz&eding mares which pou keep foz ſtuddes, be 
made ſo tame and domeſficall as map be. ſo ſhall pou nat onely 
eaſily dzine them and remoue them krom place to place, but reap 
ſom commoditte of their woꝛke: which il it be moderate, it cãnot 
hurt their teaming, wheras if they ſhould be wild, they would be 
verie combꝛous to kœp, yea and manp times thꝛougſ their raſh» 
neſle deſtrop the loles in their bellies, neither can pou bꝛing the 
to the Hozſe,noz take their foles from them, when pou would 
- weane them, without great trouble. At what age it ts beſt to 
tame them, we ſhall ſhew pon hereafter in his pꝛopet place. 


At what time of the year it is beſt for Horſes and Mares to in · 
gender, & in what ſort they _ to be put —— how to know when 
a Mare deſireth the Horſe. Alſo how many Mares one Stallion is able to 
couer in one yeare, Finally, when the Stallions fhould bee 
remooued from them.

temperate, as the fole ſhall neither be parched wich the hot ſan, 
noꝛ pinched wich cold weather. But fozaſmuch as our mares foz 
the moſt part here in England, goe not with lole abone elenen 
monethes, and alſo foz that the coldneſle of the conntrie _ 
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fuſter the graſſe to ſpꝛing and grows ſo ſone here as in Italy, oz 
Cucb like bot countries, J would not wiſh the mares to be coue⸗ 
red befoze the beginning of Map, ſo ſhall the foles fall in Apzil, 
be ſoꝛe whicymoneth there groweth but little graſte. Again, the 
MParesofthemſeluesbefoze Pap wil haus but little lum to the 
bozſe.fo2 fanlt ol full bit and warme weather, which ſhould in⸗ 
gender luſt. And pet as J ſaid befoʒe accozding to Ariſtoile, cher 
is no kinde ol beaſt mozeinclined to that age than the hoꝛſe and 
mare inſomuch 8s if they map not be ſuffred to ingender when 
luſt pꝛonokes them they will run mad. at iseaſie to know uben 
teplaf,by cheir inoꝛdinate running and flinging here and there 
and chat as ſome wꝛite, not toward the Eaſt oꝛ Weſt, but moſt 
tommonly toward the South oꝛ Nozth.letting the tail, bolt vp⸗ 
right. Againe, one mare will woe anocher, and they wil piſſe of- 
ten. The time then ol the pear mct (oz generation being come, 
tt is requiſit that theſe two beaſts be put together, ubich you may 
do diuerſe maner of wates. Che firſt and beſt wap, and ſpecially 
fo; him chat hath many mares and ſtallions is to put euerie one 
of his Stallions bp himſelle ( being befoze reſted and well fed faz 
the purpoſe) into a ſenerall paſture full ot graſſe and wel fenced 
with higb pale oꝛ raile, as J ſaide befoze in the firũ chapter, in 
which paſtares would be either ſome good ſhade and ſhelter, to 
defend them from the Sunne and raine, oz elle ſome houſe oꝛ ho- 
uel made ol purpoſe, and ſo to let them run there from the beg in⸗ 
ning ol ap, vntii the midſt ol June, during which time, pon 
map turne into tuerie one ot thole ſtallions ſo many marcs as 
he is well able to couer, which abilitie is to bee meaſured by his 
pouth lrength, and luſtineſſe. Fo2 it he be pong and luſtie, hee 
may couer ir.oꝛx. ares verie well, and il he be old and kerble he ( 
had nerd to couer the fewer: foz to coner man is a great febli- 
ſhing tothe hoꝛſe, albeit in Italy, tos yoong hoſe, they will not 
let to appaint xii.oꝛ rv. ares. And Ariſtotle ſaith, that a Poꝛſe 
map toner xxx. Mares in one peare.Alſo Herodotus wiiteth, p 
the king of Babylon, hauing(beũides his Hoꝛſes of ſexuice) eight 
bundzeth Stallions did appoint cuerie yeare vnto thoſe Stalli⸗ 
ons firtcene thouſand mares, ſo that euery ffallion hadde foz his 
fingularſharexx mares. Pea and — not to 2 
| yna, 
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Syria, there was ſomtime a rate of 30.thonſand mares,towhom 
were appointed bat thꝛæ hundꝛed Stallions:fo that euerp hozſe 
had to couer anhundzedmares- Wherebp it ſæmech. chat Þoz- 
ſes in times pal haue bien of a farre ſtronger nature than they 
be now in theſe dur dates. But in anp wile, uhen pe let the falli- 
on and the ares thus run together, haue alwayes a god eye to 
the fence chat it be ſtrong 4 ſure, foz feare that none ol pourown 
fallions oz range hozſes bꝛeak in todifurbe any of iim: fo; 
the y wil fight toge her in ſuch time moſt cruelly. Neither is ther 
any beaſt moze iealons of his mate, than the Moꝛſe ta af his 
wiues (i it bee lawfull ſo to teaxme them) inſomuch as hee will 
not ſuffer them to fed out of his ſight,noz to ſtray one from an- 
other, but will kerpe them alwaies togither, and nigh vnto him 
ſelf:tthich running and kerping together, bzcedeth ſuch a mutual 
lone bet wirt them, as tt reby thep are on both ſides the ino2ein- 
clined to generation. And the Pares by this meanes doemoze 
natur allp, moze ſp&dilp, and alſo moꝛe eaſily conceiue, than il 
hey ſhould be ſerued out of afable-fo2 there many times, ot ten 
that be ſerur d, ſiue dw not take: of which kind ol ſeruing, J will 
ſpeak in the next Chapter following. Motwitbſtanding, ſo ſane 
as the mar es haue all conceiued, which pou (hall know bp ſach 
meanes as ſhall be ſhewcdponhereafter, J would wiſh pon to 
remooue the ſfallionsfromthem, and not to ſuffer them to run 
with the mares all the peare as ſome doe, fo chat is not god, fa 
two conũderations. Fo: flrſt you ſholdloſe the viſe of pour hozſe 
vhich being after covering time ſomeahat reſted, md well mea. 
ted, may ſerne yon in pour other affaires: ſecondlp, it will bee 
berp daungerous fo2 the mares that bee with fole: foz Ar:ſtotic 
ſaptþ,there be <z& kindes of beaſts moze lecherous than all o- 
thcrs: chat is to ſap, che Pare,the Sowe, and the chirde J dare 
not name, fo feare of offending: foz whereas all ocht r beaſtes 
ichen they be with pong, wil abaeine from the ac of gencration, 
theſe thꝛerkindstas he ſaich) doe not refuſe it euen in chat time. 
And thong tde mares doe refuſe it, as moſt commonly thep 
will, what loeuer Ariſtotle ſaich. pet the hozſe perhaps when pꝛo⸗ 
nander pꝛickech him wil koꝛce them, and ſo perchance by ſtrining 
With them, make them to caſt their foles: whereſdze can 2 4 
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wiſe conſent chat chey ſhould ran al thepeare together, but only 
vntill ſuch times as the mares haue conceiued. Thus much ad 
great races, where as be man mares and ſtallions: foz choſe 
chat kerpe but one ffallion and a ſewe mares, doe like better to 
haue theirmares ſeuerallp ſerued one after another, thã to run 
altogethcr wich the ſtallion, affirming that by this meanes the 
fallion ſhall not beate bimſelfe ſo much, noꝛ ſpend moze (cede 
bpon one Parechen vpon another; and fo this purpoſea very 
ſmall poztion ofground might ſerne tokepe the ſfallion,ſo chat 
it be a battling ground, ſull of graſſe,md wellfenced wich high 
pale, oz raile, as ſome large Dzcharp oz Pond-parde, nigh vnto 
the manſlon honſe:of which kinde of groundes, as J haue ſens 
diuerſe, ſo did 3 neuer ſ& anp that pleaſed me better, chan one 
ſchich J ſawe in Darbie ſhire in a towne nigh vnto Dor bie, cal · 
ledMarketon, whereas a verie honeſt Gentleman, and a god 
houſeholder, named maiſfer Monday dwellech, who ke&peth a 
god frong ſtallion, md halfe a dozen faire mares, whoſe colts 
doe pꝛoue verſe well, whereof pour Lozdſhippe hath one called 
Mark am, fo named actoꝛding to the name of hissldemaſter, 
maſter Thomas Markam of Olerton: which Hoꝛſe as be is indif- 
ferent wel pꝛopoꝛtioned, ſo was he once made by Abraham, ma- 
ffer Aſtleis man, as ready a hoꝛſe in all points, as any was then 
about the Court. The pœce of ground which J liked fo well at 
tis Gentlemans honſe, was a Pond · pard, enuironed rounda- 
bout with a bigh and strong pale, and alſo wich a verie chicke 
quickſet without che pale:9quatitie of which ground che ponds 
deducted, is ſcant <2& acres, but the quality and godneſſe chere⸗ 
of is ſuch. as it doth not only kepe his ſtallion all che Summer, 
chat is to ſap, from the midſt of Apꝛill vntill Halontide (befoze 
which time he doch not take him in, vnles it be betwirt vhilesto 
woꝛke him as in harueſt time, and ſo to put him foꝛth againe 
but allo two milch kine,andrr.hepe(as be ſaiech) all che peare 
long, beũdes the lerding of his mares whiles they tarrywich che 
Nallton to be couered, whereof euerie one comming ſeuerallie, 
one aſter another, tarieth thꝛæ daies with him at theleaſt,+<z 
be turned into a park which he hach hard by, che ground whcrof 
is verie met fo; that purpoſe; * doth he beſtowe — 
| 2 
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nander on his Stallion, during the rouering time:fb2 fo ſap the 
truth, be is ſo fail led with ſweet graſle as he hath no nerde ther · 
of. And in mine opinion,. therelacketh nothing, but ſome little 
hovellcz houſe to be plsced in lome meet coꝛner foz the Stallion 
to ſhꝛowd himſelte therein in the heate of che day, and when it 
raincth:fo; the bote ſunne, oꝛ piercing raine, doth greatip fee 
ich a hozſe backe. Thus much J thought god to waite of chis 
pete of ground, to the intent that euerie man minding to haue 
a race, might intioſe a like pete of ground in quantitie at the 
leaſt, though not altogether in qualitie, to kepe his Stallion in 
cht ſummer ſeaſon; the commoditie whereof in ſhoꝛt time will 
tounternaile the charges.

At if pe haue no ſuch ſeueral groũd as is boch able 
IE 4Z% to fed pour Stallion 4 Pares during the cou 
fd a fer Stall rin ering 
time, as alſo to kæpe them from bꝛeaking out: then 
vou map kep pour Stallion itil in the able, b:ing 
thc mares thither to be conered, which is a moꝛe chargeable no 
troublous wap ofconcring than þ other befoze mentioned. Foz 
firſt your ſtallion againft that time muſt be well fed wich ſweet 
hay t pꝛouander: pea rather during py coucring time wich ſweet: 
gralle if it map be gotten, bis pzonander as ſome wꝛite, would 
be either dꝛied wheate,oz dꝛied peaſe mingled with weate bzan, 
oz elle fitches,tthich be much pꝛaiſed of all authoꝛs to be ging in 
that time, and now chen he muſt have a god maſh made of wa⸗ 
ter and wheat meale,and that ſhall be to make him luſtie. Alſo 
be map not be laboured by the ſpace of ix weeks oꝛtwo months 
befoze,but ſuffered to reſt, and pet J mean not to reſt altogether 
without anp kind of exerciſe, but rather to beeridven now and 
then moderatip to get him a ſtomach to hismeate.

ther femals chan males, but moderate exerciſe pꝛeſeruech his na⸗ 
tural heat, and ſwert nouriſhing f@de increaſeth god blond, and 

caulech his ſed to bs perle, that is to ſap, hot and moiſt, and in 
ſubſtance neither to much no to little, te chick noz to chin, but 
in a meane, t that is beſt and will ſoneſt take. Che leſſe he dzin- 
keth when he hath to coner any mare, the better: fo2 if he dzinke 
ouermuch, it will put his wind in ieopardie. Pozcouer,bebinde 
pour ſtable, oꝛ elſe behind ſome other houſe not farre from your 
fable, would be ſom pꝛettie cloſe yard 02 court made of purpoſe 
into the which the mare would bee firſt bꝛought, and chat verie 
early in the moꝛning when the Sunne riſeth, oꝛ elſe in the Eue- 
ning at the ſunne going down. Foz thoſe two times are thought 
by the wziters moſt met foz generation, and will do the hozſe 
lee hart than to coner in the heatof the day. Albeit Ariſtotle 
ſaith, chat the mare foz her part is moze deſirons to be conered a- 
bout the middap, becauſe perhaps the being the colder beaff of p 
twaine, heat doth then moſt chicflp pꝛouoke her laſt, Mell, the 
mare chẽ being thus bzought in, ve may cauſe pour hozſekeper 
to bꝛing fozth pour ſtallion, uho if he hath bene wel fed, and mo · 
derately exerciſed, as J ſaid befoze,ſo ſone as hee ſ@th and ſmel- 
leth the mare, he will immediatly fetch chꝛer oz loure ſaults, and 
bound aloft with all fo wer fo2 tape, euen in pour Yozſekepers 
hand, ho muſt not be afraid, but rather ready to helpe the hoꝛſe 
in his buſinelle, ſo ſone as he ſhal leap the mare, bp putting his 
pard with his hand into the right place, whereby the mare ſhall 
be the moze ſpeedily, che moze eaſilp, and alſo the moze ſubſtan⸗ 
tially ſerued,by meanes that the Bozſe ſhall ſpend no labour in 
vaine, noꝛ waſte anp part ofhisſ&ede. And after that the mare 
bath ben couered once, let pour hozſek&«per lead the Stallion 
alittle aſide, and walke him a while faire and ſoftlp behind ſom: 
houſe oꝛ wal clean out ot her ſight to bzeach him. And vhen he is 
well bꝛeathed, bꝛing him in againe, and let him couer the mare p 

lecond time, and then lead him out againe, and ſo the third 3 
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if pe wil, continuing to do this enerie evening md moming the 

fpace of two oꝛ thʒœ daies, vntil you thinte that ſhe be ſped. Be⸗ 
twirt fnbich times ler that pour hoꝛſe be wel rabbed mo fed: and 
to che intent that the mare caſt not out the ſede ſchich ſhe recei⸗ 
uct? it ſhall not be amis in the end of enerie laſt conering, im⸗ 
meviailp to beſtow ene pale of water on the reines of hir back, 
and to caſf another into her tatle, and chat ſhal make her to hold. 
Von ſhall know vhstyer ſhe bath tonteiue d oꝛ not as Abſirtus 
ſatth,bef within ten daves next following. Fozif pon offer the 
Moꝛſe againe at ten daies end, md ſhe refuſet!, it is an euident 
ſtne other conception, Per cote alſo as Plinie ſaptb, of what 
colour ſoeuer the be, wili ſhe wr moꝛe full and bꝛight to the epe. 
im. ne diatly atter conte pꝛion, than it did befoze, 


How to make your mares to conceine either horſe folet, or mare 
feles,andof what colour you liſt to haue your 
ſetfe. Chap. y. 

Ut now, whilef we are about the conering of mares, me 
thinke it were not amiſle, to ſhew poo what pꝛetie meanes 

an? fleights, men in the old time vled, to baue cotts of ſueh kind 
and colour as they themſelues haue deſired. And firſt as tou- 
ching the kind, Democritus affirmetb,thatif pe tie thc left ſlone 
of the Stallion with a thzedden lace, oz point, oz inch like 
ching. le ſhall beget a hoꝛſe fole:4if ve tie the right tone, he ſhal 
beget a mare fole. And this ute (as he ſaith is gencralto al other 
beaſtf; Affricanus alſo ſaith, that if pou tau t pour hoꝛſe to leap þ- 
mate hen the wind bloweth in tre Nozth,he (hal beget a hozſe 
fole. a if in the South, a mare ſoie.Againe ſome wꝛite. that if the 
mare be couerid che third day befcne int ful one. ſhe ſha! bꝛing 
fe: th a hoꝛſe fole, and it the third day after che ful Mone, a mare 
fole. And Z take this to be a very god rule, nd ſeldome to faile, 
and ſpectallp if che mare at that time baue latcly foled. Agame, 
ſome bold opinion, that if the mare be covered within fine oꝛ ire 
daie s after hir foling, ind in the ſpꝛing of thc Bone, that che ſhal 
bꝛing koꝛth a hozſe fole, and the ra hir if the hozſe be ſuffꝭ red to 
woe hir and to and in hir aht ſome what befoze he courr her, 
which ozder, Pailter Garret lieutenant oi the Penũoners doch 
diligently, 
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diligently obſerne,uhen he cauſeth his mares tobe conered, tho 
affirmetb,that in obſerning this rule, hee neuer failed to haue a 
Heꝛſe colt at his pleaſure, who Jaſſure pov is no leſſe expert in 
bꝛeding chã (kilfull in riding, and therwich ſo deſirous to haue 
god hozſes, as he lettethj not to hire a great deale of groũo, pay⸗ 
ing by the year foꝛty pence foz the acre, tofede his Mares and 
Colts:in which his doing me thinks he deſcraesmuch to be cõ⸗ 
mended. But to know what kind the mare hath concetoed the 
Authoꝛs walte,that if the hozſe after hee hath conered the mare 
come down from hir backe on the right ſide, it is a ſigne chat ſhe 
is concctued with a hoꝛſelole: and if on the left ide, with a mare- 
fole. Now as touching the colour, they wꝛite that it the Stallion 
be clad w s conering of ſuch colonr,as pon veſire the fole to bee, 
at ſach time as he doth couer Þ mare, pon ſhal haue pour deſire. 
Some again wꝛite, chat it is better to die oz ſtaine þ haire of the 
Stallion with ſuch colour as you like beſt, and then to make him 
to continue in þ mates ſight whiles ſhe burnech in luſt, beloze he 
leape bir, to the intent as 3 take it) that the impzefſion map bet 
the moꝛe leruent. And as this ſaping is grounded ol a god natu⸗ 
ral reaſon, io it map be pꝛoued by a moſt true 4 vnfeincd exaple 
xecited in the bible, in the 30 chap of Geneſis. Mheras pou map 
read how Iac ob, after that Labã his maſter x father in lam had 
giuen him in recompente ol his ſeruice, al the blacke lambs my 
ſpeck ed kids, that ſhould come of tye ewes and gotes which be 
kept, by putting ſtraked rods in che ſight and face of the ewes, 
when thep went to ram, t of the ſhe goates when they went to 
bucke, made all the offipzing or Labans flocke to be blacke and 
fpotteb; whereby in ſhoꝛt ſpace be became as rich incattell, as 
Laban his father in law. oz truly at the time of conception all 
thc powers of the beaſt are ſo open, and the matter ii ſeit lo ten · 
der, as it is apt to receiue euerie light impzeſſion. 


Whether Mares ſhould be forced to abide the horſe, though they haue no 
luſt or not, ind how to make both horſe and mare, hauing no luſt, 
. to haue a luſt to ingender. Alſo how to abate their luſt 
| if neede require. Chap. . 
— mare will nut ſuffer the hozſe to leape her, fome haue 
vied (as both Varro and Pinie wziteth)to fozce her there unto, 
C 4 whether 
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Shether ſhe wit oꝛ not, by tying her to a poll, ſet vp in the midi 
of ſuch aclofe yard o7 tourt as is talked of befoze, ſchich thing is 
vſed enen at this pꝛeſent day at Futberie, wheras the Nuenes 
Pateſtie hath arace. And though J know that ſome of them do 
tonteiue, and pꝛoſper wel inough alter it, pet J cannotpzaile it, 
becauſe it is both dangerous, and alſo vnnaturall: foʒ che act ot 
generation ought to be with plealure, and not with pain, neither 
doth that which is painfully conceined,chzine fo2 p moſt part, ſo 


well as that which is concetued with pleaſure. Wherefoze J 


would wich all men, rather to follow Camerarius avniſe, which 
is not tofozceher:but to make her firſfto deſirethehozſe,bp put- 
ting alittle toned nag to her, to wwe her loure oz fine dates, be- 
fo;e yon wold haue hir couered, which nag would be ſofetfered, 
as be map not couer her. although ſhe would perchance incline 


vnto him: which when pou pertetue ſhe doth, remoue ß nag lrõ 
her, and put the Stallion vato her:ſo ſhal ſhe fandffil of hir own: 


accoꝛd, and rereiue the Stallio the moe willing ly. But the rea⸗ 
dieſt meanes to make a mare de ſire the hoꝛſe, is (as Columella 
ſaith)to annoint the matrix wich the iuice of a tettain herbe cal⸗ 
led ol him Scilla; 4 of Palla dius, Squilla, wohtch ſom of dur Phy- 
ficians do call a ſea Onion becauſe it growethj as wel in the lea 
as on the land, and hath a head oz rote like an Onion. It is very 
god alſo to rubbe her matrir with nettles, which as Ruſsiu 
faith, will not onely cauſe the mare to ſuffer the hozſe to lea 
her, but alſo to ingender with him. Which other wile manie 
times perhaps ſhe cannot doe, ſoꝛ want of natur all heate in her 


matrir. Chat the nettte is a pꝛouoker of venerie, it is not vn 


knowne to tho plaine wines ol the tonntrie: which when ß hen 
will not lay nozſtiffer to be trodenꝭ do vſe to netilethelr tailes, 
and chat maketh them(asthyy fap)to deltte thi cochr, md ia 
to lay. Againe, Anatolius ſaith; that toannoint her matrix wich 
hennes dung 4 Turpentine mingled together, wilmaruellouſ(- 
ly pꝛouoke hir luſt. But if pau ſa that pour bozſe.hath-noluft to 
ingender then make asthough you wold dꝛiue away the mare 
from him, t that will mate dim moꝛe delirdus ol hir. It is god 


'alſo to wipe the matrix ot that mare'whtch drüreth the bozle 


with a ſpung, to put that tothe Stallions nole, p tauo⸗ _— 
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will pzonoke his courage. Alſo the peũll of a Stagge being bur⸗ 
ned, and made info fine powder, mv pert into frong wine, will 
pꝛouoke his courage, if his yard andffones be w therwith, 
But Jhaue ben taught by men of experience Sifa god quãti- 
tie of thepowder afozeſatd,together with <eſe powders follows 
ing, that is of Annifſedes, ofa rot called Sattrion, and of Ball. 
of each like quantitte, bee giuen the hozſe fo dzinke in a warme 
maſh made of water and wheaten meale, the night befoze you 
would haue hin toconer any mare: it witl not onely pzonoke 
bis courage but alſo make his ſed of ſuch foꝛce, as it wil holde £ 
not quatſe, And the leſle that either Bozſe oꝛ Pare dzinketh 
vhileſt they attend to generation, che better jt ſhall be fox them: 
fo; ouer much dꝛinke, will not onely make the ſerd thin and was 
terie, end ſo as it ſhall not hold, but alſo as J ſatde befoze;,make þ 
Moꝛſe purſie: yea, and put his winde in teopardy· But il pou ſœ, 
chat alter the time of touering, the ſtallion continneth itil to ful 
of luſt and courage, thẽ it chal be god to annoint his ſtones with 
alittle ſallet oile, æ that will abate his courage, and the ſoner if 
pon ſkeepe a little lettiſe in the gyle ſumtohat befoze, The ſame 
medicine alſd will abate a marescouragt, it her matrix bee an · 
nointed therewith. And ſom bote, that the cutting ol her mane 
doth abate hir courage. Thele medicines perhaps witoffend the 
delicate eares of ſom perſons, that are moꝛe nite then wiſe. But 
Itruſt, che diſertet man wil not be otkended to heare them: but 
rather learne difcr#tly to vſe them asn#dc ſhall reguire. Foz J 
aſſare you. they wert no fules that wzote thẽ but learned, wile, 
and men ol great experience. 
Which Mares ſhouldbe conered emerit yeareys Aud which not. And

Abeba Coluwells Won have thoſe mares that bes 


verie beantifail- and faire; and el ban! 15 onelp

che longer time; ard alſd he ted with the moze pure milke. And 
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28 fo2 all ocher ares, cher wonld haue them to beare eneris 
peere,and to be coueted againe ſo ſone as their foles are 5.026, 
dates old, ſo that they be in god luit amd not to poꝛe. And to the 
intent, that none luch ſhould go barren, it ſhali be neceſlary not 


oni to infoꝛce them by ſuch waics as haue ben ſhewed pon be⸗ 


koze, to the hoꝛſe in the ſpꝛing time, but alſo about Lammas oz 
in the beginning ol Aug ut. and toiuffer a Stallion to run with 
chem chꝛer werkes oꝛ a monech, to the intent that if am of chem 
chancetb not to conceiue at the firſt couering. they map now be 
ſerued. But be ſare that ſom one of the mares be ready to be co⸗ 
nered, when pou turne the Stallion in to them, leaſt perhaps he 
beat aſwel thoſe that be with tole as þ ochers, ſo do moze harm 
chan ged. And bp vſing this oꝛder you ſhal be ſure to kepe no 
Mare barren all the veare. vnleſſe che mare be barren by means 


of ſome ſickneſſe. Mherof J ſhal treat hereafter when J come 


to the diſeaſes of bozſcs,4thereſhew pou how to care the ſame, 
How wares ſhould be vſed after they haue conceiued and are 
with fole,andwhat cauſethh them to caſt their foles 
before their time. Chap.10. 
,Fter that pour mares baneconceived, pou muſk be- 
ware poulaboz them not ouermuch, ano ſpecially chat 
2 thep beare no beanie burdens,fo; feareot killing their 
foles in their bellies. Alſo yon muſt ſe that ubiles & ũ⸗ 


mer laſteth, they go ina godpaſtore,not hauing ouer ra gras, 


but hozt and wert, chat thep lack no god water. And in win; 
ter when the gralle laileth, that chey be led wich ſwært hape chat 
they lie dꝛie and warm in ſome buſhie cloſe, wode, oz groue, oz 
elſe vnderſomhonell,but lo as they be not ſkanted of rome noz 
tþ:onged bp together:foz that is dangerous e may cauſe aboꝛſe⸗ 
met,that is toſap,tocaf their foles befoze their time. Anatolius 
alſo ſaith, chat the change of ftrange paſture oz water will cauſe 
abozſement. Again, Ruſs ius ſaith, that if they chance to eate che 
maſt of Cerre trees, they ſhal be in danger of aboꝛſe ment. Oz if 
anp of them be couered wich an Alle after that ſhe bath cõce ued 
by a hoꝛſe oz chance to tread vpon a Molſe, oʒ where a Molſe 
hath troden, it wil cauſe her to taſt bir fole. Allo all ſinking la · 
uours, as the nutking ol candles, oz tozches, oz luch like, — 
caͤule 
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cauſe aboꝛſement, as ſome Authoꝛs wzite,aſwel in mares,as in 
women. he rfoꝛe al ſuch things would be fc eſœne, and in any 
caſe keep pour mares whileſi they go with fole, neicher to leane 
no: pet to tat, but in godplight:fo2 if chey be to lean, thep wil ei 
cher caf cheirfoles,ozeiſe bzing foꝛth ſtaruelinge. Again, il they 
be tw fat. euerie place of their bodies wil be ſo filled, as the foles 
within their bellics eannot haue rome ſutficient to grow, ant to 
pꝛoſper:by means wheref, eicher 5; foles ſhall be but little ones, 
oꝛ elſe the mares themſrioes ſhal be in great danger.at che time 
of their foling, by reaſon that their cddits be onermoch ſtraight 
ned with fat And therfo:e the Scythians, which is s people of che 
Nozth,vied(as Ariſtorle wziteth) moderatly to tsurnv, a to tra⸗ 
nel their mares, atter they were qaickned, to p intent that they 
might haue the eaſter foling. Foz truelp, moderate labour and 
ererciſe at ihat time, muſt needs do them much god. But to tra⸗ 
uell them immediarlp vpon conception, oz wien they vee verie 
great g readie to fole, is dangerous. Foz the fruit ot the wombe 
in all beaſts, map wel be eompared to the fruit of the apple tre, 
which at p̃ firſt bloſſoming, and alſo when it is thꝛough ripe, and 
mellow, wil be blown downe with eaerte light wind: but in che 
middle time bet wirt both it cteanethſofaft vnto che bꝛãches of 
the tre, as it will ſcant be thꝛowen downe with cudgels. 
How to heipe a Mare that is in danger at the tre of hir foling: 
ana hom you ſhall cauſe her to ex pell her ſecundine 
o cleane.. Chap. il. 
E it ſo happen, that a mare by any miſchaunce, bee in 
daunger at the time of her foling, then it is ncedefull to 
helpe her, cauſing one to holde her noſtrils ina gentle ma- 
ner, cloſe in his hand, and ſo to ſtoppe hir bꝛeath, anc it ſhal makes 
her to foſe with moze eaſe, and alſo the ſoner, which is not ve⸗ 
rie painetuſl foz any mon to doe, foꝛſomuch as the mare toleth- -. 
fanting, wherby be ſhal not nerd greatly to ſtoupe. Againe, i 
the ſecundine, whieh is the ſkinne wherein the fole is wzapped, 
dath not come all out naturally ofthe own accoꝛd, chen bie this 
remedie Take a god handful oꝛ two of Fenei s boile it in wa- 
ker, then take halte a pint of chat, and anothev halts pint of oſde 
wine, and put thereunto a lourch part of oile, and 9 them 
| toge⸗

altogether over the fire,and being but luke warm,powze it into 
che mares noſl rils, and hold her noſtrils cloſe with pour hand, to 
keæp it in a pꝛetie vhile alter. And that ſhall foʒce the ſecundine 
to come foꝛch: which foz the moſt part, both ſhe 4 all other beaſts 
doo immediatly eate and iwallow vp againe into their bellies. 
Mhich thing the plain folkes of the country(it they can pꝛeuent 
it) will not ſuffer their milch kine to do, in their time of caluing, 
ſaping:that it will make them ficke and vnluſtie. And truely J 
belene it dooth the mares no great god. Some authozs wꝛite. 
chat when the 7 are dooth eate vp her ſecundine oz clean (foz ſo 
the plain folkesterme it)ſhe mapyeth away alſo with her tet, 
a certain peece offleſh,growing like a figge vpon the foles foze- 
head, called of the Grecks,q Latine, Hippomanes. Df che ver- 
tne whereof,in matters of loue, many monſtrous tales, by ma- 
ny learned Authozs are recited. UWhereof I chinke it not god 
to make the vnlearned partners: and therefoze J leaue to ſpeake 
ol it any further. 


. How to make a mare to caſt her fole that is not worthy to be bred, 
or for ſome other needfull cauſe. Chap 12. 
Fs air mare in old time had ben couered with a fonle 


— = 
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rolle, oꝛ bad bin with ſole out of ſeaſon, oꝛ at ſuch time 
perhaps as ſhe muff run fo; ſome great wager, then 

thep would vſe means to make hir caſt hir fole befo:e 
hir time, and chat was den either by fozce of hand, oz by medicin. 
Foz if che fole were (ofargrowne that it had haire, they would 
cauſe one to thʒuſt his hand into the mares wombe, and to taks 
che fole by the head g to cruſh it in p&ces. And it it had no haire, 
then they would deſtrop it with medicines not nerdfull here to 
be wzitten. Hot withſtanding, in mine opinion the lureſt way(if 
greater cauſe do not otherwiſe require) were to tarrp till ſhee 


bath foledof her owne kind, and then to kill the fole. 


Ho Mares ſhould be vſed after they haue foled. Alſo how long tlie foles 
ſhould ſucke, and how they ought to be vſed during their fole · age, 
alſo how to harden their hoofes. Chap. 13. 


T is nerdefull immediatley after the Mares haue foled, oz 
rather a weeke oz a foztnight befoze thep be ready to foale, 
to 
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to put them into the warmeſt, ſwerteſt, and rankeſt paſture that 
vou haue, to the intent they iping warme and dꝛie, and faring 
well, map haue plentie of milke to feede their foles. Foz nothing 
doch hinder the grawth ol the foles moꝛe than colde, and penury. 
Moꝛeouer, Anatolius ſaich, chat it is verp neceſſary about tipo oʒ 
chꝛee months after tht it foling, to chaſe them about the ground 
to and fro, oꝛ otherwiſe to exerciſe them with ſome moderate la- 
dour, to make their milke come down into their dugs. And to the 
intent that che foles may be faire xfat, all the wꝛiters with one 
conſent would haue chem to ſucke two peares.⁊ ſpecially if chey 
be hoꝛſe foies: vea, ſome would haue them to ſuck till they offer 
to couer their Dammes:and leſſe than one pear, though they be 
Mare foles, none that euer J could heare oꝛ read of doth allow. 
And pet here in England thep wil ſcant ſuffer them to ſack fire 
monechs but wil weanechembefoze chey be fathalfaipeare old, 
bbich truelp J cannot commend: fo2 though many of them doe 
pꝛoue to be great ot bone and tal of ature, pet the pith within is 
not firme noꝛ ſound, neicher can chey be ſo ſtrong, ſo healthfal,oz 
tive ſo long. as thoſe moſt commonlp do, hich ſack a long time. 
Foz that ſweet and moſt naturall moiffurex nutriment,wherof 
they be depꝛiued in their poath, will neuer be gotten. againe ſs 
long as they line. Mherſoꝛe J with thoſe that ſerk ta haue ſtrõg 
andhealthful Colts, to let them ſlucke one pear at the leaſt. In 
old time, as it appeareth by Varro 4 Columella, thep vſed foz 
warmth ſake to houſe both mares efsles,vntill thoir foles were 
ten daies olde, ind then to put chem fozth into che paſture. And 
then che foles are ſiue monthes olde, they vied now and then to 
bzing them into the houle,x there would giue tbem ground bar 
lie mingled with uheate bꝛanne, d ſach other ſolt kind of fode. 
And being a peate old, hep would giue them firmerpzonander, . 
as dzied barley, and bꝛan, continuing ſa to doe, vntili thep were 
two peares olde.All which time the colts alſo ſucked, and chieflp- - 
they did this to make them domeſficail md familiar, and partip 
to make them ſo ſat and luſtie, and partly again to acquaint ch 
with all kinde of meates;bat there with they would touch chẽ o? 
handle them ſo litle as was poſſible, m feare of hindering cheir 
growt.And among the reſt of their diligent „ . 
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The breeding of Horſer. 
bp this necefarie beaſt, they had a ſpeciali regard to his hofes; 
that they might be tough, firme e hard, mdtherfoze whenſbener 
they fad in the houſe, they wold ſuffer no dung torematneany 
while by them,foz feare of burning their hofes.Andif they ſaw 
they were any thing inclined to haue tender hofes,they would 
make an ointment ot the eares of Garlike, of Swincsgreace, 
Goatesgreace,ebzimffone that had not ben tried in fice, and 
ſo annoint their hoofes therewith, both without x within, whirh 
ointment did make their holes very tough and hard, and to that 
intent they would ſtrowe ſtones vnder their fete, whereas they 
ſtode. Pozeoner, whenthep fed abzoad in the paſture, they wold 
dzine them vp to the higheſt and moſt ffonie grounds, which as 
Ruſsius ſaith, doth not onelp harden their holes, but alſo make 
them to haue ſtrong legs, and to treadſurely vpon the ground. 
But as touching the hardning ol holes, wee ſhall tate moze 
thereot, when we come to treat of the diſeaſes ol Hoꝛſes.

beightandlength in fiuepeares, whereas the hozſe foles bee not 
at their full grotoch ol height and lengch, befoze thep bee full fire 
ype&rs olde: from uhich timefozth,as Ariſtotle ſaith, till thep bee 
ten peares old they grow only in largeneſle and <ickneſſe. And 
Abfircus ſaith, that thoſe which haue vhite oz balde faces, do not 
ware olde ſo ſone as others. Againe, the ſame Aathoz ſaith, that 
thoſe coltes which haue tender holes do not cõtinue in their vie 
go2 and ſfrength, aboue eight peares after that they bee at their 
full growch of height v length, neither are they meet any moze 
to be iournied: becauſe the crowns of the ir holes wil fallvowne 
ſo lowe, as they ſhall ſcant be able to ſtand on their fete. But if 
thep haue god hofes, then chey will continue in their vigoz ten 
pteres after their full growth and aboue. Pozeouer, the ſaid Au- 
thoz ſaith thoſe hoꝛſes ſchich haue from their pouth vpward hard 
bofes, wilt line vntill they be eight and twentie,oz nine ztwentxy 
peres olde, but thep leldom arriue to thirtie:but thoſe that haue 
ſoft holes do not liue abone foure and twentie pres. But as 
touching the lines of hoꝛſes we haue talked atreadplulticiently 


befoze inthe foarth chapter.

to take them carly,in the moꝛning from their Dammes and to 
Chat them vp all that dap and all that night without meat, in a 
douſe appointed ta that purpoſe, e ſtanding cleane out of their 
Dammes hearing. The nert day in the moꝛning to put them a+ 
gaine to their Dammes, and to lot them ſacke theit bellies full: 
pea eaen vntull they ſwel againe:that done, take them away fog 
all adde, and to keep them in the afozeſatd houſe the ſpace pt fours 
terne bayes nigb vnto which houſe would be ſome pꝛetty wert 
paſture reſerued of purpoſe, to the intent chat from the end of the 


kouretiene daies, vntill the moneth ol Pay, (befoze which time 


there is little graſſe growing) the colts may f@de and alſo play 
themſelues therein euerie faire dap; But when Pap is once 
come, then put them foꝛth into ſoms god paſture, whereas they 
may haue plentie of ſhozt and ſweet gralle - foz onerrank grafe 
will bart their reines, and make them thicke necked, md in any 
caſe ſe chat therewich they lie warme and dꝛie and lacke no was 
ter, foʒ if weanlings ſuffer either hunger, thir ſt. oꝛ cold, and ſpe· 
cially in the firſt year then they mourne foz their dammes, they 
will neuer pzone to be god, but will be ſmall ol ſtature, of ſmall 
ſtrengih and fall of dileales. But alter that pcolts be two vœres 
old and vpward and haue cleꝛne foꝛgotten their dams, J would 
wich them to runne in a large, hard, and hungrie ground, but ſs 
as with their trauelling and taking paines foz their liuing, chey 


map filt them full once in the day at the leaff,foz fcare of binde- 


ring their growth. Your colts being thus weaned and kr pt, ſhal 
Br to be light, nimble, harde, and ſtrong hoꝛles, and to haue 

rong legges, and harde holes, and not to ſurfet of euerp little 
colde, as thoſe doe which be fed in Summer ſeaſon with ranke 


graſle, and lie cold and wet in Winter, Pozeoucr, to the intent 


there may be no diſszder amongſi pour coltes: ſe that pe leuer 

them accozding to their kindes and ages, that is to ſay: to put 

hoꝛle foles bp themſelues in one paſture, and mare foles by them 
ſelues in another paſture. Againe, put pesrelings, two yeare- 
ungs, and thzce pœrelings euerp age by it ſcife ſeperally;fo ſhal 

not y greater wꝛong the lefler;foz among equals, is altogether

very much. Againe, i hee beemuchelder,hisnecks will wars 
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lone and fellowſhip without any diſcoꝛd. Wherfoze pon ſc that 
partitions as J ſapd in the beginning ol this boke,are ſon«dfal 


in that ground which ſhald bs appointed foz bze ding of hozles, 
. asnothing moze. 


Ofthe gelding of Colts, and for whatcauſe they be gelt, and alſo 
* atwhatage,and.in what time of the yeere they ought 
to be gelt. Chap. 7. 


Be colts that do naturally amble,o; map eaſily be 
WF bzonght to it, eicher by trauerſe, oꝛ elle by hand wich 
ent traverſe(irhichin mine opintõ is che better wap) 
— moll men in this realm do moꝛe delight to haue chẽ 
gelt than ſtoned,foz they loue not only to ride eaũly by the wap, 
but alſo verie fa, and therewith to haue their hozſes ſo quiet, as 
they map be eaſily gonerned, which things are not commonly 


ſen in foned hozſes:fo3 their abundant heat wil not ſuffer them 


to be ſo quiet, noʒ pet to labour ſo far in a dap as Geldings may, 
becauſe þ Gelding lacking bis Tones, hath no ſuch hot blond in 
bis bodie as he had befozehe loft them. Yea to be gelt (as ſome 
Authozs wzite)is ſach a cooler, as it tamech boch man and beaff 
in thcir greateſt madneſſe, and cleane healeth them of chat dif- 
eaſe, when nothing elſe wil. Pozeouer, Geldings doo not neigh 
ſo often noꝛ ſolowde as ſtoned hozſes do. Foz the which cauſe, 
the Sarmatians in all their ſecret enterpꝛiſes and exploits, doo vſe 
to ſerue vpen Geldings, and not vpon ſtoned hoꝛſes. And alſs 
dur light hozſemen here in England da in like maner ſerue vp⸗ 
on Geldings in the warres, and foz chat cauſe chey do not onely 
geld ambling colts, but alſo trotting coltes, which they chinke 
partly mæte foz chat purpoſe, and paxteip foz their ſeruantes 
to ride on. d tocarrie their males andclokebagges after them, 
Ol both which ſoꝛts of Geldings J beleene this realme hath ſo 
faire and ſo manp, as any one countrep in all Chziffenvome, 
Wherfo:e J think it god here to ſhew pou the age, and at what 
time of the Yeare and one it is best to gelde ſuch coltes. And 
ſirſt as touching the age, it is beit doing when the colt is almelt 
two peares oldꝛand faz to geld himponger wil hinder his gros 
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great, and the ftrings of the ſtones wil be fo hard and ſtrong, as 
they will not be bꝛoken but mul nerds be cut, which as Ruſs ius 
faith;is verit dangerous. Albeit our gelders heere in England 
be ſo cunning and expert in that facultie, as they make no mat- 
ter thereof, fa; they will cut both olde and gong, at what age ſos 
euer they be, and warrant them te dw well enongh. And ſome J 
aſſure pon do euillenough.and ſpecially if the meteſt time foz 
that purpoſe, as wel of the Pere, as of the Pone, bee not duely 
obſerued. Wherefoze J would witſhe pou to ſuffer none of the 
geiders to take pour coltes in hand, vnleſſe it be in the ſpzing,as 
in Map, oꝛ in the beginning ol June, oz elſe about the fall of the 
leate, as alſa when the mone is in the wane. Foz thoſe two ſea⸗ 
ſons are moſt temperate, that is to ſap, neither to hot noꝛ too 
cold, the exteſſe of either of which qualities, is verie noiſome to 
thoſe that be newly gelt, and cauſeth many to peake out of the 
wap. And there foꝛe after that they be gelt, vou muſt ſ@ that they 
go in a warm paſtare, and that they be not ouermuch chaſed to 
and fro oꝛʒ other wiſe diſquieted, but moderatly exerciſed vntill 
thep be perfeclp whole.

| Bey die in moſt partes to take vp their coltes when thep 
are but two peares and the vantage, oz thꝛæ ye&res old 


.. » atthe mot, whereby their ioints not being knit, if they 


be not the moze diſcreetly vſed, their backes map be ſwne 
{waied:oz pinched, and beſides that, their legges will growe 
full of ſplents and wingalles, and become croked and lame, be- 
koze they be halte old. WherfozeJ with that accoꝛding to Frede - 
rico the Emperours oꝛder, no hoꝛſe colt might be taken vp to be 
b:oken,befoze that he were foure pears old and the vantage and 
chat would bee done in ſome cold ſeaſon of the yeare, when chey 
wap beſt endure to trauell,. as about October, to the intent chat 
dfter they haue bene bzoken in Winter ſeaſon, when extreame 
heat cannot annoy them, by dining them into laint ſweats, they 
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may be ſuffered when ſpꝛing time comes, and plentie of graſſe 
is vpon the ground, to reſt in the ſtable certaine dayes, whileff 
they he ſcoured and fatted with graſle, and ſo to get vp their fleſh 
chat they loſt nbileſt they were in bꝛeaking: of which ſcowzing 
andfatting,we ſhall treate hœreafter moꝛe at large, when wee 
come to ſpeake of the dieting of hoꝛſes, fo the pꝛeſeruing of 
their health. Jn ſome places, as at Tutberie, the Coltes axe ſo 
Ipil de, as after they be dꝛiuen into a houſe, they arefaive to bee 
ſnared with;a ſnare made of a ſtrong halter comming th:ough 
a ring of iron, and put vpon a long poale,and fo caſt about chat 
Colts necke, which Gould be taken vp, and ſurained ſo hard, as 
it map ſtrangle him fo the time, befoze they can faſten anie 
halter oz collar vpon his head: which wildernes partly perhaps 
cometh, fo2 that the ground is walle and wild f lacke of par 
titions, as 4 ſaid hefdꝛe in the firſt Chapter:but chiefly fo2 that 
they be neuer houſed, bandled,noz made familiar with man ta 
their pouth, which is verte nerdlull. end was not omitted by the 
men gl olde time as J ſhewed you befqze in the thirteenth chaps 
ter,andfo2 lacke thereof many a gad Coltgtbisficit taking vp 
tb2ough his owne frining is vtteriy marred, and maimed foz 
ener. Wherefoze I wich chem to bee made domelticall in their 
vouth, in ſuch ſoꝛte as is in the Chapter betqe declared, ſo ſhall 
they nat nerde to bee fozced by any ſueh extremitie when chey 
ſhonld be token vp: and the firſt collar 02 halter that you put an 
a Colts head, would be made, as Ruſʒ ius ſaith, of wollen parne 
oz elfe of hoꝛſe hatre, and that veriegroſſe and bzoade.bzaided, 
to che intent it mãy not cut his head when hee ſtriueth withalL 
Moꝛeouer, vnto yp halter mould be faſtened two \frong reines, 
on each oe one, chat che Coltes head map be faſt» tied vnto che 
manger on both ſides, whereby hee ſhall not rearenoz hurt his 
legges. And vnt ill be be ſomewhat gentle and tame, it ſhall bee 
nedlull alſo to ſet another colte by him chat is already tamed, 
hp bn map haue the ſafer acceſſe vato him, who muſk 
vſeall gentlemeanespadible,towin him, ⁊ ſhew him no maner 
pf crueltte, vling often to ſtrake his backe and necke with dis 
whereunto he ſhal bzing him the ſoner, if hee let him eate

Ur common bꝛeskers of Hoꝛſes, when they chance vp- 

ona colt that hath ſo narrow a mouth, as it is not able to 
receine a bitte highe inough, they vie to cut his mouth 
wider, in riding him with a verie ſharpe ſquare: bzake 
made of purpole: which is not good. Foz it maketh him euer 
after eithcr to haue to tender oꝛ te hard a mouth, and foz þmoſt 
patt rathe r to hard than to tender, by meanes of the hard x co2- 
nie fleſh which aſterwards groweth on both ſides of his month, 
where hewas ſo raggedlp tozne, cut e galled. Wherfoze it were 
much better tocaaſe an expert hoꝛſeleach ta ſlit his mon equal 
ly on boch ſides wich a ſharp knife oz raſonr fo highe as ſhall bee 
nedefyll,md then to ſeare it with a hote iron, and to heale it in 
ſach ſozt as the ſides therof may grow no maꝛe together, but ap⸗ 
peare to be s naturall mouch, and of that widenes;euen from the 
colts birth: and beldze his mouth be perlealy whole; J woulde 
wich him not to be ridden with any maner of bit at al, but onelp 
with a head ſtraine. Vea, in mine opinion it were ſo much þ bet- 
ter,ifhis mouth were cut and healed vp again befoze he were ta⸗ 
ken vp to be bꝛoken, ſoꝛ the ſeoner it is done the lefler it ſhall ba 
ſerne, ſo chat it be not done while he ſuckech, fo2 fhen perhaps p 
lozeneſſe of his mouth would let his ſacking, and ſo hinder his 
growth. ow, touching the dꝛawing of certain tech which map 
alſo be a great impediment that the bit cannot haue his true re⸗ 
ſting place, vou ſhal hear the very wozds of Lawentius Ruſsius 
waiting in this ſozt. Becauſe it is very hard, yea,calmoſ} vnpoſs 
ſible (laith he)thata hoꝛſe can have a perfect god mouch, vnleſle 
the two tuſhes, and alſo other two called of him the plain teth,x 
of vs the choke tieth oz wang terth be clean pulled out (io after 
that a hoꝛſe is thꝛoughly warmed il he hath che ſaid teeth, his ri⸗ 
der ſhal hardlp holde him) it is verie requiſite therefoze that the 
fo:eſaid fouretcth,thatis to ſap,on each ſide of hisnether iaws 
two, alter that the -hozſe is the yeeres ano a halle olde, be cleane

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v;awne ont by on expert hand with inffrumentes meefe ſw that 
purpole, ſo as his iawe may not be hurt, and ſo ſone as they bee 
dut. let the loꝛe gumme be rubbed wol wich ſalt,ſomwhat bꝛaied 
92 bꝛoken befoze:that done, ſe that his month be not touched fo 
th: daies after,loke alſo that the ſtable where hee ſtandeth be 


cloſe ſhut, fo as the winde map not annop bin, and vntill hee be 


whole, foꝛget not euerie day aſter that hee hath dꝛunke, firſt to 
clenſe the ſoze plate from ſuch filth as there remaineth of his 


-meate,andthen to rub it anew,with ſalt asbefo;e:fo; ſuch conti⸗ 


nualirubbing-wtth ſalt wil ſuffer no euill fieſh there to grow, 
and it any do grow, then firſt ſcarifie the fame with pour naples, 
and rubit againe with ſalt. Som vſe to wach the ſoꝛe place one- 
ly with warme wine, and ſome ad thereunto both hony and pep⸗ 
per, and rub it aſter with ſalte ſome againe waſh it onely with 
wine 4 honp, and put noſalt. But truely, if it were ffrſt waſhed 
mitt wine, and alter rubbed with ſalt, it were ſo much þ better. 
Moꝛeouer, vntil the place be perfealp whole, fo2get not whenſo⸗ 
euer pou put any bit in his mouth, to cteanſe firff the ſoꝛe place, 
faire andſofilp with pour finger. Thus far Ruſs ius hath (poke, 
-whoſe. woꝛd dv found with god reaſon, and are confirmed by 
diners learned Autho2s,albeit J my ſelfe neuer ſawe hoꝛſe ttz 
d:awne in all mp liſe, and pet à muſt ner os conteſſe that x haue 
ſerne ſom hoꝛles, though not manp, which haue had their tuſhes 
Kanding ſo high, as it hath ſermed vnto me verie ncreſlarp, et. 
ther to dzaw them, oꝛ elſe to file them hard downe to the gums, 
which ſom men take to be the füreſt wap, ſoxſauing of the hoꝛſes 
tawe. Hotwithſtanding, in mine opinion, the beſt wap (if the 
Voꝛſes mauth bee not already to wide) were to ſlit his wickes 
bigber, and to make rome fo; the bit that way: but to ſay the 
truth, fewe Coltes-02 none being well bꝛed in this realme haue 
nerde ol eitder ol the m both, neither haue dur Colts foz the moſt 
part, anp tuſhes come vp at that age whereof Ruſs ius talketh.

Albeit J would wiſh him 
to ſell ozgine ſo as he ned not to buy himlelfe to maintaine his 
ſtocke, vnto which he mut haue alwaies a ſpetial regard in cha 
fing out from time to time the faireſt ⁊ large bodied Colts, as 
well ol Pales as Femals, that he tan finde amongſt the whole 
race, to be reſerued fo; the maintenance of his ſtud oz bz&d. Foz 
as J ſaid in the beginning, vnleſſe the parents be well choſen, þ 
offſpzing can neuer he good. Pozeanex, it is neceſſarie that ſuch 
ſaraep be often made foz the thifting of the cattell. accoꝛding as 
both kind and age of the cattel /s alſo the time of the year requi- 
retb, leaſt otherwiſeperhaps they map be pinched, both w cold, 
and penurp, which be the greateſt enemies that Colt scan haus. 
Againe, many contagious ſickeneſſes do often chance amongit 
this kind of cattell:at whichtime, if the infected be natremoued 
from the whole, the one infecech the other, and ſo they die all. 
Foz fault of which ſenering, — lohn Birron of *

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tHire.a verie gon knight anda notable houſekeeper told me this 
laſt ſammer, that not long ũnce, hee loſt in one peare, as manie 
Mares ins Coltes as were woꝛch a thouſand marks. But to ſap 
the truth. in ſuch a contagious time, it is not onelp necefſarp-to 
leuer the ſicke from the kþole : but alſo very nerdlull hat medi ⸗ 
cine be miniſtred aſwelto the whole, as to thoſe that be not to lar 
gone, fo; the lafeg ard of their lines, whereof J ſhal ſpeak here · 
alter moze at large, when J come to treate of the curing of 
their diſeaſes: and in the meane time J ſhal deſire you 
to take all that which J baue hithertowzitten 
toucding the bꝛerding of hoꝛſes in god part; 
ſo ſhall J haue cauſe to thinke my la 
bour wellbeſtowen.

A Lexander 5 great, bad ahozſe called Bucephalus, which be⸗ 

ing decked in rotall oꝛnamẽts, would ſoffer no man to ride 
on him, but king Alexander himſelfe. Which hozſe being ſoꝛe 
hurt at pᷣtakiug of-T bebes, wold not ſuſfer Alexander to ſeaue 
bis backe. fo to mount vpon any other. Such was both his cou⸗ 
rage g alſo lone towards his maſter, who did not foꝛget to recõ⸗ 
penſe theſame. Foz when the hozſe died, the king cauſed him to 
be ſolemnt buried and foz a perpetuall memoꝛy therof ,builded 
enen there, in ſted ol a Sepulchte, a faire city, and namedit at- 
ter the hoꝛſes name, Bucephalia. Iulius Cæſar alſo had a Yozſe, 


which would ſuffer no man totake his back, but Cxſar himſelf.

where both hee and the hozſe did ſo valiantly , as in that conſlia 
there wers llaine x taken on the contrarie part, 17. oſ the chiefeſf 
conducters. Mherby his enemies being diſcomfited, hee quietly 
from thence paſſed on in his iournep:and the king would after- 
ward many times ſap, that the valiant courage of his hozſe, 
was the occafl6 of that victozie. Which hozle after that he came 
vnto the Citpof Molina, beũdes 5 hee was no moze travelled, 
but welfed, and fenderlp kept, ſo long as he liued, hee was alſo 
ſolemnlp buried when he died, by the appointment ol the Lady 
. of Burbon ſiſter vnto the king. 
Another example of continuance. 

8 VS. the great captaine came to the exploit of p king⸗ 

. dom of Naples (the camp lying then at Cerignola) it 
cha ted 5 uileſt p Wiceroie of Frãce. being there with many Ba⸗ 
rons, pꝛepared himſelł ta fight with the Spaniards. Che next dap 
following, there came a knight of Naples called Il Signior Gi- 
acomo Guindazzo: who not hauing his Yozſes there went to 
Signior Troiano Caracciolo,Pzince of Melte, pꝛaping him to 
lend him a hoꝛſe only to ſerue in pᷣ field that dap. To whome the 
Pꝛince being ol his own nature verp courteous, liberal with - 
al, gaue him lcane to goe into his fable, to take his choiſe of al 
-þ Hoꝛſes there. Wherapon+ ſapd Giocomo went thither: and 
hauing viewed them al, choſe out a great bay hozſe, which late- 
ly tame from the couering of mares, and was 27. peares olde. 
And though the Pꝛince perſwaded him to take a ponger hoꝛſe, 
pet he being expert inthat facultie, and knowing which Pozſes 
were beſt inderd, would not ſo do:neither was he decciued in his 
choiſe. Foz the battell being fought the next dap, j hoꝛle did his 
part notable wel;inſomuch.as although he were ſoze hurt, had 
many grieuous wounds, pet he wold neuer giue ouer, but con 

tinue to the end e thereby ſaued his Riderslife: ſo as both hozſe 
and man, after many valiant ads ſhewed departed þ ſield with 
the great admiration of all men that did hehold them. And final- 
ly. Griſonattributcth ſo much honour and pꝛaiſe to aYozſe,as 
he ſaith, that the woꝛthy (fate of Knighthoode toke his firſt be- 
ginning of this beaſt, ſchich = Italian tong is called —

and therof commeth Cauillicro, which is ſo mach to ſay in Eng. 
liſh. as a Hoꝛſeman oꝛ night. herein J bel&ene,Griſon toke 
his example at the Latine woꝛd, hauing alſo like derinatis. Foz 
a Moꝛle in Latine is called Equus,whereof is deriued this woꝛd 
Eques, that is a hozſeman,oz knight. But then moſt commonly 
they ioyne this woꝛd Auratus vnto it, ſaying:Eques auratus, p is 
a golden knigbt. d that he was wont to weare gilt ſpurres, as 
J take it. Oʒ elſe E ques torquatus, that is a chained knight,foz 
that he weareth a chain. With which kind of oznaments,hozſe- 
men deſeruing wel in the field were fomtime rewarded in ligne 
of honour due to their vertue. And though in theſe daies rewar⸗ 
ding of vertue beginneth to ceaſe : pe the ſelle ſame names of 
honour do ſtill remaine.

Ozeouer, to pꝛooue that the Arte of riding ond of bꝛeaking 

great hoꝛſes, is no vile Art: Griſon vſeth the anthozitte of 
the noble Poet Virgill, who in his Aeneidos, calleth King Pi- 
cus fd à moze excellencie, and greater pꝛaiſe, a tamer oz bzea- 
ker of Yozſes. He gtueth alſo the like title in diuerſe places of 
bis boke to M eſaphus, the ſenne of Neptune, che Cod of the ſea, 
who(as Poets feine) begot vpon Meduſa the winged hoꝛle, na- 
med Pegaſus, which flying vp to the heauens. was tranſfozmed 
into thoſe ſtarres that be now called after his name. The Poets 
faine alſo, that Bellerophon the ſonne ot king Glaucus, was vp- 
on this hoꝛſebacke, when hee flew the monſtrous Chimera. 


The firſt inventers of Riding, and of Bits, and alſo of tbe 
ſeruing with Horſes in the field. 


This Bellerophon, as ſome men ſap, was the fir that itf- 


nented Riding on Yozſe-backe. And the Pellitrones a 
people of Lapithia, found ont afterwardthe manner ot bꝛidles, 
bits, and rings. to guide hozſes withall. But they of Theſſalia, 
were the fert that vſed the ſeraice of hoꝛſes in the wars: which 
as Griſon faith, pꝛoce ded ofa iudgement, no leſſe pꝛoſitable 


than diuine,

with very long ſpurres beſides, they could not reach their bel · 

lies. Notwithſtanding to ride as we do now a daies, is a great 

deale moze ſure, But to ſit a hoꝛſe well, oꝛ ta ride both ſure ind 

cleane, is not ſufficient to make a perfect hoꝛſeman: and there. 
foꝛe it is neceſlarie. that beere I alſo declare vnto pou, wherin p 
perfeaion ot᷑ a hoʒſeman chicfiy conſiſteth. 


Wnich be the things that make a perfect horſeman.

And though 
tbey do ſeeme wholip to appertaine to the off ce of the Rider:pef 
can J not make pon <2oughly to vnderſtand chem, vutil J come 
to entreate of che leſſons, which tbe hoꝛſe foz his part bath alſo to 
learne:becauſe indæde they maſt go both togither. Pot withſtã⸗ 
ding, to che intent J map vſe fewer woꝛds herealter (pou being 
ſomewhat inſtructed befoze )J will treat of them here in ſo god 
oꝛder as J can. FozthoughJ cãnot ſhew you, when and how to 
vſe theſe things in time, vnt ill J come to the hoꝛſes leſſons: pet 
J map ſhew pou uhich they be how many there be, to what end 
euerie one ſerueth. and generally the vſe of the ſame. And firſt 
pou ſhall vnderſtand Þ pou map heſpe pour hoꝛſe ſeauen mãner 
of wates. That is to ſap, W i our vopce, with pour tongue, wich 
pour tod, with 5 bꝛidle, ę with the calues of pour legs, with pour 
ſtirrup. and with pour ſpurres. Again, pou map cozrec him ſea⸗ 
nen manner of waies:pᷣ is to ſap, with pour vaice, rod calues of 
pour legs bꝛidle, cirrop. ſpurres, and with treading tbe ring in 
fach ſo:t as ſhalbe heraftererpzeſſed. But pon can cheriſh oꝛ cop 
him no moze but two miner of waies that is to ſav, either with 
pour voice in ſpeaking to him gentip,02 elſe by ciawing him on 
the neck with pour hond, oz with the necher end of pour rod. And 
though that helpes and cozrecions in the doing, ſæm in a miner 
all one:pet are they diuets, hauing reſpectvnto the time, fo the 
one goeth befoze errour, ndthe other commeth after. Foz pou 
helpe your Yozſe, to the intent be ſhould not erre: but pou coꝛ- 
rec him fo2 chat be hath already erred. But it is not ſo eaſie to 
know the due time and mealure of helping him, os it is ta knom 
when oꝛ how to cozrect him. And cherfo2e, J would not wiſh you 
to be to buſie in helping him, vntil vou can hep time ant mea · 
ſore, with both hand 4 beele,leaft pour i oꝛſe not vbnderſtanding 
pour minde growe toſome diſoꝛder : but rather vſc fo a ubile, 
onelp to coʒred him, when he erretq, ſo ſhall bec be alraid to doe 


the 
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che like againe. And in the meane time, by exerciſe, pon ſhall 
learne as well the time of helping, as ol cozrecing, and ſo mach 
the ſoner, foꝛ chat pon ſe the inſtruments where with pon heipe 
92 co2rect be all one. 


To what end ſuch helps and corrections ſerue, Chap. y.

And firff yon 
ſhall vnderſtand, that in old time men were ſo — ag 
they would neuer ſpurre their hoꝛſes, vntill they were not omy 
ſtaid ot head, but alſo perfect in all ſuch oꝛders as were died in 
thoſe daies :ſo that though their hoꝛſes were fix oꝛ ſeauen yeeres 
old, yet could no man aſſure himſelfof their godneſſe. oꝛ moſĩ 
commonly when thep came afterward to be ſpurd, either they 
waxed ſo ſtubboꝛne and (o diueliſh, as they woulo not abide the 
Spur, but fal a leaping andflinging, and trying of maiſteries to- 
caſt their Riders: or eile they became ſo reſtiſe, and ſo dul there · 
with, as they would abide it to wel, and ſtand euen ſtil, not oncs 
moaing foz it, and the moꝛe they were ſpurred, the wozſe they 
would be. And although that thoſe Riders had extraoꝛdinatie 
meanes, to make a hoꝛſe to abide the ſpurre, whether he would 
oꝛ not, as by fozcing him when they ſpurred him to plunge into 
ſome great water o2 ſea, oz to behang him with ſpurs made of 
purpole to moleſt him, oz elſe perhaps, as J haue ſcene ſome Kis 
ders do, to behang him with a paire of ſtult bots, o; with ſand» 
bags, hauing ſpurs oꝛpꝛickes to grieue him whileſt thep chaſe 
him to and fro; and ſo to weaxie him that way: pet they had no 
wates to make him know the helpe of the ſpurre, and thereby 
to vaderſfandthe Riders meaning, and all fo; lacke ot know - 
ledge and god cofideratis.Thep lackt knowledge. loʒ that they 
would neuer almoſt ſparre their hozfe, but whi they ran him, ſo 
that the ſpurre ſerued them in a manner to none other purpoſe. 
Againe they laent confideration,in that they ſaffredtheir hoꝛſes 
to go ſo long beloʒe they ſpurd them. Foz they might wel think - 
pit was not ſo eaſp to make a hozſe either to abide, oz toknow + 
the ſpar,when he is gro lon in age,ſfrength, and luſtie courage, 
as wht he is pong, ſimple and fearetul, and apt to rule as a man 
will himſelle. And therefoze J would wiſty you not todeferre the 
time ſo long. but after that pour hozſe hath wozn the bzidle halt 

a ſcozeof times, let himlearne to know the ſpur, be he neuer 
{0 pong. leane,03 table. Which — — ns 
cauſe him to trot the ring in ſome newdepe plowedgroud, in 
helping him therewith, asheceafter ſhalbetaught, oz eile wie

giue him therwithacariers,ifpon wil yet to anoid dil diſoꝛders 
that migbt therofinſue, the ſureſt and readieſt way is onelp to 
trot him: fdotherwiſe yon muſt tar vntill he can run a carier 
well, e fop as he ought ts do, which perhaps would be twlong, 
And ol whatſoever diſpoſition 02 metati the hozſe bee, dull oz 
quicke: fozget not in any wiſe in the ſelſe ſame inſtant, that you 
put ſpurs vnto him, to help him with pour voice, oꝛ elſe with the 


ſound of pour lips, and chat ſhall put by all ſhzewd toies,wherof 


perhaps he might otherwile ſhew pon ſome as toleap, tofling, 
to caſt his head bet wirt bis legs, to lie down, oʒ ſuch like. And if 
pon ſee that the ſpurre doth make him to ſpꝛing toward, and to 
amend his pale, then make much of him, and ſo by little c little 
you ſhall bzing him acquainted with the ſpurrs well inongh, 
in time to bnow all the helpes and co:rectionsoftheſame. * 
But if pon haue to ſpur a hoꝛſe, that is ſomwhat inpeares, 
and of nature ramege o2reſtife; then ſ that in anp wiſe you 


ſpurre him not at the firſt, either when pon trot him oꝛ run him, 


but only while pon paſe him fair « ſoftly though ſome towne 
oz citie:and ſo going, ſadenlypnt ſpars vnto him, helping him 
in the ſellelame inſtant with pour voice, oʒ with ß ſound o pour 
lips,and fozce him ther with tofal into a ſwift trot, the length ot 
twenty oz thirty paſes: which il he doth, make much of him, and 
fo a while vſe him thus halle a (cozetiimes in a dap, vntill he be 


perfect in chat: which when pou tee he is, chen yon map go into 


the field, and chere whiteſt you trot him in forme newe plowed: 
ground, ſpurre him and help him as betdʒe, making him to gal 
lop as hard as be may daiue, apꝛety wap togicher, and then ffap, 
making mucb of him, if hee did well. Chus p2occeding trö ſoft 
— trat, andfrom trot to gallop, by cuntinuai exerciſe, von 
m ake bim both to ſeare che ſpar; atm allo to knowthehelp 
chergol⸗ Pot wichſtand ing. chere be lume hozſcs ol natore very 
liuely and ſenſible, which thꝛough euill bzeaking at che fir and 
alter ward by ſirſterance, haue bien ſo euillactuſtomed j as they. 
ilneperpeeld ta che ſpurte:but in ans de fœbe it ey wil 
leaperandGing; wald takeontileſpirits,” um bet ter tt anii ch 
Moꝛzſe chonte te comeinto pour hant s. firſt foꝛa wine ce him 
withoniſpurres,, un; vt him jo tread theringes;vatill de at 


learnd 
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learnd to go quietly in the ſame, and to kp he tue path:which 
when pon ſ& he doth, then rids him with both ſyutres, and alſo 
with a god wand in your hand. And whilſt be treads the ring 
in ſome new plowed ground with deepfyrraws, when time is. 
touch him with pour ſpurs at ſandzy times thace, and it he wil 
then play his va garp, beat him foꝛthwith with your wand vpon 
the head on both ſides, and beilwirt the eures, and pon his loꝛs 
legges al ts rating him at the ſelſe ſangppzeſentwitha teirible 
voice, and neuer leaue hun till you haue mode tim tugelo un 
to the ſpur, without making any reſiſtance at ai Andto the in· 
tent that he may ſuſter the pꝛicke of theſpur the better it ſhall 
be neceſſarp to-wearp him, ſometime with continuall turning 
and trotting him round and onerthioartibe iurraius and com⸗ 
timobytrottingagallqpping binrright ant in une path to and 
kro. By meanes al which naue e often ſparrimg hien togither, 
hee ſhall fall into ſuch a ſweate and beate; that the ſtrokes thay 
griene him theleſſe. By meanes whereof, he ſhall not onelie be 
content to abide the ſpurre, but aifo learne hythe ſtroke tperof, 
to know pour wil i to obep the fame ana ſu much the moꝛe it 
pau ſhall not foꝛget when he dath wel. to make much ol him. 
But note by the waie, that this laſt oꝛder belongs to a Hoꝛſe ot 
great courage, fo2 if von ſhould in ſuch ſoꝛt moleſtt wearie a 
hozſe ofa dul ſpirit he wonld gine oner; -4 fo; laintnesbecome 
reſtile: and therefoze. a god conſiderat iõ muſt be had. bs wel to 
the bares ürengig, ast bis bre.

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--Fozmerchap.rehearſed.Jt is requiſite alſo chat A fhew you ſom⸗ 
ſchat moze plainly how te cozrec pour hoꝛſe with one ſpur after 
another, which I.calledbefozeÞ clinching ffroke,Þ oꝛder theres 
of is chus. Mhen pour hoꝛſe comitteth a fault of any ſide, as foz 
example on the left ſide,then gius him with one ſpur immediat⸗ 
Ip after another, ch frokes. Whereof Þ firſt and laſt muſt be 
onthe right ſde:but il he erreth on the right ſide, chen p firſt and 
laf ſtroke muſt be on the left de. And note, after your Þozſe 
wil abide the ſpurre, and alſo knoweth the helpes thereof, it hal

FT thele fozeſaide kindes of helpes and cozrecions J chink 
that Griſon would haue added the muſroll and the martin.

. nary thinges and not mate to bee vſed, but atcertaine times, 
and ſpecially the Partingale. Which though it was firſl in⸗ 
uented hy Euangeliſta, an ertellent rider, and a great hozſema- 
ker of Milla, not only to make the hoꝛſe to haus a ſtedy he d, but 
. alſo to make him ligbt befoze in his aduancing, and in his going 
to gather his body raũd together: pet Griſon ſmech not great 
ly to allow it:albeit he ſaith it may be vſedwhen þ hozſe is ve⸗ 
ry heam betoꝛe, e marnellouſly-vnſtaidof head, neither would 
he hauethe hoꝛſe weareftaboucrv daies togetber at the moſt : 
thinking it inde>de a great deale better, to bzing the hoꝛſe from 
ſuchtauifs by ſuch meanes as are by him herafter taugbt. But 
be pꝛaiſeth much þ Pulroll,ſaping that it p hoꝛſe doe naturally 
kerp bis moꝛcch ciole together, that chen it cinot hurt him: but it 
be baldit vnẽ then it vor not only help him, but alſocozrect him 
ol chat fault in ſuch ſoꝛt, as after that he hath bin vled a litle ther 
unto it wil make him ſteddp, both of mouch, head, and neck, and

Hus haning declared vnto you, with what inſtru⸗ 
Z mentes you ſhould helpe 8 cozrec pour Hoꝛſe, and 
generallp dow, and when to bſe them, and alſo how 

and when to cheriſh him, all thingesonely appertat—- 
ning tothe Riders office: J thinke it therefoze now mekte to 
ſhew you what ß hozſe hath to learne foꝛ his part, and alſo what 
oꝛder pon ſhall kœpe in bꝛeaking him: foꝛ if a hoꝛſe bee taught 
vnoꝛderlp, he ſhal neuer be pertedt in any thing. As ſ; example, 
if you / as ſome men doe fo2 lacke oi ſt'!l) would vie to gallop 
pour hoꝛſe, betoꝛe he can ffop well in his trot : 02 to run him, be 
foꝛe he can ſtop mel in his gallop:oꝛ to manege him with aſwilt 
gallop,befoze he can ſtop, aduance, and turne readily on both 
hands, vou ſhal marre him foꝛ euer. And cher foze take hede that 
pe duelp follow this ozder heere following. 

Firſt, pon muſt vſe great diligence in making him to tread 
loftily, to Rœp ow. path. and to trot cleane, which is one of the 
chicfed points of all, becauſe it is harder by nature fo a Colt to 
| trot well, then to go ſoftly to run oꝛ to gallop. 
| Sc condlp, von muſt teach him to be light at ſtop. 

girdlo. to aduance befo2c,and to parke behinde. 

Jourthip, to turne readily on both hands, with ſingle turns

And fin allp, it pour hoꝛſe be nimble, and apt thereto by nature, 

vou map make him a Stirer, by teaching him to bound aloff, 4 
to parke withall, to gallop the gallop galliard, to fetch the Ca- 
pꝛiole, to do the Coꝛuetti, vd ſuch kinds ol ſaults: and in all his 
doings, from the beginning to the ending, pon muſt lee that bee 
reane well, and beare his head ſteadilp, which is the

And by obſerning this oꝛder, with all the rules thereto belon- 
ging, in ſuch ſoꝛt as ſhal be hereaftertanght:ye thal within the 
ſpace of foure oꝛ ſixe monethes, make pour hoꝛſe perfectin all 
points, Natwithanding, there be ſome pong boꝛſes ſo ſlowe of 
growth, as although they can do their thinges oꝛderlp: yet they 
ſhew no ſtrength oz fozce in their doings,vntil they be ſiue oz fix 
yeares old, becauſe their ioints befoze that time are not ful knit, 
noꝛ their mouthes thꝛoughly laied. And note, that fro ſir pears 
to ſiltcene, a hoꝛſe being not maimed noꝛ hurt, map verie well 
continue in his godneſſe;yea,and ſome hozſes perbaps wil con- 
tinue vnto rr.yeares and aboue, as the examples befoze recited, 
doe well teſtiſie. 

Moꝛeouer, ſæ that you teach pour hoꝛſe earely in p moꝛning, 
befaze you giue him his pꝛouander, not failing in the beginning 
of his bꝛeaking, vntill he be ſomwhat perfec,to ride him euerie 
day once. And atterward to ride him twiſe in a werk ſhal ſuffice, 
vnlelle pou ſæ that ſuch reſt doth canſe him to foꝛget his leſſõs, 
foz then, vntill he hath gotten that which he had loſt, it ſhal be re⸗ 
quiſite to ride him againe euerie dap one houre at the leaſſ, oꝛ ſo 
long time as he is able wel to endure, leauing him alwaies with 
a god mouth. Foz to take ouermuch of a hoꝛſe at once. is þnext 
wap to make him fainted hart, and reſtife, 

The order of treading the Ring, and to what end it ſer- 

ueth. Chap. 2. 

1 the intent then that your Hoꝛſe may haue a loftie paſe, 

trot cleane, and learne to kope one path, you ſhal firſt cauſe 
him to bee bzought into the fielde, nigh vnto ſome newe plow⸗- 
ed ground, and the de&eper the furrowes bee, the better to make 
him lilt his fete: whereas after that you haue taken his back, 
youſhall trot him right out, about the length of a hundzed pa 
ſes. That done you ſhall enter a god wap into one ofthe fur 
rowes, in ſach part ofthe land, as you may haue ſpace inough, 
and mould inough round about pou, and chere on the right hand 
onerthwartthe furrowes, make him to tread ont twiſe toge- 
ther around ring conteining in circuit about rxv. oꝛ xxx. paſes: 
aͤnd being come about at the ſecond time, to p place where he be⸗ 


gan, 
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gan,canſehimto tread ont ring on the left hand. Abont 
the vbich, alter chat he hach ae times, let him begin a- 
galne on the right hand, & ſo to ſhifffyom ring to ring, treading 
euerie one ſtill twiſe about until he hath gone about 5ᷣ left ring 
lonre times, and about the right ring fir times, foʒ as he muſt be⸗ 
gin with the right ring, ſo muſt he end with the ſame. Mhereby 
he ſhall al wapes make two 2 on the right hand, chan 


onthe left, 
Chat done, trot him right out ii a theſelfeſame furrow where 


he began ſirſt, oꝛ in ſome other furtow on the outſide of the right 
ring, the lengch of thirtie paſes: + there, by pulling in your bzidle 
hand ſtoppe him, and ſtay a god vhile together, making him to 
ffand ſtill and to kœpe his head and bodie right in the path. And 
when you haue ſo doone, then tuxne him faire and ſoftly on the 
right hand, tak ing roome inopgh zt the firſt, fo; feare of making 
him ſoft necked, and being c aine into the path, trot him 
backe againe to the place fro whence hee came,and there pon 
ſhal light oft on his back. And to encourage him — ag ainſt 


the next time, you map if youj wil take —— 
you vle him any otherwiſe than thus eight daies 
togecher. But alter that þ eig 1 aa goe, in⸗ 


— ehe wo and hy two, vntill her 
tome to 2 2. chat is to ſay, ten fo theleft ring 4 foz the 
right. Which nfiber as Griſon ſaith,maketh fine large furnes, 
and a halle, appointing toute gol gs avout to eneryfach turne: 
and he calleth them large turne reſpetof the narrow turns, 
whereof we ſhal ſpeake — in their plate: neither would 
he haue this number ok ring turnes, foʒ a certain ſpace, to be ei- 
ther augmented oz diminiſhed. But though you ſer here, that þ 
hozſe by that meanes learneth th:&leſſons at once, that is to ſap 
firſt to tread the ring: ſecondlp;to ſtop,. and thirdly to turne: pet 
to auoid confuſion, 4 wil not treate ot them all at once, but of e- 
nerie one particularly by e And ter to the intent pou 
ſhould the better vnderſl ad of b what fo; hs ringes ot * 
behold here tis figarefollojuing Te

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It pour oꝛis be weake and ſeble, you map cauſe the rings 
to be trodden ont befoze with ſome other bozſe,to the intent þ de 
map haue the better will to follow in a wap readie beaten to bis 
hand: and alſo it he chance to ſwarue out of the pach, he ſhal the 
ſoner perceine his errour, md therebp the quicklier return into 
the rig ht pach againe.And theugh pour hozſe be not weak: pet it 
ſhall be belt at the firſi, not to tread out the rings with 8 trot, but 
rather with a ſoft paſe, vntill the path be ſomewhat beaten, chat 
he map (@ his wap where he goeth,and chen to followe on wich 
anindiffcrent trot: yea,and il pour yozſe be ouer linelp, oz tos 
guicke, you ſhal not ſaffer him totrot the rings at all:but only io 
paſe them faice and ſoftly fo2 certaine daies together. vntill he ba 
ſomewhat ſtayed and acquainted wich them Foz other wiſe, hes 
will beare to hard vpon pour hand, and ſerke to flee out 

And when che ring patbes, chꝛough continual treading ware 
ſom what hard, vou may ſhift into a new place, where che groũd 
is newly eared with deepe furrowes, and chat as J ſapde befoze, 
ſhal make him to lift high Albeit, Griſon in his fourth bok, doch 
not allowe often changing tn the beginning, vnleſle that ne ceſli⸗ 
tie ſo foꝛcech:ſaping, chat the hozſe being continually taught in 
one place, ſhall the better remember his leſſons:pea. nv aiſo his 
co:rections, whereby there ſhall be bʒed in him as it were an has 
bite of well doing. Notwithſtanding, ben you come to manege 
pour hoꝛſe, oz to paſle a Carlere, J would not wiſh pou to vie al⸗ 
wares one place oz one lengch, leaſt hee be to ſæeke when pou 


change places, thinking chat he ſhould not do it anp other where:

ſfoppe befze pon wonld haue him. 

But there be ſome which wil not vſe their hozſes to two rings. 
but to one onelv, which is verie entll foz a pong hoꝛſe, becauſe it 
wil make him faint hearted & fearefull: fo when he commeth to 
the place where he is wont to be turned, de wil ſtriue to go fon th 
right, ſo perhaps beconie reffife,oz at the leaſt. not go in on the 
ring ſo euenlys ſo tuſtly 8s he ſhould do. etw ung to a

well allowed, and eſpecially if he be ſtiffe necked, hard toturn:

After 
that your hozſe hach woꝛne the bzidle a uhile, & is well acquain- 
ted therewith, pou map increaſe pour ring turnes euerie daie, 
by two fez each ring, vntil pon come to ri vii.bchich make ri large 
turnes and a halfe, that is rri.foz the leſt ring, and x xiiii. foz the 
right, ccozding as pour hoꝛſe ſhal be in bꝛeath, and able to en- 


dure il:otherwile a leſle number map ſuffice, fo onermuchlaboz 


doth weaken a pong hozſe, which weakneſſe dooth not appeare 
in ſome, vntill they be foure oz fine peares old;foz at the firſt the 
feare chat he hath of his rider, makcth htm to vnite his fozce tos 
gither,xto beare it out the moze ſtoutly. But after that he is well 
acquainted with his rider, he wil not ſhew ſo much fo2ce in his 
labour and tranel as he did befoʒe, but his naturall weakeneſſe 
will then appeare, ſo much the moꝛe as he ſhal grow in great; 
nelle, md be laden with fleſh. Notwithſtanding the number of 
turnes aboue laid, is conuenient foʒ any hozſe of an indifferent 
ftrength; fo; lrit. turaes map ſuffice any hoꝛſe, bee hee neuer ſo 
ſtrong oꝛ godot᷑ bꝛeath, vnleſſe he be too vnreaſonable ſfrong, in 
age, cuill bꝛoken befcʒe, vſed to liberty;fo2 then to bzeake him 
ol his ſtubboꝛnnelle, it ſhall not bee onely requiſite to gine him 
lrii.turnes, but alſo Cxrit.but that ſeldom fo? feare of weakning 
his backe:pea,+perchance euerie member beſide. But moſt cõ⸗ 
monlp after the wearing of his bꝛidle, obſerue 8ᷣ nũber of xlvi. 
{bitch pon ſhall not increaſe, but vpon ſuch occaſion as is afoze- 
ſaid, noꝛ pet diminiſh the ſame, vnleſſe it be when pon trot him, 


and turne him to and fro in manege wiſe, after chat vou be come

The helpes and correct ions meet to be vſed whileſt he treadeth 
the rings, alſo when you ſhall gallop the rings, and to how-- 
many purpoſes it lei ueih.

-F pour Moꝛſe in treading the ring, trottech not ſall inongh, 
oꝛ be ramege, that is to ſay, not kœping a iuſt paſe, but fa- 


rech as one that were in two mindes, not caring whether 
bee went oz not: 02 if hee will ſuddenly ſfoppe befoze his 


lellon bee ended, then quicken him often with pour voice, oz 
with the ſoundof yourlippesbefoze mentioned, and bp little 
ad:

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and little, making him know þ help of your leg and herle, by ſyxi⸗ 
king him ſomtime with one leg oꝛ herle, and ſomtime with boch. 
atccoꝛding as his fault ſhal require. The oꝛder whereof is befoze 
declared in the firſt hoke, the xi. Chapter. And to make him goe 
the iuſter, it ſhall be god foz the moſt part to hold pour contrarie 
legge in his ſight, and lik ewiſe your rodde, when pou come to 
bear one. As foz example, if hee be ſtiffer on the right ſide chã on 
theleft, chẽ hold vp pour left leg, and lap pour rod croſſe oner his 
left ſhoulder. But if hee be harder on the left ſide, then hold out 
pour right leg, e hold pour rod right out not lar from the hozſes 
right eie remembꝛing alwaies to hold the reans of pour bzidle, 
the one ſhoꝛter chan the other, in ſuch ſozt as J taught pon in the 
firſt boke p x. Chapter. But if he be ramege either by nature, oz 
by euill bꝛeaking, chen make him to tread the ringes firſt wich a 
ſwift trot, and then wich ſo hard a gallop. as be can dʒiue, helping 
him in due time with pour voice, cod, oʒ ſpurre, as occaſion ſhall 
require, and that ſhail make him foꝛget toies, and to attend his 
wap but ſ& that pou gallop not him firſt, fo feare of making 
him reftife. And this way ſerueth to cozrect a great manp of o- 
ther faaits.as the lightnefle and plaping with his head, and when 
be dꝛaweth vp his tongue and wil not faphis mouth vpon p bit 
as he onght to do. Oz it he go iumping without oꝛder, oꝛſlinging 
wich his herles, like wiſe if he be to haſty 02 furious, this wil ſtap 
him, and cauſe that he ſhall alterward ſtop che better in his Ca- 
tiere, and not run a wap. Alſo it he ble to piſle alwayes when he 
is handled, this taken in time will coꝛred him. And finallp, il he 
be low and dull, this wil quicken him. But it hee be ver ie linelp

jength ot foztp fate az thereabont,:toftop him, helping him im- 
mediately with pour voice, and alſo with boch ſpars cuen toge · 
ther, and ſometime with pour rod, by ſtriking him therewich on 
che right ſhoulder, but ſeldomeon the left.

F pour hozſe bee ol conuenient age, and growne to bis full 
ſtrength, and there with haue a god back, and able to endura, 
(foʒ otherwiſe it ſhould doe him moze harme chan good:) 
then hauing tanght him to ſtoppe, and to adnance betme, 
pou may teach him alis to parke behinde, by helping bim 
in his aduancing, with your voice, and with pour rod, beating 
him therewith behind, ſomtime on the one ſide, and ſo on 
the other. And if ne&de bee, you may alſo helpe him w enen

- andfirſt pou ſhall vnderffand, that ofthe narrowe turnes, 


there be thꝛer kindes, that is to ſap,halfeturne, whole turne, 


and double turne. The halſe turn is when the hoꝛſe turneth on 


the one fide, and that ſettech his head that way that his tatle 
befcze ſtoode, and is called the halte turne, ſo che hoꝛſe makech 
but halle a circle: but it hee doublech the ſame, and ſettech bis 


head that wap it fodat the firff, then it is called a whole turne, 


fo in turning round about he maketh a circle cõplete. And two 
ſach whole turns doe make a double turn, which Griſon calleth 
Volta rad dopiata, tho appointed to euerie ſuch turn foure halſe 
turnes, which may be otherwiſe called ſingle turnes.

wing in the contrarie leg vpon the ocher, and that hee carrie his 


legs neither to high, noꝛ too lowe:eiſo that he kp his ground, 
neicher pꝛeſling fo ward noꝛ pet r&>ling backewarde in his tur⸗ 


ning: alſo that hee kepe his bodie in one ap, wzithing neither 


bead necke,no; any part ot his bodie, but to come in whole and 
round together, and tocloſe his turne in ſo narrowe a roume as 


may be. Bat firff you ſhal teach him to make the ſingle 02 halle

And note, that though pour hoꝛſe at the ficſt doth notbzing in 
bis contrarie fot ouer the other ozderlp, but perchaunce vnder 
the other, yea and that with knocking his legs together: it ma⸗ 
kethno matter, foꝛ the griefe therol ſhal be a god cozrecion vn⸗ 
to him, and in time ſhal make him to amend his fault. But if har 
be harder to turne on the one hand than on the other, then you 
ſhall helpe him with the contrarie legge oꝛ ſporre, oz with pour 
rodde, by beating him vpon the contrarie ſhoulder: and ſomes 
time to make him tocloſe his turne truelp, it ſhal be nædlull to 
helpe him with the cloſing ſtroke ol your hels oz ſpurs.

Make pour Hoꝛſe in ſome neſp plowed ground to tread ont 
two rings, like vato theſe hcereafter figured, which differ not (o- 
much trom the two rings befoꝛe deſcribed, in ſhape, as in the oꝛ- 
der ot treading ol them. Foꝛ wheras pon were wont befoze to- 
go twiſe about in the right ring, tollowing ſtill che right hand, x 
then to got wile about the left ring, following then tyeleſthand:

The manege 
with hatte reſt is, when vou cauſe. your Pozleat h; end of euery 
maneging path, ster he hath ſtopt to aduance twice together. 
at p ſecend bound to turn: where by you reſt al way one bound. 
The maneging with whole reũb is, when pou turne him at the 
third bound, und ſa telt two vounds. The manege without reit 
is, when pon turne him imme diatiy vpon the ſlop, without any 
tarriance at al: which oniy uind or manege our Englich rivers 
moll commonly do vſe, and not p other two. Hotwithſtanding. 
they bee very neceſlary and mærte to bee ved, accoꝛding as the 
hozſe is lrrong 0; weake. Foꝛ a very rong bozſerequireth the 
monege with the whelerelt: c a hoꝛſe ol an indifferent Erength 
the manege with the halle reſt: and a weake hozſe the manege 
without reff.

. Lthough maneging with the double turnes apperfaineth 
rather to the ſtirret, than to the hozfe of ſeruice, pet it ſhall 

not be ont ol time to talke ol in this place: 
And note, that vou map teach pour hoꝛſe to manege with 
the double turnes two manner of wapes,whereof the firſt is in 
this ſozt. Paſe him oꝛ trot bim right ont, the length ol twenty oꝛ 
thirtie paſes as pou did bet̃oꝛe: and hen vou come to pᷣ plate of

] Mill ſhew pon diuerſe wayes, wiſhing you whennedere- 
Iqutreth to pꝛoue them all, and then to vie that as pour o2- 
dinarp remedy, which pon ſhall knowe by experience to doe 
pour Moꝛſe moſt good. Firff, vſe to cozrect him with the 
contrarie ſpurre:as foz example. Jf hee beare awꝛp on the left 
hand, ffrike him once oꝛ twiſe with the right ſpurre, turning in- 
ward ydur bzidle hand ſome what towardes the right ſide: and ir 
hie beare awꝛie on the right hand, then vſe the contrarp oꝛder. 
But ił he be verp ſtiffenecked on the right lde, and ſoft, plying 
dn bo wing on the leſt, then vſe to hold the right reane ſhoꝛter cha 
the lett, in ſuch oꝛder as is taught pou befoze in the chapter of 5 
bꝛiole and reanes in the firſt bok,Vou may coꝛred him alſo by

At is very god alſo, and ſpecially 
when he hageth oꝛ boweth wich his whole bovp,moze of one ſive 
chan of another, to hold the calfe of your leg alwaics cloſe to his 
belly on the contrary fide,nighe vnto the fozegirt, tothe intent 
pou map be ready from time to time, not onely ts pꝛicke him a 
little with the ſpar of the ſame leg. but alſo when nerd requirech 
to touch him therewith wel and ſurely. UWhercof vhen-pou per⸗ 
Seine that he beginneth to haue ſame feare, and therby to amend 
his kault, pon ſhal do wel ſuddenly to remoue pour leg from chat 
place, ⁊ in chat inſtant to make much of him.

bow to cozrect ahe ſame. And firſt you ſhall vnderſtand, chat a 
hoe mo haue an euiil moutb.rither becauſe his chin oʒ beard 
vhers p hirble Gould lie: is to hard oz the places where the bit 
ſhuld reſt on both des of his mouth, called of Griſon, Lebarre, 
ve to hard, oꝛ his tongue too hard.; oz.contrariwile, fo; chat all 
es theſe. 
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theſe fozeſaidplaces perhaps are to tender, ſo as he dare not ſtay 
his mouth as he ſhould, vpon the bit: againe, his mouth map bee 
tolittle,oz his iawes map be to great and to thicke. Df which 
cauſes do pzocede diuerſe vices, as to dzaw vp the bit with his

uerte bit; as welof the clofe ag open js faſhioned.ſo is it named. 
And thcrefoze ſome are called Canon bits, ſome ſcatches, ſome 
melon bittes,ſome peare bittes, ſome campanels, oz bell bittes, 
and ſome baſtonets, and ſome Cattes ſct. Of which names the 
ficit foure are alreadie well knowne vnts our bittemakers, 
thꝛough p help ol old Alexander the Icalian Kider,who taught 
themfirſt, both the ſhapes;andalſo p names of the ſame.

Me naturall things,w*ereofnot only a 
hoꝛſe but alſo all other beaſtes, as well 
reaſonable as vnreaſonab e, are made ( 
compounded, ste in number ſeauẽ. And 
© thcp be theſez Elements, temperamẽts, 
r humozs, members, powers, oꝛ vertues, 
actions oꝛ operations and Ipir its: which 
D Lo becalled things natural, becauſe the nas 
turall perfection of the vodie of encrie ſcnſible beaſt, wholly de- 
pendeth vpon theſsthings. 


Of che foure Elements andwhat vertucs and operations 
| they haue. Chap. a. 
Nd let, 8s touching the Eirments, por ſhall vnder- 
| ſkand, that this wozd Element beere, is as mach to ſap, 
as afirſt beginning, being ofit ſelfe moft pure and ſims 
ple, whereof all things are made: and againe, all thinges 
arereſoluedinto $ſame;,and it is ſo pure t ſimpie a thing indeed 
As by our outward ſenſes it cannot be diſterned Som again do 
| b:teflp thus defineit,ſaping that an Elemtt is the leaf part, oz 
mallet poꝛtion of tbat thing, which is made thereof, Ot Eie- 
ments, that be common beginnings of all things, there are but 
loure, that is fire,aire,water,and carth.J meane not that fire, 
Aire, water, and earth. thieb we dayly ſe brte beneath with our 
eies, (toꝛ thep are bodies compounde d like our ſelues) other wilt 
we could not ſæ them: but thoſe Elementes aboue, which our 
dutwatd ſenſes are not able to diſcetne wherol the fire ts bigh- 
eff, and thcrewlth lightef, being placed nert the Poone. And 
chongh this Element is both hot and dzie, vet naturallpit excc. 
dech moſt in heate. And the vertue and pꝛopertie thereot by 
meanesof bis heate, is to mos ue matter to generation, and in 
mit bodies toleparate things of diuers kinds) called ot þ Pbt- 
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loſophers — fromthe other, to ioyne ching of 
line kind (called Homogenia) together. Foz by vertae of þ fire, 
the bones either in man o2 beat be ſeuered from the fleſh, and þ- - 
fleſh from the ſinewes , e the hart from the liner. ec. So likewiſe 
the divers parts of the wd which is burnt in þ fire, by means 
of the heat ther eo are ſeuered one from another, as the bapour, 
the ſmoake, the flame, and the aſhes. Che like experience is alſo 
ſiene in trying oz parifping of mixt metalles. Foz the fire by 
meanes of his heat, dottʒ ſeuer euerie ſundziemetall by himſelf, - 
and gather the like together. Pozeoner, the vertue of the fire is 
toripen, ano to digeſt things raw and dndigeſted, tomingle the 
dzie with the moilt to open the pores, at the aire being ſome- 
what groſler, map enter into the bodie, and finally to bꝛeake the 
told ol the water and earth, ſo as it may not diſtemper þ bodie. 
Che aire is placed next the fte. is light q hot, but moſt che 
ly moiſt. The vertue ot this Element, by meanes ol his moyft- 
nelle, is to make the matter apt to receiue ſhape, either natural 
oꝛ accidental, ę alſo together with the fire, to bing the powers 
inflaences ot the heauens and ſtars into the inferiour bodies, & 
to make the mixt bodies not onelp ſubtile nd penetrable, but 
alſo light, to the intent they may be neither togrole,noztobeas 
nie. Againe, the apze wich his moiſtnes doth lake the burning 
beat of the heart, and of the other members, as is well ſeene by 
tbe office ol the lungs, iich like a paire of bellowes doch conti⸗ 
nuallp dꝛawe freſh aire bato the heart. And chongh the aireſce- 
meth to our outwardſenſesnot tobe ſomoiſt as che water, pet 
indced,accozding to the Philoſophers opinion, it isfarmoiſter:- . 
iich is well pꝛwued (lay they) in that it is ſo flarible, md ſp;ea- 
dech ſofarre abꝛoad filling all emptie coꝛnersʒ which be the ſpe- 
cial pꝛoperties ot moiſtneſſe. And therefoꝛe it is mach harder to 
be kept within his owne bounds, chů che water is. Hotwithſtã. 
ding, ſome hold opinion, that as the water was altered by Cod 
from his firſt natural plate, to the better behofe of man e beaſt: 
euen ſo the aire was not altogether leſt in his irt natural diſpo⸗ 
fition : foz then it ſhould be ſo moiſt, as mannoz beaft were a- 
ble tobzeath ozline. Next vnto the aire is the Element of wa- 
ter, which is heaup and moiſte, but moſt colde. The — 
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this Element is by means ol her coldnefſe in mixt bodies, io rõ- 
glafinate oꝛ ioine together parts oꝛ members that be of diuerſe 
kinds, as bones with fleſh and finewes, and fleſhagaine with i- 
newes and bones:ſolikewiſe in time ol troſt, yon ſœ ſhecolddoch 
bind togetder things of divers kinds and bꝛing them al ints one 
maſſe, as dirt, tones, ſtickes, ſtrawes, and ſuch like. The water 
alſo with her coldnes doth temper the leruent heat ol the fire, x 
doth gather together thoſe things vhich the fire would diſperſe 
aſundec: Next vnto the water is þ earth, which is moſt heaviee 
cold, but moſt chieſty die, the vertue uherof is in mirt bodies, ſo 
to har den them ss they map retain their ſhapes, ubich otherwile 
bp meanes of the aire and water, would he fluxible & not abide; 
as is eaſie to ſ in a peece of wax, newly wꝛeught e ſealed wich 
ſome pꝛint, upich befaze it be hard 4 dꝛie wil not hold. And note, 
tbat accoꝛding to Hippocrates opinion, hen any liuing 4 ſen- 
ſible bodie dieth, not onelp each qualitie, but enery ſubſtance, - 4 
part therof returneth to the Element fro whence it came. That 
is to ſap, that which is hot, to the fire:that which is moiF, to the 
alre:chat which is cold, to the water: and that which is die, to p 
earth. Chus much ol che loure Elements, ubich be the common 
— ol all things, as well lining as vnliuing, ſenſible as 
vnſenũible. Foꝛ of things lining and ſenſible,having blond chere 
be other nigher Elements oz beginnings, ich be called ß pꝛo⸗ 
per Elements ot generation; that is toſap,the ingendering ſced 
and menſtrual blond, ſrõ hence euery beaſt taketh his firſt be⸗ 
ing oꝛ ſhape. And pet thele pꝛoper beginnings depend vpon the 
qualities ot the firſt common beginnings befoze rehearied, chat 
is, of moiſt, die, hot, and cold, without the which they could do 
nothing, no pet be any thing themſelues. |

The foure 
compoundes bee theſe, hotte, and mopſt, hotte and dz, cold and 
mopſt, cold and die. Againe, pequall temperament is diuided 
into two, chat is to ſap, into chat tthich is vninerſal oz generall, 
t into chat ubich is ſpeciall. The equall temperament vniuerſal 
is, chen there is an equal pꝛopoꝛtion of the foure elementes, that 
is to ſay, not moze of one <a of another appertaining to nature 
baigerſal, The equal temperament eſpectalis, then the Ele · 
ments are pzopoztioned accozding as euery kind doth moſk p:0- 
perlie require, bee it plant oz beaſt. As foz example, we ſay chat 
Moꝛmwod hach his due temperament, ohen it hach ſuch quali- 
ties as Wozmwod ſhoald haue, which is, to haue (ach comirtt- 
on of the Elements as in his operation it map bee hot,dzy, and 
aſtringent. The like is to be ſaid ot che dog, ſwine, hoꝛſe, oʒ any 
other beaſt, whereof euer one is (aide to haue his due tempera- 
ment. when he hach ſuch temperament, as is moſt pꝛoper vnto 
bis kind, tthich is bet known by his doings. As fo: cxample, che 
hozle is knowne tobe hot md moiſt, by his lightneſſe, ſwiftnes, 
boldnes,xlong lile, ond alſo to be of atemperate nature, in that 
be is tameable, docible,4wil be obedient vnto man. And ſo long 
as a hozle, oz anp other ching continue inthe mediocritie oz 
meane of his pzoper temperament, we ſap commonly chat he is 
ol a godtemperature:but if heerced in any qualitie moꝛe than 
he ſhuld do, as in heat, coldneſſe, moiſfneſle 02 dꝛithe, chen we late 
that he is eicher hot oꝛ cold,vzp 02 moiſt, accoꝛding to chat qua⸗ 
litie wherein he excærdech. Againe, enery kind hach his due tẽ - 
perament accozding to his age, and countrey wherin he is bꝛed: 
and alſo accoꝛding to the time of the peave , as foz example. A 
bozſe in his fole age, is naturally hot « moiff, in his middle age 
moꝛe hot and dzy chan moiſt, and in his old age moze cold x dꝛie 
than either hot oz moiſt. Likewiſe the Hoꝛſes chat bee bzed in 
Greece, Afrike, and Spaine, be naturally farre hotter chan thoſe 
| chat bebzed here in England, oz ſuch like cold coũtryes. eicher 
ts any hozſe being in healch, ſo hot in Spꝛing time, ſchich is the 
most temperate part of „ Summer: no; pet ſo * 
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inſummer,as in winter, all which chings are to be conſidered, 
aſwel of p keper, which bath to tend them, and to diet them be⸗ 
ing whole, as alſo ot the Ferrer oꝛ Hoꝛſeleach, ſchich goech about 
to cure them ichen they be ficke. Foz vnleſſe he conſider their na- 
tures and temperatures together with theſe cirtumſtances, he 
Map,quickly be deceiued in his miniſtt ation: therfoze J would 
wiſh him to haue a godreſpec vnto the kinde, age, countrp, and 
time ol the peere, to þ intent he may apply his medicines,accoz= 
dingly. It is neceſſarp alſo to cõũder the ſecond qualities, ſo cal- 
led becauſe they take the ir beginning of the firſt qualities beſoꝛe 
mentioned ot which ſecond qualities ſome be called tangible oz 
touchable:as theſe, ſoftnefſe, hardneſſe.ſmoothnefſe,roughnefle;

That 
hoꝛſe in whom blond doch moſt reign, is bate of colour, and ther 
with pleaſant,nimble,and of a temperate mouing. But if fle am 
haue the chiefedominionin him, then is hee moſt commonly a 
milke white, and chere wich low, dull and heaup. Again il choler 
be chiefe, then he is ol colour moſt commonlp a bzight ſozrell, x 
ſcherwith very hot and flerp, and ſildome of anp great ſtrength. 
And il the earth hath ſonereigntie, chen he is black of colour. oꝛ a 
mouſe dun, e therewith feareful, laint hearted, dull and beany.

This ſpirit animal hath his chiele re- 
ſing place in the baaine, from whence thzough i̊ ſine wes it is 
diſperſed into all other parts of the body. And it is ingendered 
of the vitail ſpirit, being moze. vehemently w:zought and la. 
boured, and partly ot continual bꝛeathing: enenſo.it is partip 
pꝛeſerued by the taule of the baine, which doth continually toa⸗ 
ter it am nouriſhit. Che ſpirits vitall is contayned in the heart, 
fro: whence it tidiveth into all y partes ofthe body, being the 
chieſe cauſe ofall the naturall heate inthe body, andispzeſer- 
ved and nouriſhed partly by bꝛeathing, and par tip by bloud. To 
theſe two ſpirites; you map it you wilfoz ozder ſakes, adde the 
fpirit naturall, which I be any ſuch, it 
is without doubt contetned in the liuer, andthe veines.- Wut 
the other two bee ſuch p2incipall thinges , as the body cannot 
line without them, noꝝ pet haue any being at all. And thercfaze- 
leis neceſſarp that the Ferrer haue a ſpocfal regard vaco them. 
that they map bee alwaies pzeſerued in their ſoʒc and bert.

Ut foi ſomuch as a hoꝛſe ts afatre groder beaſt than man 
and made to ſerve man in en ſeaſons nd weather bet 
they hot, cold, dy, oꝛ moiſt: and aiſo'foz that tee doth ſel... 
dome farket thꝛough the intemperature of the aire: vnleſſe 
he hath bene chefed and dꝛiuen into ſome ſiweat befoze, oz by 
ſome other accident : J meanekherefzenottotaikemochol þ! 
aire, but only to ſap,tbat fith al beaffes line by the aire, the mos 
pure + clearer that tbe ſubſtance of the aire is, the moꝛe whole 
fome it is fo2 the hoꝛſe. And as foz the qualitie of the aire;it mop 
be wholſomeo? vnwhollome, acco:ding tothe complexion of þ 
to liue in a hot aire; t lome in a cold, and 
mein a mean:as thoſe that be of a gad temperature, to whom 
5 temperate aire is alwaies moſt wholſome. But when a hoꝛſe 
doth excerde in any of the foure qualities, that is to ſap, in heate, 
miſknelfe,coldneſſe,o2 dithe:it is beſt fo: him to liue in that air 
wylch is t contrary to thatqualitie , wherein he eyctedeth. And 
in diuerſe diſeales; the change of the aire is verie necellary any 
profitable, as wel to 8 bozſe oz other bear, as to a man. But ſtti 
ſconed hozſes, foz the mot part be kept in the houſe, and liue not 
abꝛoad in tte open aire: 3 wil ſhew pou how ahozles hoaſe oz 
ſtable ſhould be ſituated, made, kept t bſed. Che ſtable then ac· 
cozding to Palladius opiniõ whether it be foz Yozſes oꝛ Dren) 
would be placed towardes the South, e pet lo, as it map haue 
windowes alſo towards p Hoꝛth: which as he ſaith, being cloſe 
| ſhut 
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hut in winter ſeaſon, cannot hurt them, and being openedin 
fammer ſcafen, ihn greatip refreſh chem. And a fable would 
bee plated on a die groand, andnighvntoa wel; oz ſame ocher 
Fed watering place, and ſo as che owner map haue a deli ta 
tome wales chichet to ſer his dozſes : foz at taꝛding tu che ide 
Pꝛouerbe, chat hozfe is moſt commonly fat , thich is fed uch 
dis maiferseie. And in anp caſe let us ſwines cotebenighvnto 
theffable : fo; the ily ſancur of ſlwine, and or all chinges chat 
rome from chem is very pernicidus anddurtful to hozſes. But 
now, as touching the matting or p table; Vegetius would ham 
it to be verplightſome, leaſt chehazſes being vſedtodarknefte, 
then hey come abzoad, der not able to abide che light of che 
Sunne, dazeling their eyes ſo, as chey cannot perfectipſ@. But 
then the windowes would be glaſedozlatrifed; to p iment that 
no fowles may enter in,tthorefeathers and dung be very dang⸗ 
rous, the one to the thꝛote, and the other to the bellp. And as ton. 
ching the floorth oz plancher, Columella, Palladius, and others, 
wouls haue it to be made of p beaet of hard dak, enot of imat 


t ſoſt uad. And the ſame plancher to dand lome what ſſopewiſe 


oz falling, to the intent that no water oz Þozſepiſe map abive 
theron to hart their houes. Foz the connepance of uhich water 
9: pilfe\ there would be made at the lower end next vnto þ tail e- 
tte, a tunuonient gutter, clofs conered with aplanu oꝛ bod in 
ſuch ſozt, as the ſame being liftedbp, the garter map bes oftea 

ſwept, and kept elesne: at the end or which gutter the ground 
would be ſuch, as it may dʒinke vy the mater, oz elſe it muſt be. 
conueped further into ſome backe dine oꝛ pit, mite fo; the pur · 

poſe. Aotwithſtanding, in many partes of Italie, the floozthes- 
the llables de made witha round pawing ſtone, and not wtth - 
plankes,vhichno doubt is very god te harden their houes; but 

Ftyink it were too coldaflozth to be bied in this country. Not. 
withſtanding, all the tables of S. Thomas Cheny, ſomtimes 
2.0zd Matten of tho fine Poxtes(as J vnderſtand) were made 

with ſach paiiedflozths, who delightevnotonly to haue a nm 

ber of god hoꝛſes, bat alſo to banethem wel kept, and vſedac⸗ 
eozdingly. The manger would allo bee made of thickoopen- 
plonks,Ecloſebayvediache bottom, to iht intent ihe pzouender-

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aapnot fal 201gh and be ſpilt. And becauſe that al Hoꝛſes ble 
notlike ſpœde in eirfeeding,\Vegetins would haue chat euery 
BYozſeſhoaldhane a locker toeate hispzonendex in, peculiarto 
þimlette; which would be ſomwhat narrower inþ bottom than 
at che hꝛim, am no wider chan one Mozſe may eaſilie 
head at once, wbichkind of lockers are commonly vſed in Italy, 
andfo} the moſt part ſhep be of marble,oz ſuch like hard one # 
are aptly placed and faſtened within the manger,ſa as thep can 
nat be moned:xin many places ſuch kind ol mangers-doſerus 
ail in teadof rackes:foz betwirteaory two pꝛouender pots os 
larkers,,p bottom of þ manger is not cloſe boarded, but latiſep 
with laths, being abont an inch oꝛ moꝛe diſtant one fra another, 
Io as 5 duſt that comes from the hap,which is caſt therein, may 
faldownets the grannd. nd to theintent that the bozſes may 
Hraine their neckes the moꝛe in foping low-foz their meat, ſuchj 
racklike magers accoꝛding to Petrus Creſcentius opiniõ, eugbt 
to be placed low by the ground, euen befoze the hoaſes knees. 
And though theſe kind of racks be of late daies left in mai pla · 
Les: pet ſe no great canſe why thep ſhoald bee left, sf 
in Roble mens tables. Foz firſ#it is moze naturall foz a Þoz 
to ted downward than vp ward. accoz ding to the ſhape that na. 
ture bath gint, alwel to him as to al other vnreaſonable beaſts, 
fon man anely laketh bpto bbeanensrwhichi# hee aptly tan- 
hed byOuidinthele the verſes. - -

Againe, he ſtretcheth þ reaning part of bis neck, which hath

Alſo incommodious:foz when the rack ſlãdeth aboue head .it fil- 
leth the hozſes mane ful of duff; and beſides that, i there ſhauld 
beany,feather, Hens dung, os ſach like evil thing inthe hap, it 
wanld loner fal into bis thzoat, than when he taketh bis meate 
{rom beneath. NotwithFanding moſt men now adapesdogvie 
the bigh Sanding rackes fo) two cauſes; fic, fa thatthehozſes 

cannat biow vpen the hay ſo much as il it WW 
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lie:foʒ that thev ſhal not deFrop ſo much bay. lying aboue head, 
as when it lieth beneath. And ſom man perhaps would adde the 
third caule, ſaping: that a hozfelabonreth moze in pulling out 
his meat from aboue than from beneath: but ſith that ſuch laboz 
exerciſeth the teeth moze than any other part of the bodie, it is 
not therefoze ſo material. And as foz the other two diſcommodi⸗ 
ties befoze altedged,are ſoone remedied in noble mens fables, 
there the groomes of the fable do nothing elſe but tend vpon p 
Moꝛſes, to ſerue them of meat by litle at once, accoꝛding as they 
ſhal ſe it ned ful, ſo ſhal they haue it freſh and freſh, ſchich ſhall 
do them moze good, than that which lieth long befoze them. And 
therfoze in great mens ſtables, where ſeruarfs doe nothing elſe 
but ſerue hoꝛſes, J would wiſh the manger to be made racklike 
and to ſt and as befoꝛe is (aid. And in mean mens fables, where 
ſeruants cannot be ſuſtred to giue continual attendance on their 
Moꝛſes. the rackes map be placed aboue head, as they be euerie 
where at this pzeſent, but ther with of ſuch height. as is moſt a- 
græable to the hozſes ſtature that ſhal ſtand thereat, that is to 
ſap, neither ſo lowe as map touch their eies 02 head, noꝛ pet ſo 
high as it ſhal paine them to reach vnto it. And tothe intent that 
euerie hoꝛſe map ſtand and lie ſeuerally by dimſelfe, it is mete 
chat the ſtable flooꝛch oz plancher bee diuided into connenient 
roomes, with the poſtes (et vp, and moꝛtiled into v tail tree; vnto 
euerie which poſt, md vnto þ manger, would be faſtened a cõ- 
nenfent barre ot timber, with a coꝛd oz thong of leather, in ſuch 
ſozt as the bar map ſwap euery wap : ſo ſhal it ſaue the hoꝛſes 
from ſtriking one another, without doing tyem any hurt: and 
they that liſt to beſtow moze toſt, may double baoꝛd euer parti 
tion betwirtroome and roome,(fthep wil. make the partifi- 
ons ſo high, that the hoꝛſes ſhal be neither able to bite, noꝛ frike - 
one another, no noz yet to ſee one another: but ſuch ceſt is not 
greatly commodious, vnleſſe they might carrie their ſtables al 
wates with them. And vpon the backeſive of euerie ſuch poſt oz 
partition, would be ſet a pin of wood, to hangtheceon euerp hoz- / 
ſes bzidle ſeuerally by it ſelle, and on the inſide of euerie poſft, 
there would be two peeces of thipcozd.of a conuenient length, 
faſt wedgedinatſach lengþ as map lerue to ay ech cherk — 8 
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bit, whiles the hoꝛſe Fandeth with his taile toward the manger, 
champing on the bꝛidle to get him a ſtomach, thereof we ſhall 
ſpeak hereafter in his pꝛoper place. Pozeoner,ther wold be ſet 
in places conuenient, pinnes, bokes, and ſhelues met to hang 
oz lap vp ſuch iaſtruments, as are to be occupied in þ ſtable, a- 
bout the carrping, fretting,oz trimming þ hozſes,oz otherwile. 
Allo nigh vnto the fable would be the hozſekepers chamber, in 
the which, oꝛ elſe in ſom other cloſe rome, cut out of þ ſable of 
purpoſe, wold be placed tubs 0zhutches,me&tto receiue ppzo- 
-nender. And alſo cloſe pzefſes foz the ſaddles, harneſſes, guirts, 
ſtirrops, oz bits, to be kept cleanefromduſt and moulding: and 
finally,to auoyd il danger of fire g candle, J would with al ſta⸗ 
bles to be vaulted, as they bein Italy:ifnot Þ the plates tthere- 
in the candles ſhould and, be ffrong t bꝛoad toted, met tore- 
ceine al ſparks 02d20ppings and therewith to be placed where 
they map giue molt light, with leſſe danger. Thus much tou- 
ching d fituating t building of the ſtable:no w let vs ſhew pon, 
vob the ſame ſhauld be vſed and kept Vegetius ſaith that ſta- 
bles in winter ſeaſon, wold rather be kept luke warm thẽ very 
hot. Foz although, ſaich be, that aboundãce of heat cauſeth the 
hoꝛſes to bee fat. e ful. pet it maketh rawe digeſtion, e greatly 
hurteth nature, becauſe that man kinds of diſeaſes are ingẽ· 
dꝛed in che beaft, of the very vapour that riſech out of che ſtable: 
and being vled to ſuch warmch wichin doꝛes, when <ep come a- 
bꝛoad, chey eaſtilie ſarfet of euerp little cold. And in anp caſe, 
Xenephon would bane che ſtable to be kept cleane t᷑ neat, aſwel 
when ß hoꝛſes are pꝛeſent, as abſent, which (as he ſaith) doth not 
only pleaſe p eie, commend the diligence of the kepers, but al- 
ſo pꝛeſerueth e inereaſeth che health of p hozles, by means that 
the filthy and ffinking ſauours be remoned from thẽce, wherby 
not only the hozſes bꝛeath, but alſo the aire it ſelfe is infected and 
cozrupted, wherof map ſpꝛing a further miſchiefe. Pozeoner, þ 


ſame Xenophon would haue all inſfrunientes belonging to the 


ſtable, to be placed oꝛderip euerp one in his pꝛoper place, that 


they map be ready to find, ſo as they map touch no food, wher- 


ofphozſes haue to eat, noz that þ holes the:nſelues may reach 
them, to bite oz gnawoa them, as ſome wanton bozles _— 
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chat is not tholſome:; md therfoze J cannot pꝛaiſe ſuch keepers; 
as vſe moſt commonlp to hang their currying combe in p rack 
amongſt the hoꝛſes me ate, and in his ſight and ſmell, oꝛ to leave 
their duſting cloth in p manger. Nene phon alſo would haue no 
keeper in the night ſeaſon to bzing any candle into þ ſtable with» 
cnt a lantern, willing him to be careful therot᷑. foz hay i c awe 
wil (one take fire. Alſo that he kep the table doʒe alwe ies ſhut 
fo: two pꝛincipal cauſes:pᷣ one is, to the intent that the hoꝛſe bi 
not begutledof his meat:and p other is, that he may know vhe- 
ther þ hoꝛſe do eat oꝛ ſpoile that meat tthich is giuen him oꝛ not. 
Foz as Xenephon ſaith, there be two pꝛineipal ſignes to know 
a hozſes health, the one within the Nable,+ that is, uhen the hozſe 
eateth his meat grædily, and with s god appetite: the other a; 
bꝛoade, and chat is, by the moiſtnefſe and white foaming of his 
mouch. . 


Of the horſes meat and drin łce, and of the divers kinds therof; 
and how he ſhould be dicted when he reſteth. 
Chap. 14. 


TY ſecondthing not natural, wherbyß body of the hozſe is 
pꝛeſerued a nouriſhed, is his meat x dꝛin k:touching ᷣ wich 
manychings are to be cõſidered, as pᷣ kinds a ſabſlãces of meat, 
tubich be best: p quantity, p quality therof,+þ delight cuſtome 
ol p hozſe,the oꝛder and time ol pᷣ day in giuing him his meate, 
allo che time ol the peare, and the hozſes age. Che moſt naturall 
kinds ol meats, where with Hoꝛſes ought to be fedde,accozding 
to Ruſe ius, are theſe:graſle, haie, ſtra ww, barip, and Dates: ſome 
adde therunto wheat, and ſitches, and alſo blended coꝛne. Graſſe 
is very nouriſhing, but <erewith too mopſt to he giuen vn · 
to hoꝛſes of ſeruice, vnleſſe it be when they haue ne de to bee 
ſcoured oʒ befallen into ſome ſicknefſe:\weet hate alſo is a great 
nouriſher, and dilateth che body. But if a hozſe be cõtinually ſed 
therwith, it wil make him ſids bellied,foggy,purſie, and heauy 
in bis labour:ſtrawe is a dier kind off@de, and though it nog» 
' viſheth not ſo much as hap, pet it bz&deth firme fleſh; and ma- 
keththe hozſe long bꝛeathed, hard, and ſtrong Foz which ehe 
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they ble in moſt places bey6d p Seas, to feed theirhozſes che il 
lie with ſheaues of aheat ſtraw vnthzeſhed, che eares onely cut 
off, hich our Calice mẽ alſo vſed, calling that kind of fod Gar- 
bage, and foꝛ pꝛouender alſo they gaue their hozſeschopt ſtraw 
mingled with a few otes,foz the which they had a fit inſtrument 
of purpoſe, to cut their ffraw ſhoꝛt foz p nonce, with which kinde 
of diet they made their Hoꝛſes ſo hard ol ward, ſo luffie,ffrong, 
and liuelie withall as was a pleaſure to behold them. Barlie is 
cold and dꝛie, pet accoꝛding to Cameratius, it nouriſheth moze 
than Otes, and being leſſe raw ingendꝛeth finer blosd, and it is 
the chiele pꝛouender that is vſed in Italie: notwithfanding, we 
dare not ble it here in England, foz it hurteth our Hozſes, and 
maketh their ſtale to loke red like blood. J thinke the reaſon is, 
becauſe that our barlie is not ſo firme a graine as theirs, noz ſo 
dꝛie: fo the which cauſe, J belekne, that no god mault can bee 
made of their barlie, like as of ours, foz that it wil not ſwell in 
the water as ours doth, and ſpeciallp that which they cal Spelta 
which is a verie dꝛie grain, long and lender. Otes, atcoꝛding to 
Galene, vſed as amedicin, doth refrigerate;but as nutriment, 
it warmeth ſufficientlie:notwithſtanding, it nouriſheth but llẽ⸗ 
der lie, becauſe it is a very light graine and of ſmal ſubſtance oʒ 
firength:anv pet J take it to be the moſt kindlie pꝛouender that 
map be giuen continually vnto Hozſes here in England, and 
ſpecially the black otes when they ate wel dꝛied, and mingled 
with chopt ſtraw as is befoze (aid. Wheat is a great nouriſher, 
and is much commended of manie Anthozs, to be verie god fo 
hoꝛſes being wel dꝛied, but it is to coſſip a pꝛouender to be vſcd 
bere in England. Notwithtading,when king Philip came in- 
to this realme, the Spaniardes did die it much, and gaus their 
Jennets almoſt none other pꝛouender, whereat the Artificers & 
other plaine people in London that knew it grudged verte ſoze, 
and the rather, foz that there was at that time a great dearth of 
coʒne. Some againe vſe togiue their Moꝛſes blended coꝛne, as 
peale,fitches,beanes, t wheat bzan mingled all tog ither, which 
no doubt doth nouriſh verie much: but J take it to bee a purſie 
and windie meate, vnleſſe the bꝛan dothſomewhatcozrecit, 
eit her can J greatlie pꝛaiſe our Engliſh Yozſebzead,x — 
| ciallp 
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ctallp,bcing ſovawholeſomly made as it is now adapes,and of 
ſach filthy and duſtp ſtuffe. Foz 8 hozſcs pzovender ougtt to be 
ſwet,cieane,pure and without all duſt and filth, and likewiſe 
bis haie oz ſtrawe that he fedech on muſt be wert and ſanon- 
ric, and not foiſtie:foz otherwiſe, it wil not ingender good blond, 
but fill him very full of diſeaſes : thus much of che kindes of 
meates, and ſchich be beſt. Che qualitie of the hozſes meate, as 
ether it he hot, dy, cold, oʒ moiſl, is moſt chicfly to be canſide 
red, when the hozſe is ficke,to the intent he may be fed with chat 
meat, which ſhal be moſt meet foz his ſickenefſe, whereof wee 
Hal ſpeake hereaffer,in the dieting of ſicke hoꝛſes. But as tou- 
ching the quantitie and ozder to be obſerned in giving a hozſe his 
meat, being in health:you ſhall vnderſt and that divers men be 
ol diuerſe opinions, but moze foz the oꝛder chan foz the quantity. 
Foz to ſay the truth, the quantitie cannot be certainlp determi. 
ned, ſich euerp hozſe is not of like ſtomach. o; appetite in ſæ ding, 
foz ſo chat he bach meat enough. it maketh no matter: and there 
is leſſe danger, in gining a hozſe to much than to litle, and ſpeti⸗ 
ally of haie, raw. oꝛ garbage, fo pꝛouender is to be meaſared 
acco ding to his labour, ref oz exerciſe. Fo2 il he reſt, and be not 
greatl exerciſed oz laboured,a very little pzonender wil ſerue: 
but if his labour and exerciſe be great, chen he had nerd to haue þ 
greater allowance, to the intent he may be in god luſt, that is to 
ſap, neither to lat noz ts leane: fo; as fatnegingendzetb euil hu⸗ 
moꝛs, ſo leannes diminiſhech ß hoꝛſes ſtrength and maketh him 
toſeeme fonle and ill fanonred to the eie. Camerarius thinketh it 
a ſufficient quantitie, to giue a hoꝛſe halfapeck of dates oꝛ batly 
at once fo; his pꝛonẽ der, o aſmuch as a man caneaſily take vp 
at ſix times with both his hands together. And as touching the 
oꝛder of ſeruinga hozſe,þ ſaid Camerarius ſaith, that he ought to 
haue no haie ginen him in þ mozning, but only yᷣ e oaẽder vhich 
pou do accuſtomably allow him, and after he hath eaten chat, tet 
chere be giuen about the third ho wer of the day, s bottle of haie, 
vhich when he hath eaten, let him he watered, and chat wil be a- 
bout the ninth hower of the day, t chen tat him another bottle 
of haie, and wichin th:& hours after, ubich ſhal be aboutrii.of the 
clock, giue him W 2 
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chat you g aue him in the mozning,then about two oz chꝛck of the 
clocke gine him another bottle ot hate, which as ſone as he bath 
eaten, let him dzinke then in p Enening gine bim his night pꝛo⸗ 
nender, with ſomwhat larger meaſare than be hadeither in the 
moꝛning 02 at none. But befoze the hozſe ſmell tqe pzonender, 
offer him cleare water to dꝛinke, leaſt he be thirty: ind il hee be 
watred abꝛoad, his pzonender being firſt wel ſfted and cleanſed 
of al his filttbes, would againſt his comming be laid ready in the 
manger, which alſs muſk be ſo clean ſwept as is poſſible, Thus 
pon ſæ that Camerarius wold haue a hoꝛſe to be ſerued with pꝛo 
tender thꝛiſe a dap:and pet it appeareth, as be ſaith, by Xeno · 
phons wozds, that in old time they gaue their hoꝛſes pꝛouender 
but twiſe a day. The Turkes againe at this pꝛeſent, dae vſe to 
giue their hozſes pꝛouender but once a dap.and that at nigbt, al 
lowing to euerie hozſe at that once, as much as others doe at 
th2iſe:and all the dap beſides, they lde him with Frawe, and 
gius him no haie, but onely after water, and then they giue him 
an handful 02 two to ſauour his mouth. But accoꝛding to Vege 
tius it is mucd better to giue a hoꝛſe his pꝛouender by litle and 
litle, than all at once: vhoſe woꝛdes are in this ſoꝛt. It is not 
god to gine a hoꝛſe his pꝛouender all at once, oꝛ at twiſe, but ra- 
ther by :ranp poztions. Foz when hee taketh it by litle and litle, 
he doth thzoughlp digeſt it but when he eateth it all at onee and 
greedilp,it paſſeth whole and vadigefſtedthzonghhis belly. And 
as Vegctius would haue þp2ouender to be giuen him by many 
poztions:enen ſo do J with alſo, that 5 haie, ſfrawe, oꝛ garbage, 
whereof the hoꝛſe fedeth all the day, bee ginen him by litle and 


lttle euen as he doth ſpend it, and not to be laid befoze him all at 


once. foꝛ that wil loath him, and fake away his appetite:neither 
would 3 wich him to be fedde all the dap long: ut rather from 
nonetide, vntill it be tha of the clecke in the after na ne, to bee 
bzidled, and to ſtand champing theron, with his taile turned to · 
ward the manger. Foz which purpole, there wonld be t vo litle 
coꝛds laſtened tothe two poſles of partition to ay his head on 
both ſides, accoꝛdiug as J ſhewed pou be ſoꝛe, x that ſhal make 
him haue a god ſtomach to his meat, and alſd to haue apleaſure 
int is bit Pan Dozſeggaſterthep haue dzunke and caten their 
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pꝛonender, will fall to pulling out oi their litter from vnder the 


manger, and este thereon; vhich the kepermap not ſoffcr, fo; it 
is vei y hurtlul and vawholſome ;foz the clraner that the Yozle 
foedcth,the leſſe coꝛruptton ſhal bzeed in him: and thcrefoze,, as 
I ſaid befvze, what ſoeuer meat you giue him. ct it be ſirſt clesn 
ſed of oll duſt and ff th. C he tuſtome alſo and deligbt ot þ hoꝛle: 
the time ofthe ptere, c his age, are (as J ſaid veſoc) things meet 
to be conũde ted. irũ the cuſfome and the delight of the Yozſe, 
to the intent he be led with that od, whereunto he hath berne 
moſt aęcuſtomed, and hath moſt delight in, fo; that wilſoneft di 
geſt, thong h perhaps it be nat ſagod: Andif ou would baeaki 
him from any ſuch cult ome, ſee that pou do it by litie and litle; 
and not violentlp, bec auſe nature abhozreth all ſudden chages: 
Setondlp, the time ol the peare : foz any beaſt wil eate moze in 
Winter than in Summer bp realõ of his in ward heat. Again, 
in the ſpaing time, oꝛat the tall of the leale, Boꝛſes would he fed 
lo certain daies with graſſe, to ſcowze them, and ta mah them 
cleane within, whereof wee ſhal talke heereafter in his pꝛoper 
place. Mozeouer, as Ruſs ius ſaith, hozſes that ſtand in p ſtable, 
would be houſed in Summer ſeaſon with cannas to delend the 
flies, and in Winter witha thicke wollen houfing cloth, to k&p 
them warme, which ſome againe do not allow, ſapingy it ma- 
keth a hozſe too tender, e therſoe would haue them to be houſcd 


with light cannas all p peare long: which is neceſlarie foz two 


cauſes.ihe one to keep their coats cleane from duſt and raping}, 
and allo from the ſlinging ol lies in Summer ſeaſon: and fach 
boulingcloths efcanuss, would be made to touer not onely the 
body, but alſo the neck and head. Finallp, the bozſes age is alſo 
to beconſidered, to the intent hee may bee fed wich ſuch meate 
as is moſt agrerable to the ſame: fo whileft a hozle is young e 
growing, be would be fedeither with graſle ozhaie,mdnot wich 


frawe.and ſuch hard and dzie meate.fo feare of hindering dis 
growth.Againe,in bis olde age, be had need tobe fedde wich ſoft 
meat, becaule his tœth perhaps wil fail him, ſo as hee ſhall not 
be able to chawe his meat, i it be ouer hard, and then he cannot 
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What water is good for a horſe to drinke, and whether-it bee 
good to waſh a horſe or not. Chap.xvi. 
Itherto wee haue talked onelp of the hoꝛſes meate, now 
let vs (peake ſomewhal ol his dzinke. The anthours doe 
not altogecher agree, touching the water whereof a Yozſe 
ſhouldd:inke ; foz Vegenus would haue it to beverpcleare 
and cold, alwaijcsſpzinging e running, but not over ſwift. But 
Ariftotle ſaith. that a bozſe delighteth rather to din of-chat wa 
ter tchich is lomewohat troubled and chicke, inſomuch as if it bee 
to cleare, he wil not dꝛink thereof, vntil he hath ſfirred, oꝛ trou - 
bled it with his frot, Ruſsius alfo laith, that the water would bee 
ſomwhatbzarkilh, oz ſalt, oꝛ at the leaf ſomewhat thicke, and 
chere wich litle oꝛ nothing at all:foz ſuch waters (as beſaith)be- 
ing warne and fattie. doe neurich a great deale moze than choſe 
that be colde, and da run ſwiltiy. Notwithſtanding, in Sum- 
merſeaſan, ben the weather is het, uch code waters may bee 
verp wel ſuſlered, and ſpecially if the hoʒſe bee vſed thereunto, 
whoſe vſe and tuſtome is chiefly to bee conũdered at all times, 
and in any caſe beware of ſalpharie waters, ſuch 8s be at Stoke 
wie in Cambꝛidgeſhire, and dinerfe other places of this realme: 
foz many hozſes haue taken their bane by dzinking of thoſe wa 
ters. But becanſeahozſecanot be fat, vnles he dzink abund ant⸗ 
lp, it is very neceClary(as Ruſsius ſaith. ſomtime to rub 5ᷣ infide 
A dis mouth with ſalt dipt in wine, and chat ſhal make him boch 
to dzink, and alſo to eate with the moze greedp appetite. Fox 
tchogh a hozſe as Ariſtotle ſaith)delighteth much to dꝛink, yet he 
is able to abſtaine fromodzinke foure daies. Petrus Creſcentius 
would kaue a hozſe. when hee ſhould dzinke, aſwel in che Poz- 
ning. as in the Euening, to bee led ſaire and ſoftlp to the water, 
and not to be gallopped, either tooʒ fro (as the ſhzewdbojes and 
lackies ſo wel in France, as elſewhere moſt commonly vie to 
doe) foz feare of hurting his winde. Notwithanding,vayip al- 
ter water it is god moderately to chaſe bim vp and down, oꝛ o- 
ther wiſe to firre him in the Cable to warme p water in dis bel- 
Iv. Poꝛeouer, the ſame Auth ʒ would haue a hozfe to ſland ſom 


nme in the water vp tothe dmg & ſpace of two o thꝛcæ houres 
together, whether the water bs frelh oz lalt. Foz the — 
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ſaich he, wich her coldnes, and alſo the ſalt mich his dꝛineſſe dooth 
let the humoꝛs from deſtending into p hoꝛſes legs, æto pꝛeſexue 
him from many griefes. But if the hoz(ebe leane and in pouer - 
tie. let not the water come to his belly, ic if the water ouermuch 
coole his bellp, he Hall not fele chat his meat doch bim anp god. 
Wut it is god foz fat hoꝛſes, to ſtand oftentimes vp to the harde 
bellp, foʒ it will abate their fat, and ep them in a ſound and in a 
meaneffate. Poꝛeouer the ſame Petrus Creſeentius would not 
bane a heꝛſe bꝛought againe into the ſtable alter he hach dꝛunk, 
vntil his legs be chꝛoughly wiped and wel dzied, affirming that 
the vapoꝛs of the ſtable in moiſt legges doe ingender p cratches, 
windgalles, and ſuch euill ſozances. Some Auchoꝛs againe, 
às Vegetius, Camerarius, ¶Nenophon, would haue a Hoꝛſe to 
wet his fot as little as is poſſible, foz fear of ſoftning his hoves, 
vnlelle it be to eaſe ſome grieie he hach in his legs, whereof we 
ſhal ſpeake hereatter.Moꝛeouer, Camerarius thinketh it a great 
deale better ſoz Hoꝛſes to be watered ab2oad, chan in the ſtable, 
bnleſſe ſome great neceſſity doe otherwiſe require, ano chen hee 
exhoꝛtech the keper to be carefull,chat Þ water tthich he offereth 
vnto his hoꝛſe beſwet and pure, without any moats oꝛ ſtrawes: 


and whenſoener his hoꝛſe hach laboured and is hotte, he would 


not haue him to dzink, vntill hee hach ſtaled, and bee choꝛowly 
.d:yed of his ſtoeate. Now, as touching the waſhing of hozſes, 
molt Authozs allowe it in Summer ſeaſon, wiſhing fat and 
luſty Hozles ſometimes to beridden 02 dzinen into ſome rũning 
ffreame,enen oner the back, tthich in the hot dates is maruelous 
god to retreſh chem, ſo chat chey were nottranelled, no2ſweate 
not befoze : fo; chat were verie dangerous, and ſpecfally if hep 


qhould take colde vpon it: but in Winterſeaſon ,hozfes would 


be wathed very ſildome, but neuer after labour, vnleſſe it bee 
wich a litle wine oꝛ beere boyled wich butter, oz elſe wich warm 
dilh water, to ſupple their legges. and to comfoꝛt the ſinewes ot 
the ſame. Pet it is a common ching here amongeſt vs in Eng- 


land, to wach our Hozles after cheir labour in Winter ſeaſon,if 


they be verp fowle : and ſpectally,if we chance vpon a pit mete 


' foz the parpoſeatour iournies end, not regarding vhether our 
-hozles\weate 0z not, vhich vſe marreth many a god Gelding, 
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ad maketh chem lame and ſliffe in ſhozt ſpace. 


Ofthe diuerle kinds of moouing and reſt belonging to a horſe + wherein is 
declared how, where, and when ahorfe ſhould be curried, kempt, and 
ttimmed: alſo how his keeper ſhould approche vnto him, 
and whether it be good to curtaile horſes 
or not. Chap. xvii. 


F mooning belonging to a hoꝛſe, there be <2& kindes, 
chat is, currping, exerciſe and labour. And firſt, as 
touching the currping of a bezſe, if it were mete and re. 
quiũte to bee ſo curious, J could make as many differences 
thereof, as the Phyſicians do of friction , and rubbing belon - 
ging to a mans body, tthich in all be ſire,that is to ſay, harde to 
bind the fleſh and muſcles ſoft to loſen, mach to extenuat. mean 
to increaſe, rough oꝛ ſharp todzawhumozsto p outward parte, 
and gentle oz ſoft to retains p lame in the members. But fozſo« 
much as hozſes foz p moſt part take moze hurt by þlacke chan 
bp ſuperfluitie of curryting.J wil onely make chꝛer differences. 
that is, hard, mean, and ſoft,andthat alſo accoꝛding to pplaces 
of the hozfes body. Foz uheras it is thickeſt ofſkinne, hair and 
fieſh,there J wold haue him tobe hardeſt curried, as bisneck, 
and buttocks. But his back and ſides, flanks, belly, & cþighes, 
with a moderate hand. And as foz the ridge of his back, it wold 
neuer be touched with combe, hut onely with the hand, and the 
bare part ol his belly next vato bis codde s, would hee curried 
maruellous ſoftly,oz rather not at all, but onelp rubbed faire 
eſoftlpwith a wilpe o2 cloth. Pozeouecr, ſome hoꝛſes are chic 
ker coted than others, and therfo:e ſhift of combes are neccffa- 
rie, whoſe teeth-would be filed of purpoſe, ſharp,s2 blunt, dæpe, 
oꝛ ſhallow, not onelpto ſerue diuers cotes, but alſo the diverſe 
parts of the body befcereheaxſed. But to the intent the kæper 
map be ignoꝛʒant in nothing it ſhall not grieue me heere to re- 
hearſe both the time and oꝛder of currping of a hoʒſe pꝛeſcribed 
hy ene pbonan ancient witer, and a noble Gentiemũ. in his 
bak de re Equeſtri, t alſo by Camerarius, his intt xpꝛetoꝛ, and a 
later w:iteroftheſame matter. hoꝛle then, ſaith Camerarius, 
would becurried,+ haue his mane and taile hempt with a wet 
combe both euening and moꝛning befeze he be watered z that 
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not in p table, but without, in ſome dꝛy inner court paued with 
round tone, entry oꝛ pozch, met ko; that purpoſe, and ſpecially 
infaire weather, when it raineth not, ſo chal the k&per ſee better 
to trim him, and to rid him ol all filth. And in olde time, when a 
hoꝛſe was bꝛought fozth tobe cut ried, he was not bzideled with 
anp bit, but only had a headſtrain put on his head, which did re- 
ftraine him from biting, without hindering his bꝛeath, whereby 
he was tied vnto a ring faſtened in ſome wal oz poſt ofparpole, 
either ſhoꝛt oz long, accozding as his god oꝛ ſh;ewd demeanoz 
required. And to che int ẽt the ka per map haue the moꝛe ſure ac⸗ 
ceſſe to any hoꝛſe that he dzeſſeth, Xenophs doth counſel him ne⸗ 
ver to come behind him, noz pet befoze him, but alwaies on his 
ſide, and to ſtand cloſe vnto him, ſo ſhal hee bee cleane out ot 
danger: e when he commeth to curry him, he would haue him 
to begin firſt with his vpper parts, as with his necke, and then 
with his ſides, bellp, buttockes.4 thighs oꝛderip:becauſe it were 
in vaine, (ait hee) to make cleane the nether partes, the vpper 
parts being ſtillfowle, foz ſo the nether parts muſt be twiſe dzeſ- 
ſed: but hee map not once touch the ridge of his backe with any 
combe.but with his hand oz cloth, ſtroking him alongſt phaire 
faire and ſoftly, and then to bꝛuſh out al the duſt ofbis cote with 
a cloth of rough canuas 02 haire, as they comonlpdo vſe at this 
pꝛeſent, in ſtead wherof they vſed in old time alittle ſhozt ſwozd 
made of thin lath, where with they beate the duff out of his coat. 
Some again had rubbers foz that purpoſe, made of the barke of 
date trees;wherewith they made their coate ſo like, as they did 
ine. But his dead being beny, map not bee touched with any 
combe: but oniy waſhed with faire water, oz elſe rubbed with a 
dzy cloth:neicher would the bare part ol his belly be Rempt. is 
legges alſo from the knees downward would not be kempt, but 
rubbed with a cloth oz wiſpe ol dy trawe. Neither would Xe- 
nophon haue a hoxſeslegges oz thighes to bee waſhed, as ſome 
vſe to do, foz feare of ſoftning his houghs. But as fo; his mane, 
fozetop, and taile, he would haue them tobe kempt with a wet 
comb, and that ſhal make them grow, which is very neceſſary : 
fs; thoagh bis fozetop be long, pet it can neuer þinder his ſight: 
pea, rather it defends his eies from al noiſome things. It is alſo 
N. ili. requilits 
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requiſite, chat hismanebeofa reaſonable length: fo: befidesfhe 


- comelineCeo2 beautie thereof tothe ſhew, it is alſoagoodhelp 


to the rider, chenſoener he wil take his back: and as fo; his taile, 
the longer it be, hee ſhal the better defend zimſelle therewith in 
ſummer ſealon ſcomthe flies. AndtherfozeCamerarius doth not 
à litle maruel at thoſe which ve te curtaile their P62ſes,and to 
ſhear their mane vponeuerylight occagion,asperhsps,becanſe 
the haire falleth away oꝛ that they ke ſwing tailed,eſek not ra- 
ther to remedie ſuch laults other wiſe, t to pꝛeſerue the rby p na⸗ 
tural beautp of the bozſe, without the bhich,he is not only fowle 
to the epe,but alſo inlamous. And though ſom hold opinion, that 
ſach curtailing maketh the hoꝛles backe the ſtronger, without 
alleging any great reaſon why. yet ſuch ſtrength doth not coun 
terusile the great defozmitie and infamie:which to auopde, the 
Italians wil finde the means: ii they hap vpon a cartail;to deck 


him with afained taile ofhozſe haire, and that ſo cunningly, as 


it cannot be ſcene. Pet here and in France, it is no ſhame at all 
to ride vpon a curtaile, ſo much hath cuſfome pꝛeuailed againf 
nature. There be ſom kopers alſo that delight much to winde 
vp their hozſes foʒetops in a lace of diuers colours, which Ca- 
merarius doth not allo we, affirming it rather to be a defozmitie 
than anp beauty ts the hoꝛſe. And it they do it ts the intent the 
hoꝛſe ſhould ſe the better, they be repꝛoued by Renophon, ſchich 
ſaith, as you haue heard befoze, that the foꝛetop doth not tron- 
ble the Yozſes ſight at all. Aotwithũdanding it fs a comely 
thing to kcepe both that and his mane at a realonable length, 
by pulling it from time to time, as neede ſhall require. And 
to make it lie ſmooth and euen, it is verp necefſarp to kembe 
it with a wette kombe: yea, and perhappes fometime allo te 
bꝛaid it. But a tleauelie Hoꝛlekeeper alſo muſt not be without 
his ſheares, as well to ſheare awap the haire of his necke be- 
bind his eares, wherethebeadſfallſhouldlie,aboat the bzeadth 
of thꝛe fingers onely, and no moꝛe, withont diminiſhing any 
part of his fozetop (fo2 that were vnſeemely) as alſo to'thears 
the infive of his eares in Summer ſesſon: fo; in Minter, ſome 
thinke it were belter to let the hatre growe to defende the 
tolde from entering into his head. Thus much of the turrying 


and... 
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and trimming of a hoꝛſe, were with Columella ſaith he is much 
delighted, and it doth him as much god as his meat: ubteh thing 
the Italiens t Spaniatds do vetie welconſidec,fo; their Hozſekæ⸗ 
pers dde neuer lie ſrom their hoꝛſes herles, neither muſt they be 
abſent an holfe houre in a date, but muſt be alwaies at hand, rea- 
die to wipe awaie euerie mots that falleth, wher by their Hoꝛſes 
coates se kept ſo clean as it ye rub on them with a veluet coate, 
no duſt wit cleaue thereunto. But now let vs ſpeak ſome what 
ofthe exerciſe, labour and reſt of a hoꝛſe. 


Of exerciſe both moderate and vnmoderate, and of the 
effects thereof, Chap. xviii. 


Sexerciſe rightlie vled dolh greatlie pꝛeſerue the health 
'Kof the hozſe, by increaſing his natnrall heate, whieh 
ffrengtheneth his infframental members, z maketh them the 
moꝛe able, both todzaw,and alſo to digeſt that nutriment, wher 
with the hoꝛſe is fed and nouriſhed: eaen-ſo, if hee be peruerſlte 
vled, it maie greately decaie his bealth. That exerciſe mate 
be rightip applied, two thinges are ne«deful to be conſidered, 
that is time and meaſure. Foz ſich chat moderate exerciſe (as 1 
ſaidbefoze) helpech digeſtion, it is oneltẽ to be vſed in the moz- - 
ning o2 enening,then the hozſe is emptie. Foꝛ if be be exerciſed 
vpon a full ſtomacke, it will cauſe him to digeſt his meat ſamer 
than nature required, fhichis a rawe digeNion,and neuer bzwe3 
dech god blond; but fillech the bodie full of humozs,Peaſure alſo 
tsmuch tobe regarded in exerciſe, foz otherwiſe it map quicklie 
growe to an extreame labour: etherfoze exerciſe would be con- 
tinued no longer, chan vntil ſueh time as the hoꝛſe beginnethto - 
ſweat, Fo it he lweat vntil he dꝛop, it is a ſigne ef extenustion, 
and therefoze it is god to leaue oft lomithat befoze, ſo ſhall it not 
weaken him, but do him much god, and ſtrengchen al the partes 
of his bodie, after ſchich exerciſe, ſe that he be well walked,rub - 
bed and trimmed. and chat he dzinkenot; vntil hee be chꝛoug blie 
cold. Thus much of moderat exereiſe: which þ oftner it be bied . 
the moze healthtul e che ſtronger ſh il the hoꝛſe bee. But labour 
and trauel is of anotherqualitie, decaying rather than intrea ; 
ling a hozſes ffrength, as when a hozſe is lournied, 02 ſcraeth- : 
: Mme 
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in he field , 02 runneth at the ring, tilt, nd toꝛnie: yea, md ichen 
he is firſt bzok? 02 ſcholi d it is a great labour vnto him:⁊ no ex⸗ 
ertiſe ot al. Pot withſkanding, if time and meaſure be obſerued 


in cheſe laboꝛs oꝛ trauels, che hozſe ſhal continue the longer, ano 


J ſer no cauſe vhy,bat that they oug ht md map be very wel ob⸗ 
ſerued, in all kind ok trauel, vnleſle it be, when the hoꝛſe ſerueth 


in the field: (oz there, neither time, noz meaſare certaine, can be 
appointed: vea, there it ſafficeth that they be wel meated, which 


many times is not to be had, albeit an eld beaten ſoldier wil fa⸗ 
nour his hoꝛſe, ⁊ ſhilt better foz him, « make him ta tont inue in 
courage, a great deale longer than p negligent 4 careleſs poũg 
ſouldiers moſfcommonlp doe, which kon the moſt part, take ſo 
much ol their hoꝛſes when no nerd is, 8s when n&de indeed re 


quireth, their hoꝛſes are able to do nothing. And yet theſe whillE 


thep lexus in the field, ſeme to be moꝛe excuſable, th thoſe that 
being qutet at home, ben thep run at þring foz their pleaſure, 
wil not let, euen in the verp heat ol the dap, to giue their hoꝛſes 
eight oz nine courſes, one after an other, vhereas fours ozfine 
were ſufficient i one dap, x thoſe alſo would be giut with ſome 


pauſe betwirt,+ that very earlpin the moꝛning. uben þ hozſes be 


empty,oz in ſome other cold time ofthe day, ſs ſhal their health 
t bꝛeath be beſt pzeſerned,+ their mouths not di ſtẽpered. Like · 
wiſey rider when he bꝛeaketha young hozſe,muſt haue an eſpe⸗ 
cial regard to time and meaſure, t chꝛoughly conlider the diſpo- 
ſition, quality, and ſtrengch of the colt, to the intent he trouel him 
not abone his fozce. But to vle time : mealure in this caſe, re- 


-quirech not only a god diſcretiõ, but alſo a maruelous patience; 


foz lacke whereot, manp riders, whileſt thep ſeeke to teach their 
hozſes much at once, they make them ſa dull, heauy and faint 
harted, as bey learne nothing at al: yea, t manp times by oger- 
much raſhnelle they make them alſo fark lamet croked. Wher 
foe J wich that al tiders lacking patience, hadde that patience 
which A know to be in my very god friend, M. Aſhley, Paiſter 
of the Jewel houſe:which his patience , ik it ha not bene very 
great in derd, he could neuer haue bzought ſome of his hozſes to 
that perfecio, whereunto they now are come. Thus lar of ſuch 


en and trauels, as moſt commonly an to be but mode- 


rate 
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rate exerciſes,and pet inded as J faſdbefoze,be no leſſe labozs 
then iournping is, whereof J purpoſe now to ſpeake. 


How a horſe ſheuld be prepared againſt he be journied, and how ts make 
him to receiue the bridle, and alſo how the keeper ſhould lead him when 
he doth bring him foorth, and finally how he ſhould be vſed and die- 

ted whileſt he is iournied. Chap. Tix. 


2 firſt, it is met that J declare vnto pon the pꝛecepts 
giuen by Xencphon, Camerarius, and Laurentius Ruf- 
ſius, and diners other Authonrs, touching the pꝛeparing of 
the hoꝛſe that is to bee iournied. Firſt, then le that hee bee 
wel ſhod, chat is to ſap, with ſhocs that be neither to ſhozt no2 
to long, but m&t and anſwerable ts his hwues. And as Ruſsius 
ſaith, the ligbter and ſtraiter the ſhoes be the better, fo2 þ ligh- 
ter they be, p eaſier ſhal the hoꝛſe lift vp bisfe@te: 4 the narrow · 
er that they be in compaſſe, 5 greater 4 ſtronger wil his houes 
bee, ſo that they be not ouerſtrait, foꝛ then they wil pinch his 
feet and cauſe him to trauel with pain. But as touching ſhwes 
and the oꝛder of ſhoing, we ſhal ſpeak cherof at large in che end 
of che Ferrers office, vhereas pen ſhal ſe the ſhapes of al mon⸗ 
ner of ſhos ſet fozth in ſigures. Poux hoꝛſe then being wel ſhod 
ſe that his laddle be mert to his back, that is to ſap, neither too 
wids no2 too raight:foz if it be too wide, it wil ſhogge vp and 
downe and ſo hurt bis backe, neitber can the Rider have any 
eddy ſeat therein. Againe, ii it be too ſtraight, it wil pꝛeſſe his 
backe and gall tzim, wherſoꝛe ſ& that the panel be wel Fuffed, 
t that the ſaddle ſtand ſteddily on his back having no occaſion + 
to grieue him noꝛ to gall him any maner of way and in Sum- 
mer ſeaſõ let his ſaddle be ſlight as may be,foza hes uy ſaddle 
by keeping bis hack ti hat, may cauſe diſſolutiõ of humoꝛs aſ⸗ 
wel in his withers as in other parts ol his backe, whereef may 
ſpꝛing diners great ſaʒũces, to the vtter vndoing ofthe bozſe. 
Mozeouer, ſæ that the Girths be ſare and ſtrong, and that the 
buckles and tongnes thereof bee whole and ſound, and alſo the 
' thoriges whole faſt naited, wherunto they ſhould be buckled. 
And when pon gird your Hoꝛſe girde him loꝛewarde and not 
back board towards the ſlanke, to; that wil make his belly 2 

ſides. 
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des to ſwell, and grieue the hozle in his gattes,bp meanes that 
the wind is incloſed in anarrowerroomthan it was befoze, and 
pent in, ſo as it cannot eaſily get out. Adiligent hoꝛſekœper wil 
alſo ſæ, that the ſtirrops and ſtirrop leathers, che paitril and cro⸗ 
per, wich all kind of other harnefſebe rong and ſure, © theres 
wich cleane and neate, and chat euerie hoꝛſe haue his one bꝛi⸗ 
dle, where wich he is accuſtomedto be tidden, and chat none of 
them lacke sicher kirble, oz kirble hoke, oꝛ anp ocher ching be- 
longing to che bit, headſtall, oꝛ reanes. And when che hozſkeper 
commech to bꝛidle any Hoꝛſe, X-nophon would haue him ob⸗ 
ferae this oꝛder. Firſt, that he come on the left ſide of the Bo2ſe, 
holding the headſtall togither with the reanes in his left hand, e 
alter that he hath put the reanes or the Bꝛidle auer the Hozſes 
head with his right hand euen vp to p pointes of his ſhoulders 
oz withers, then let him ſhift the headfall into his right hand, x 
put the bit into his mouth with the lelt hande: which il the hoꝛſe 
wil not readily take let him not fozce his mouth with the bit, by 
rubbing his gummes there with (as ſome do) em that wil make 
bim to abhoꝛre the bit ſo much the moꝛe:but rather that he canſe 
him to open his mouth, by thzuſting in his thumb into p hinder 
hart of his mouth, and i that wil not ſerue, then with his thumb 
let him pꝛeſſe downe his neather lippe vpon the neather tuſh, x 
that foz the moll parte will make anp hoꝛſe to open his month. 
And ſe that the bit by ſtanding to bigh in his mouth, pꝛeſſe not 
dis wickes (fe) that wil bꝛerd coznie fleſh, and make him harde 
moathed:)no2 againe by hanging to low, giue the Hozſeliber- 
Tie to take it betwirt his teth at his pleaſure, and ſo not (affer to 
be ruled, but as he liſt himſelte. enophon, and al other ancient 
wziters ds vtterlp retec that hozſe as bnpzofitable, that wil not 
ſaffer to be eaffly bzideled, and therefoze do counſel enerp man, 
vhen he bapeth a hozſeready bzoken, topzoone ſlriſt, hether be 
wil be eaſflp bzideled oz not, otherwiſe not ts buy him. And to 
the intent that a hozſe may willingly receine thebzidle, they 
wꝛite that it is very gad to vſeto bzidle him, alitlebefoze you 
gine him his pꝛouender, and then to pull it offagaine,ſo ſhal be 
not refuſe it, then pou would put it on to labour him. The hozle 
.thenbeing thus made readie, let him ſtand with his taile turned 


towards 
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towards the maunger, and champe on the bꝛidle being ſaſſ tied 
witiy che two cozdes, vato the two poſtes, (as is afmeſaid)vntill 
his rider oꝛ maiſter be ready to take his backe: ſo ſhall hee not 
ſtriue to pull any haie ont of the racke, oʒ to rubbe againff any 
thing. oꝛ to leile his ſaddle 02 harneſte. and when pou bzing bim 
foztb, Xcnophon mould not haue pou to lead him behind poo, at 
the tength of his reans end, ſoꝛ that wil giue him ta much liber. 
tie to plais his vagarie, bat rather to tabe him either by the ſide 
ol his headſtall, a litie abaue the poʒtſmouth, az elſe to hold both 
the reanes faſt tagether, gard to the chæs ol thebaidle, keping 
your leite alwaies cioſe to the hosſeſide, is ſhal he be able to hurt 
pou no maner ot wa, noʒ anp other hozfe that ſtandethj by. but 
that yon may guide him as pnu wil pour ſelſe, by heping cloſe 
to him, t going round about wih him. And then his rider oꝛ ma 
Ker connneth to take his back, let him come unto him quietlp, 
and alter a gentle ſoꝛt and not raſhip, to the intent the hoꝛſe may 
moze willinglp receive him: 4 when he msunteth let him take 
the reanes in his left hand, holding them ſo flack,as that neither 
in his going vp. noꝛ when he is vp, he ſtraine ozpinch the hoꝛſes 
mouth with the bit. Lenophon would haue a ſouldiour to vſe 
foinetime to take his hoꝛſes backe onthe right ſide, tothe intent 
be be ready on every ſide, when niede ſhal require : then being 
mounted, let him not ſtirre his hole, hut lettie himſelſe and his 
clothes about him, and make hia reans iuſt nd auen: that done, 
be map giue vim a turne aꝝ tino on ech hand, nn ſopꝛoced taire 
and ſoſtipon bis jonrnp, and ſpeciallyathts irftetting fob. 
to amende his paſe without danger;butſo it he neither to ſwift 
no: to low, but in ameane, to he tontinme in 
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Aniles in a bay at the moſt , and chat chey doe moſt common'y: 
wihout taking anp baite,neither do they willinglp labour thctr 
hoꝛſes in the great heat of Dummer,noz pet in the cxtream told 
of Winter,ubich Ruld ius alſo fo2bidde,rend2ing the cauſe thy, 
in this ſoꝛt. A bozie (laich be) would not be ſoꝛe laboured, from the 
middeſt of July, vnto the end ol Augoſt,becauſe chat onermach 
beat ind labour wil inwardly dꝛy vp his maiſfare,and waſte his 
bodp anon. Aad therefoze in ſuch time the hozſe (as hee ſaith) 
mould ra ber be kept in cold oz moiſt places, t be led withgraſſe, 
oꝛ elle wich werte new hap, chen to beelabonred. Againe, a 
hoꝛſe would not be laboured in þ heart of winter, as in Decem 
ber, oꝛ January, fozfcare of taking cold atter ſweate, chich chen 
is (one don. P23zeoner,the ſame Ruſsiusſaich, chat riding late in 
the euening, doch hurt a hoꝛſe verp much: becauſe that not on- 
lie chꝛough great labour he may ſweat ſo much, as he cannot be 
dꝛp in a conuentent time, and ſo as hꝛe map bee ſafelp watered, 
and haue his pꝛouender giaen him in due ſeaſon, but alſo ſurfet 
of cold, by meanes of the cold aire ol p night immediatly follow⸗ 
ing vpon his ſweat: foꝛ the aire of che night, is farre colder chan 
the aire of the dap. And therefoze fo: all reſpeds, bee doth allow 
the Pozning to bee the beff time of che day to trauell in. And 
whileſt tale here oł trauelliag. by the way J think it god to 
tell you ofa very god cuſtome which the Italians vſe,and that is 
this. Bet wirt whiles, when thep come to anp faire ſaſt gren 
plotte by the high way five, they pzondke their hozles with their 
voices, e whiffling, to ſtale, go ther wiſe to eaſe themſelues, which 
is a great refreſhing to the hozſe: x the cauſe whp they chaſe out 
luch a ſoft x graſſy plot is, to the intent chat þ hoꝛſes ſtale hould 
not ſpꝛinkle vp vpon his legges, and ſcaldoff the baire, which is 
verp hurtfull to the hozſe, and pet little regarded of many of our 
countrimen, which doe vtterly omit to pꝛouołe cheir hozſesto 
ale in any ſuch place:pes,many times hep wil icant and fil 
oꝛ offer cheir hoꝛſes to ſtale, when they would do it ol their owne 
Accozd. It is a great refreſhing alſo ta a hozſein Hũmer ſeaſon, 
when poupaſſebp ſom water, met fo; the purpoſe, to be ridden 
in,almoſ vp to the bellp, e ſo aut againe; e whenſoener you let 
bim dzinke by che wap, waſh his mouch wellfirft;elet _ 
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in the Water aboue the knees: foz, foz to ſtand ſhold o2 ſhallow; 
(and ſpecially ifhe be hot) is the nert way to keunder him : and 
when pon come at pour Inne, ii pour hozſe be any thing hot, ſex 
chat pou giue him neither meate noꝛ dꝛinke. vntil he be well ca» 
leo, which Kuls ius wold haue to be done, by walking him vp x 
downe faire and ſoftlp : during which time, he would alſo haue 
him to be couered wich ſome warm cloth,foz taking ol cold. Act 
wichſtanding, che Frenchmen do lldome vſe to walke their hoꝛ⸗ 
ſes, and ſpe clally in the cold aire, but rather doe ſet them vppe by 
and by in the fable wichout meate, covering chem wich lome 
warme blanket 22 couerlet, ond ſene to cole them by continual 
rubbing and trimming ol them, wherein the Hoſtilers of France 
be very painlull and duigent, and wilt doemozefoz a French 
pennp, than one of our men will doe fox an Engliſh groate: and 
in Summer ſeaſon, they wil cleane take off his ſaddle, and co. 
ner him onelp with a little frefh raw, caſting a light blanket 
oner the ſame, girt with a ſurcingle, which doeth refrech the 
Hozſe maruellouſly. And though ia winter ſeaſon, it be not god 
to take the ſaddle cleaneawapfoz any long time: pet it is very 
god to take it away whileſt his back be rubbed wich freſh raw 
alongeſt the haire, and to ſfrow alittle thereof vppon his bocke, 
and then immediatly to ſet the ſaddle on againe. Foz the freſh 
ſcraw ſhalt boch dzy his backe, and allo the pannell of the ſaddle. 
I ſhail not neede here to put pour hozſekæper in rcemembꝛance, 
to ſe that euery thing about the hoꝛſe bee made cleane oꝛterlp, 
while be is adzefſing , ſitheuery Doſtiler can doe that without 
anp teaching: but onely to charge him that he gine him neither 
water noꝛ pꝛouendet befoze that he be th2oughlp dꝛy, but only a 
little werte hay torcfreſh his mouth. Foz (as Ruſs ius ſatth)bp 
meanesof labour, the natural heat of the hoʒſe is diſperſed into 
the outward parts ol the bodp, and ſo he is but weake and feeble 
within, and not able duely to digeſfthe meat which ſhould then 
be giuen him, and not beeing perfectp digeſfed, it bꝛædeth oppi- 
lattons 02 ffoppings, i filleth the boꝛſe full ofeorupthumonys. - 
And if your Hoꝛſe be any thing fainte, it is verygod / agſome: - 
ite) to giue him a ſop oʒ 2. ofbzead in wine. Vegetius pzatieth 
wine and oile to be ginen him cold in Summer, and luke warm 
' in. 
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in Uinter: alſo bis month and tongue to be waſhed with wafer 
and ſalt. O2 let not, accoꝛding to our country vſe, to giue him a 
pint of good Palmeſte, and that ſhal comſoꝛt his heart, and all 
bis vital ſpirits, in ſuch ſoꝛt as J haus knowne a Geldingto bee 
ridden loureſcoꝛe miles in one dap foz a wager, wichout any o- 
ther bait. And, to ſap che truch, a great bait in the day time is not 
good, ꝛ ſpecially when he muſt be laboured vpon it. Wherfoze 
I would wiſh him fo haue but alitle pꝛoueuder at none, and a 
eat deale at night, to che intent he may ſleep wel vpõ it, which 
ep is che mocher ol digeſtion, neither is it god to giue him any 
thing in the moꝛning when be ſhould trauell, as ſome men vſe 
to doo. Foz the moze empty that he be in the mozuing. the better 
he ſhal labour: but in any caſe let him be thꝛoughly curried firff 
and well dꝛeſt: and at euer baite, let pour Porſekeper haue 
a ſpecial regard to pour oꝛſes backes, that their ſaddle pinch 
them not, and to their fœte that they lacke no ſhooes noꝛ nailes: 
and ſe᷑ that he empty their hooues t ſearch them wel foz fear of 
grauelling, taint, oz hurt, with ſtone oz otherwiſe. And in ſamer 
ſeaſon, when the waies be hard, it ſhal be gad euery night, aſter 
be hath clenſed their hones,tocram them ful ol cow doeng, fo; 
that will both aſſwage þ paine of ſurbating, and alſo make their 
bones tough. Mitherto of exerciſe, labour andtrauel:now let vs 
ſpeak ſom what of roſt, which as it is very neceſſary ſometime 
to reſfoze a weried o tired hozſe to his ſirength, oʒ whillt a hoꝛſe 
is ſcowꝛed with graCe,o2 finally in any other time, when either 
fickenefſe oz any other occaſion ſhal require reſt: euen ſo, when 
à hoꝛle is in god luſt and bealth. there is nothing moze pernici- 
ouseburtfal to his bealfh tha ref, Andfberfoze as Jſaid befoze, 
b bealth of a hozſe is onelp pʒeſerued by god diet, e moderat ex⸗ 
erciſe: which things being wel obſerued, he ſhal ſeldeme oz ne- 
yer haue ned ofthe Ferrers helpe. 
Ofcheſlcepeand watch of a horſe, and how hee ſhould 
belittered. Chap. xx. | 
'W@JgLeepeisſoneceſſary a thing to euerie beaſt that hath 
FIeteling 02 mooving, as it cannot line witheut it. Foz 
: leepe cauſeth digefion, and thereby nouriſheth the 
whilel the beaſt deepeth, the powers ad” 
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take their reſt, without the which, they ſhould be ſone wearied, 
and were not able to doe their office, and to continue their adiõs 
and operations, which ſas J ſaide befoze) is to giue feeling and 
mooning to the beaſt. And whileſt they reſt, the powers natural 
haue the moze libertie to doe their office, in digeſting the meate 
and nouriſhing the bodte.So that ſleep map wel be defined to be 
the reſt oz quieting ol the ſenſes, appointed by nature foz the res 
ſtoꝛing of trength, Slepe, acco2ding to the Philoſophers, is 
not ingendered of ſharpe oz ſubtile vapozs(foz choſe doe rather 
hinder ſlepe than further it) but of ſwete,fatty, and groſſe va-. 
pozs, eleuated from the hart to the bꝛaine: with the coldneſle ol 
vuhich b2aine, thoſe vapozs being congealed and thickened toge⸗ 
ther, doe ſfoppe the pipes ofthe ſenſitine ſpirits ſo as they can 
not reſoꝛt to the inſtrumentsofthe ſenſes, to giue feeling oz mas 
uing to the body, and ſo ÿ body foz that time is depꝛiued of ſenſe 
and moning. And accozding as thoſe vapozs doe moꝛe oz leſſe 
fill the pipes:ſo is the ſlep ofthe beaſt moze 0; leſſe ſound oꝛ ſure. 
But as touching the leepe of man manp chinges are to bee 
conſidered, as the time, þ quantitie, 5 oꝛder of lying in his bed, 
and his dzeames. TWherof few oz none are ne&dfull to bee cons 
ſidered ina hozſe,becanſe the beaſt is a better obſeruer of Ma- 
tures lawes than man, and will neither ſlerp moꝛe noꝛ leſſe, noz 
at any other time, than nature doth require, vnlelle he be ſicke. 
And as foz the oꝛder of his lying, Ariſtotle ſaith, that a hoꝛſe ſl. 
pech as much ſtanding as lying. Hotwilhſtanding, as that hoꝛſe 
ubich ſeldom oz neuer lieth, is not without ſome grefe; either in 
his backe 0z bodie: and therfoze is afratde to lie downe, leaſt hee 
ſhould not be able to riſe againe:euen ſo, that Hoꝛſe which coue⸗ 
tech to lie downe oltner than he ſhould ſermech not to haue very 
ſrong legges. Eut ſith all Hoꝛſes ſoʒ the moſt part doe lie ſome 
part of the night to take their reſte, the ke pers office is to litter 
them wel at night, lo as they may ſtand vp to the belly in freche 
frawe ; and ſpectally in Minter ſeaſon:fo; accoꝛding to Petrus 
Creſcentius, che warmer and ſoſter they lie, the better. And ther- 
foze the trawe would be well ſhaken with a toꝛke, and touched 
vp round together, of purpoſe. And there with let the kærper re- 
member to tie his hoꝛſes ſo, as * not themlelues in their 
owne

own collars,o; halters, in their lying downeoz riſing vp. Thus 
much of the hoꝛies l@pe:fo2 of his watching J ſhal notnede to 
ſpeake,fithlepe and watch be two contrarie paſſions, oceupicd 
both about oneſabiect. And therefoze no beaſt can alwaies flepe 
no: alwapes watch, but doe ſomtime the one, and ſometime the 
other. either nerd J here to ſpeake of the hoꝛles dꝛeames, fo 
chought he dꝛeameth ſomtime in dard as Ariſtotle 4 Plinie wꝛi- 
tech) pet what auailechit, vnleſſe her could alſo ſpeake, and de- 
elsre them as man can,wherbp maap times is known ubat hu⸗ 


mozs in mans bodie do chiefcly reigne. Wherfoze J will ende 
cis chaptet and go to next, wherein wee ſhall tale of chinges 


chat be of moze impoztance. 


Of repletionand emptineſſe, and of the divers 
kinds thereof. Chap.2r 
I lppoerates ſapeth, chat pbyficke conſiſteth onely in ad- 
ding to, and taking fro. Wherefo2e ſome thinke chat 
al! tye whole art of phyficke may be well referred to re- 
pletion and emptineſſe. Df repletion there be two binds, 
ttherof che one is with humoꝛs, che other with ercefſs of meare, 


which oppzelleth the ſpirits, etauleth ſicknes.Again,chat with 


hamozs intwoſo2ts: fo3 if the bodie be full of humozs equally in 
ereaſcd together, then it is termed of þpbyſicians Plethora, that 
is to ſap abundance ot humoꝛs. But if the body be ful of <hoter, 
Pel:ncholp, Fleame,oz wateriſh hnmoꝛs, then it is called Ca- 


cochimia, chat is tu lap, euil inice oz nutriment gathered togt⸗ 
ther in the conduites of the body, fd2 lacke of god digeſtion. A- 


gaine. there is repletion in quantity and qualitie:in quantitie, 
uben the body is to ful of bloud, o any other humo2 Repletion 
tn quality is when any ſuch humoꝛ is ts hot, oꝛ to cold to groſſe 
oꝛto chin, & ſuch line. But as all diſeaſes that ſpꝛing of repleti⸗ 
on mul be h aled by euacuation oꝛ emptineſle:euen fo all dilea⸗ 
les that come ofemptines belonging to mans body, muſt be cu⸗ 
red bi repietiõ There be diners wates, as bp letting bloud, by 
pargatto, bv bꝛine. by vomite, by fricio,fcartficatio e boring, by 
ſineating, bathing exerciſe, ſaſting, bleeding at the noſe + diuers 
dier waies not needlull here to be rehearſed, and ſpecially ud 
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mine intent in this chapter is onely coſhewhow + ichen a hozſe 
ought to be ſcow2ed, either by letting bim blond, oz with grade, 
oz by purgation foz the-pzeſernation of his health, 4 foz curing 
his diſeaſes, and alſo whatkind of meat will fat him ſoneſt, lea · 
ning to ſpeak of all other kind of 'enacuation belonging vnto a 


- hozſe, vntill come ts the particalarcores of his diſeaſes. 


| How and when a horſe ſhould be let bloud, and to hat end, and by 
Vyhat ſignes a man e whether it is requiſite to 
let him bloud or not. Chap. xxij. 


Pe opiniongof the Anthozs;tonching the letting ofa hog 
blond, are diners. Foz ſome, as Petrus Creſcentius, Lau- 


rentius Rulsius, and other do think it neceſary foz the pzeſerna- 
tion of his health, to let himbloudfonre times in a tere, that is

to ſaie, in che Spꝛing, in Summer in Autamne, e in Winter, 


Maurus, againe to ſane him from diners inũrmities, thinketh 
it god to let him blond ther times in the yeare. Firſt in the be⸗ 
beginning ol Map, betauſe che blondbeginneth then to increaſe. 
Secondlp, inthe beginning of September , to the intent that 
the bloud, being then inflamed bp inequality,map enapozate,oz 
b:eath ont. Thirdly, about the middeſt ol December,toletont 
the groſle and knottie bloud. Some againe would haue a hozie 
to be let bloud but once a pe&rs,and chat in ap, beſdʒe he be ſent 
to graſſe: affirming that il he be not let blond in the Spꝛing, the 
new blond being mixt with the old cozrupt bload, will bee ſone 
tnllamed, ſo perhaps cauſe the hozſe to fall into ſome grieuous 
ſickneſſe. That it is kindlp foz a hozſe being luſtie and ſtrong, to 
be let bloud once a peare, is pꝛooued by the euident erperimẽt 
dayly ſerne and known in the hozſes of Polonia, which ol their 
owne natarall inſtinq e diſpoſition faile not peerelp to let them 
ſelnes blond. — — ſaith. chat p moſt anci⸗ 
ent anddiſcrece Anthozs fozbid anp hoꝛſe to be let bloud, beſeꝛe 
he hath greatnede,leaft ſuch cuſtomable letting of bloadbeing 
at any time omitted, might bzeede ſome ſickneſle in the hozſes 
bodie. Beſides that,oftenletting of blond, canſeth debility in 
the beaft,hindereth the ight,and maketh the blend to reſozt in- 
wardly, which clopech the heart andintrailes, any leauech the 
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outward partsd:ffitate,wherebythey ware fat,grofſe;and vn» 
weldie. And thereldze hee doth not willinglyconſent that anie 
hazſe and ſpecially being verie vong and healfhfal,GGould be let 
bloud in anp place, but onely in the palate ofhismonth,vhich.is 
bery neceſſary( as heſaith)to be oltẽ vſed;yea,euery moneth as 
well in thoſe that be pong, as ofa middle age:affirming chat it 
greatly relieacth the head, the eies, and the bꝛain, and pꝛouokech 
appetite to meate. Mea, and be doth not millike, that al hoꝛſes of 
a middle age, ſhould be let bloud in the necke veine, whenſoencr 
thep be ſent to paſture, valeſſe they be ſtallions, oꝛ geldings: foʒ 
then, ſaich he, they haue no nede thereof. The ſtallions, becauſe 
they ſhall ſpend their blond fa inoughe in couering ol Mares: 
fo} one ounce of ſede, doth counteruaile manp ounces of bloud: 
Pet,uhe they ceaſe to be vled any bonger as ſtalltons.Abſyrtus 
would haue them euerie pear when they are put to graſle, to be 
let bloud: foʒ ocherwile, they will ware blinde, by meanes that 
thoſe humoꝛs, which were wont to be purged the other way, wil 
now reſozt to their eies. Again geldings would not be let bloud 
becauſe they lacke their tones; whereby the natur all heate is 
much decaied. Not wirhſtanding, experience teacheth vs here in 
England, that to let our geldings blond once a peare doth them 
much god, a ſpeciallp ił they be ranke ⁊᷑ luſtie, becauſe chey haue 
as J take it, moe aboundance ot bloud by reaſon of the coldnes 
of the countrp,. cha choſe chat be bꝛed in hoter climate. And cher · 
foze in letting any hoſe blond, che region is alwaies to be conſt 
dered, a cherwich p time of the pere, of che dap, and of the mone 
and alſo che age, ſtrengch, mo caſfome of phozfe. The belt time 
of the peare to let blond in, accoꝛding to the beſt waiters, is the 
ſpꝛing, becauſe that time is neither too hot, noꝛ to colde, but in a 
meane.Beſides that, the old bloud being let foꝛth, che new blond 
then comming on (as ſome hold opinion) ſhall be the moze pare, 
bhich otherwiſe being mixt with the old bloud, would be coꝛrupt 
and bꝛede ſome iickneſſe, Che beſt time of the daie, is the moz- 
ning: ſd that it be not immeTiatip after waking from ſleep : but 
about an houreoztwoafter , Againe :Ruſsius woulde haue the 
Ferrer when he letteth a hozſe bloud, to fozeſce that the Poons 
be not in that ſigne which is anſwerable to that part ol the — 
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- die wherein he doth let him blond, and ſpeciallp if the hozſe be 


whole:foz tf he be ſicke, and chat of any ſharp diſeaſe, Þ mane is 
not tobe tarried vpon. The age.ſfrength,q cuſfome of the hozle, 


axe to beconfidered, becauſe ifhe be pong t not at his full groch 
ta let him blond would hinder his growth. Againe, if he be veris 


old, he had moꝛe ned to haue his bloud increaſed, than diminiſh⸗ 
ed, And accoꝛding as the hoꝛſe is boeake oz ſtrong oĩ nature, and 
hath bin accuſtomed heretofozc,ſo ought he to be let bloud moze 
oʒ leſie, accozdingly. Fozſome hozſe may ſparetwo oz thze 
pound of bloud: to ſome againe, the one halle thereof perhaps 
map be to much. The fignes to know whether a hozſe hathne&d 
to be let bloud oz not, accoꝛding to Laurentius Ruſsius, be theſe; 


His eies wil ware red, his vaines will (well moze than they ars 


wont to da. Allo he ſhal haue ſuch an itch in his lkinne, and in 
bis necke, as he wil alwapes be rubbing and ſcratching, « the 
haire of his mane will fall awap. Alſo it hee hach red inflations 
oꝛ bubbles on his back oz digeſteth not his meat wel, it is a ſign 
that he hath nerd to be let bloud. Foz ſiche that many grieuous 
ſickneſſes do moſt commonly follow after theſe ſignes.it is god 
therefoze(as he ſaith)to vſe remedie betimes alwaies to with · 
and the beginning of enils. Pozeoner Vegetius would haue þ 
hoꝛſe, which ſhould be let blond, to be thinly dieted a day oꝛ two 


befoꝛe, to the intẽt his bodie map be quiet and not troubled wich 


indigeſtion, and at the time ot his letting bloud, to be placed vpõ 
an equall ground. and after that p̊ Ferrer hath bound his neck 
ſtraight with a coꝛde: then, to the intent the veine may the moꝛe 
enidently appeare, Vegetius would haue him to wet the veine 


often with a ſpunge dipped in warme water, and to take hærde 


that he ſtrike not the artire which paſſeth thzongh his thꝛoate in 
ſteadof the veine,fo2 that may put the hoꝛfe tu iespardie of his 
lile, and alter that he hath ſtriken him in the right veine, to giue 
him a little have, oꝛ the grœne blades of coꝛne to chew on. Foz 
the mouing ot his iawes will make the biond to ſpinne out the 
faſter, vhich blond Vegetius would haue to be kept and ſaued, as 
well foz medicine in time to come, as at that pꝛeſent, to annoint 
the hozles bodie there with, being mingeled with a little vine 
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is endued wſth a certaine natural vertue and power to comfort 


the weak and feeble members ol the hoꝛſe, and to dꝛie vp enil hu; 
moꝛs. But when the Ferrer hach taken thereof ſuffciently, and 

ffopped vppe the hole, the hoꝛſe would be carried into ſome cloſe 
wurm fable, and ſpeciallyifhebe tender and delieate, m there 
to be wel littered with freſh raw vp to the bellp, and led the firſt 
dap either with grerne blades of wheate, il it be in ſuch time of 
the peare as it map be gotten, oꝛ elſe with verie ſweet 4 fine hay 
and god pꝛouender cleane ſifted, and offer him cleane water to 
dꝛinke, at any time that pou ſhal perceiue that he hath chirſt, cõ⸗ 
tinning ſo to diet him ikneerd be, fo; pſpace ol ſeuen oꝛ eight daies 
togecher. And ik he be ferble, it ſhall be god to giue him a maſhe, 
made of ground barlie and cheat bꝛanne, and then afterward 
by little and little, to bꝛing him into his old accuſtomt dmeats. 
And within two oꝛ three dates after that the hoꝛſe hach ben ſo let 
bloud in the necke, Vegetius wold haue him to be ledde into the 


ſunne, and there to be let bloud in the palat ok his mouch, and then 


in ſom warm day to be waſhed inthe lea, oz in ſom frech ſtream 
and wel dꝛied againe. Pozeouer he ſaith, that it is god to rub & 
chafe all his bodie in a moꝛning in the warme ſunne W oile and 
wine ming led together: oꝛ by ſuch rubbing x chafing,you ſhal 
bꝛing his bodie againe vnto his former and naturall heat, fo as 
it may be able to abide aſwell the iniuries of the aire, as to bee 
curried: which things being done x paſt, Hoꝛſes of ſeruice map 
be pat againe to thoſe vſes an tabours whereunto. they were 
wont to ſerue.

him. Chap. 23. 


VIs ius faith, that to kpe a hozfes bodp in god ſtate, it is 
A. verienecearieftopurge him once a peare at the leaſt. In 


his time in Italie, and ſpecially about Rome, they ved to 
ſcoboꝛe their Hoꝛſes with that which the Latines eall Farra- 


go, which indeede is the greeneblades of coꝛne, and not a mir⸗ 


ture of diners ripe cones mingled together, as the Diciona- 


ries and diners other Aathours dee.interpyete if, as it = 
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well appeare vnto you by the woꝛds ol Nemeſian and Vegetius 
and other ancient wziters, Foz Nemeſian fapth thus: 
Paſce igitur ſub vere nouo farragine molli 
Cornipedes, &c. That is toſap,fed pour hoꝛſes in Dpzingtime 
with ſoft ſoꝛrage. And let ſuch fozage ſaith Vegetius be of ſcheat 
if it may be got tenz if not, of barly:and it wil be the better, i ſuch 
forage be ſowen and grow nigh vnto the lea, fo2 chat doth loſe 
b bellte, and purgeth ſoner. Againe, Ariſtotle ſaith, that if p foz- 
rage ot coꝛne be tender and not hard oz bearded, it will make a 
Poꝛſes coate to ware ſmoth e ſleeke. Mozeouer, Vegetius ſaith 
in an other place, It pour hoꝛſe be ſick oꝛ diſeaſed in his bladder, 
withdꝛawe his pꝛouender immediatly from him, and ſerde him 
onely with grene graſſe oz frage. Bp all which ſentẽces, vou 
may eaſily perteiue, p fozrage is not a mixture of hard coꝛne, 
but as J ſapd befoze, pᷣ ſoft oz grene blades of vheate oz barlie, 
oꝛ any other ſingular coꝛne. And truely J thinke, that our war- 
riers tearm of foʒraging, uhich pzoperip is to get hoꝛſemeate as 
bꝛoad in the field, was firſt deriued of this wozd Farrago, though 
ſome would haue fozraging to be a woꝛd compounded of forts x 
agens, which inderde is a verie god Etymoligie. otwithſtan· 
ding, it ſheweth not the vſe and end of Foꝛraging lo wel as chis 
woꝛd Fa rrago doth. And note, h accoꝛding to Ruſs ius, to purge 


oz ſcowꝛe a hoꝛſe, it ſuſticeth to giue him fozrage oꝛ graſſe onely 
the ſpace of fiftene dapes. Foz to cõtinue any longer time, is to 


tatte him rather than to purge him. And ol all kind of graſle, the 
th:&leauedgraſſeof moſt Authours is moſt pꝛaiſed. And vhileft 
he is ſcowꝛed with graſſe, Ruſsius would haue him to ſtand in 


the houſe, and to be conered witha warme wollen cloth. Foz 


graſle, faith hee, is naturally colde and moiſt, and doth coole a 
Moꝛſe maruellouũiy. Pozeouer, Theomneſtus ſaith, that if a 
ſicke Hoꝛſe ſhould be ſcowꝛed abꝛoad with graſſe, it will make 
bim ſcabby, and the heate of the Sunne will make him to run 
mad. Notwithanding, Camerarius would haue a hozſe, vhen 
he is ſcow2ed, to bee put into ſome-cloſe medowe, wetifen- 
ced with pale oz raile, ſo as hee cannot get out, and chere to 
fedat his owne pleaſure: affirming that to be moſt comfozta- 
ble vnto the Yozle, and to him moſt good, But if nd ; 
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cloſe place is not to be had, than he would haue the graſle to bee 
mowne, and to be put in a flat baſket befozehim to led on in the 
day time: (02 in the night ſeaſon he would haue no graſſe to bee 
giuẽ him, but only the fift part of his aceuſtomed pꝛouender, be⸗ 
ing a litle powdꝛed with ſalt. It is god alſo to ſet falt befoꝛe him 
to licke on once oz twiſe a dap, oz within two oꝛ th2e& dapes at- 
ter he beginneth to fede vpon graſſe, it is neteſſarie to pꝛouoke 
him tonceſe, by blowing this neeſing powder into his noſthꝛils: 
Cake ot Roſemarie of ard, and ol Sage, dꝛied and beaten in- 
to fine powder, of each like weight. Oz if pou will, you map vſe 
chis receite herre fo!lowing,pzeſcribed by the auncient waiters. 
Recipe piperis, pulegii, origani, amarici, Coſtl, Irias, malabatri, 
radicis cocci, of each like weight: foz ſuch neſing doch greatly 
purge his head. And in moſt places now adaies, whileſt hozſes 
are in ſcowꝛing, they ſuffer them to ſlãd a lie in their own dung 
bp to che hard bellies, thinking that to be a great nouriſhing vn⸗ 
to them:albeit J ſe no great reaſon that can be made foz it: foz 
ſure am J, that to their bones it doch no god, & to lie moiſt and 
wet, muſt nerds be hurtfull to their bodies. Mherfoꝛe i they wil 
needes haue them to lie in their dung, J would wiſh them to fol- 
low the turkie vſe: chich as J haue learned is to dꝛie the ir dung 
in the Sunne euen into powder, and to litter them with that. ſo 
ſhal they lie both warme ſolt, dꝛie. Foz their dung being made 
in powder t thicke ſtrewed vnder them, immediatelp dꝛie ch vp 
all thc water that ſhal paſſe from them. At is god alſo accoꝛding 
to ſome alter ſtue dayes ſcowꝛing. in a warme day to wach him 
in ſame freſh oꝛ ſalt ſtreame: and being thꝛoughly dꝛied, to an⸗ 
noint all his bodie with wine and oile mingled together, and fro 
thencefon ch to fede him with graſſe and pꝛouender fo long as 
ſhallbenedfull. Some againe, will not ſcowze their hozſes 
with grafſe, bat with thiſtles: which the Spaniardes did vſe verie 
much here in England with their Jennets: and no doubt, it 
ſcowzeth much, but it nouriſheth not like vntoour graſſe. Some 
againe ſcowze- their Hozſes with Pepons and Pelons cutte 
into ſmall peces, which doe firſt purge by vaine, and after- 
ward doe latte. Grapes alſo and greene Figges, doe purge a 
Moꝛſe, and heale the purſineneſſe, ut wholo liſteth to * 
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his hoꝛſe onelp, and not to fat him, let him take the intrailes of a 
Tench oꝛ of a Barbell cut into mall peces, and giue them to ˙̊ 
poꝛſe todzinke in white wine, loꝛ that wil purge him as a medi- 
cine. Nie allo if it be ſodden, lo as it burſt not, ind then wel dꝛied 
and giuen him in ſtead of pꝛouander, wil not onely purge him, 
but alſo kill the woꝛmes of the belly ifhe eate the rof. But it por 
liſt to raiſe a hoꝛſe ſone that is leane, take one parte of ſodden | 
beanes wel ſalted, and foare parts of wheat bzan mingled wich | 
| the decoction of the beanes afozeſaid, md giue him that ſomtime 
tn the manner ol a mach, and ſomtime as hispzonender,foz chat 
doch fat a hozſe aboue all thinges. Cole woꝛtes alſo being a little 
t ſodden and mingled with wheate bzan and a little ſalt,doth alſo 
fat a hoꝛſe verie ſone, Pozeouer the latty decoction of chꝛæ Tozs 
tewes being well ſodden, their heads, tailes, fete md bones be- 
ing reiected, both ſcowzeth andfatteth a hoꝛſe very much. The 
fgeſhalſoof ſuch Toztewes being mingled with their pꝛouãder 


| is gad foz that parpoſe. Chere is alſo a cozne growing here in 

5 England, called bꝛanke oz bucke, which will raiſe a Bozſe very 
ſone- Hotwithſtanding, J would not with either that, oꝛ any o⸗ 

6 ther wap of ſuch ſodaine raiſing of a hozſes fleth to be vſed. Foz 


ſach fatnes is but puft vp, neuer cõtinuech, as is dayly to well 
pꝛouedinſuch hozſes oz geldings as are bought at hozſeconrſers 
4 hands, ubich moſt commonly ſerk rather to pamper their hoꝛſes 
foz an outward ſhew, than trulp to diet them, to the intent they 
map make the ſoner ſale of them and be at no great charge in 
long ke&eping them. Thus much ol ſcouring e fatting ot hozſes, + 


Ofthe affections of a horſe, and how the keeper ought to behaue him- 
ſelfe, that there may bea mutuall loue betwixt the horſe 
and him. Chap. 24. 


| TE there be affections,aſwell in a hoꝛſe as in euerie other 
veaſt endued with the ſonle ſenſitine, Jam ſure no wiſe 
man doubteth. Foꝛ as God gaue to all ſuch beaſtes the vſe 
of the ſenſes, and the vertue ſenſitiue, tocompzehend thinges 
offered vnto the ſenſes: ſo did he alſo give them a naturall in. 
ftinct oꝛ deſire, called of the Latines Appetitus ſenſitiuus, wher⸗ 
by chey are moued to lone oz to hate, to follow oz flie ſuch things 
as 
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as they do tonceiue, eto reioyce, oꝛ to be ſoꝛie fe che pꝛeſente oz 
abſence of the ſame. Wherfoze al ſuch affects as dobelong vnto 
the power ſenſttine,they haue tommũ with man:as cheſe, loue, 
hatred, anger, top, ſoꝛrow eare, and ſuch like: which affeces,fo; 
chat chey cauſe many times ſtrange motions in the body are to 
be coſideredaſwel of the kæper, as of the Ferrer. And to the in 
tent chat che hoꝛſe be not oppꝛelled with the fozce ofany affect- 
on, ſpecially offeare,hatred, oꝛ w2ath,which be the mot peril- 
lous effects that can be in ahozſe,(foz as ſeare cauſeththe bloud 
and ſpirits to reſoʒt inward, eto leaue the outward partes de⸗ 
Fitute of life and fexling:ſo anger ogaine, and wꝛath on p other 
fide,canſeth him to be vnquiet, fierce andfretting:) the keepers 
office is to pꝛocure the loue of his hozſe, and to delight bim all 
maner of waies, as well wich his voice as doings. Foz though 
the curriſh handling of vnckilfull kerpers, mony hoꝛſes are dꝛi· 
uen into ſuch feare and deſperation, as they become reſtite. and 
haue man ſkittich toies. Some againe are ſo diueliſh foz lacke 
of due coꝛrection when nerd is, as no man map come nig the to 
dꝛelſe them. But becanſe few k&pers can cozrect W diſcretion, 
J would wiſh him rather to vſe no coꝛrection at al. but onely to 
winne bim by gentle meanes:as by faire ſpeaking, ond byoften 
tlawing him, and teeding him by hand. e in Summer ſeaſon,bp 
wiping away flies, motes, oz any other thing that doth annoy 
him: ſo ſhall the hozſe be alwayes glad of him, and reioice in his 
pꝛeſence, t in time betome ſo familiar, as bee will play with him 
like a dog. Foz truelp, vnleſſe their bea mutual lone betwixt che 
kerper and the hozſe, the hoꝛſe ſeldome oz neuer battlech. Foz if 
the kerper lone not his hoꝛſe, he wil neuer meat him thꝛoughly, 
noꝛ delight to dꝛeſle him, noꝛ the hozſe will be delighted with 
his dꝛeſling. And therefoꝛe the chiefeſt point of a hozſe+ 
BRerper, is to loue his hoꝛſe, and toſeke to be loued 
.againe of him: ſo ſhal be p2ofite the Bozſe, 
and pleaſure his maiſter.And 
thus J end this. 
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Llhorſes forthe moſt part do come vn- 

BEN cotheir decay ſooner than they ſhould 
o, by one of theſe foure waies: that is to 

8 ee y, either for lacke of being well bred, 
fp { orthrough the raſhneſſe of the rider, the 
WI nepliperice of the keeper, or elſe through 
the vnskilfulneſſe of the Ferrer: and ther- 
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famous Ferrer, vnder whom he ſerued whileſt ling Henry the eight 
of good memorie liued. And as for theſhooing of great horſes, be- 
jeeue he fatre paſſeth him, yea and all other Ferrers that euer I knew 
in Italy or elſe where, And thetefore knowing him ſo much to excell 
therein, I did not onely diſcourſe with him at the full, touebing the 
true order of paring and ſhooing al maner of hooues: butalſo cauſed 
him to make me certaine paternes of diverſe ſhooes to ſerue diuerſe 


hooues, the ſhapes whereof you haue hereafter preſented fo nigt as 


may 


To the Gentlemen of England, 


may be, together with my whole diſcourſe briefly told touching the 
ſame, Wherein I vſed the more diligence, becauſe I my ſelfe haue 
ſeen diuerſe trim horſes, having naturally of themſelues vetie perfect 
hooues,that by meanes of vnskilfull Ferrers, (not knowing how to 
pare the hooue, and to faſhiõ the ſhooe, ſo at it ought to be)to fit the 
foote, haue had in verie ſhort ſpace as weak and euill hooues as was 
poſsible. Whereas contrariwiſe a sxcilfull Ferrer by Art and diligẽ ce, 
can quickly make a weake hoofe ſtrong. Which Art is here ſoplain- 
ly taught, as everie plaine ſmith, if he will apply his mindethereunto, 
may ſoone learne the ſame to his owne praiſe, and the great benefite 
of you Gentlemen that delight to keepe good horſes, & to haue the 
well ſhod ʒand the rather through your good inſtructions, after that 
you haue once read and well conſideted this booke: for Iam ſure 
that few or none ofthe country ſmithes can read. There reſteth ther- 
fore now, nothing more for me to ſay, but that as this book is chiefly 
for your beuefite, ſo it we pleaſe you, firſt to bee thankefull to my 
good Lotd of Leiceſter for firſt procuring the ſame, and ſecondly to 
Martin for his knowledgevyttered therin: For as for mine own part, 
being a poore Gentleman my ſelfe, I thinke my ſelfe bound to gra- 
tific all honeſtGentlemen, and to ſerue my Countrey by all 
. ſuch meanesas I poſsibly can, without looking for 
any thanks at all: aſſuring my ſelfe that 
how ſmall ſoeuer my deſert be, you 
will accept my good will 
in good part.

The firſt Chapter. 


Aning hitherto ſafficient- 
ly ſpoken as wel ot᷑ things 
naturall, whereof the hoꝛſe 
is compounded, as alſo ol 
things not naturall, wher⸗ 
by he is nonriſhed, 4main- 
tained in health: and there- 
in bzicflp touched all the 
particular parts and mem 
bers belonging to p office 
of the kerper: it is now re⸗ 
quiũte that we ſpeakof the 
things againff nature, the 
knowledge whereof, moff 
chielly appertainethto the office of the Ferrer. Things againſt 
nature be thoſe wherbp the healthful tate ofthe beaſt his body 
doth decap:e ſuch thinges accoꝛding to the learned Phyſicians 
be in number ther. That is to ſap,þ caules, the ſickneſſe,amd ac⸗ 
cidents following ſicknes, ahich accidents are called of che La⸗ 
tines by the Greeke name Symptomata: uhereof J purpoſe not 
here to make any ſpeciall treatie, but to mingle them together 
— the diſeaſes, accoꝛding as all mine Authoꝛs haue done be- 

e me. 


Of cauſes and kindes thereof, Chap.2. 


TY cauſes of fickneſſe be vnnaturall affects,o2 euill diſps- 
ſitions pzec>ding ckeneſe, and pzonoking the ſame, 
which of themſelnes doe not hinder che actions of the bodie, 
but by meanes of ſickeneſſe comming betwirt. Df cauſes, 
ſome bee called internall, and ſome externall. Internall bee 
be thoſe that bꝛerd with in the bodie of þ beaſt,agenill iuice. Ex- 
ternal be thoſe that chance outwardly to the body, as heat, cold, 
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o2 the finging of a ſerpent,q ſuchlike. Jn knowing the cauſe of 
euerie diſeaſe,conſifethþ chiefe ſaill ofthe Ferrer. Foz vnleſſe 
be knoweth ß canſe of thediſeaſe.it is vnpoſſible foz him to cure 
it well and ſkilfally. And therefoze 4 with all Ferrers, to be di⸗ 
ligent,in ſ&@king to know the cauſes of al diſeaſes,as wel in the 
parts ſtmilar, as inſfrumental, and to know itbether ſuch canſes 
be ſimple, oꝛ compoũd: i; as they be ſimple oz compound,ſo doe 
they ingender ſimple oz compound diſeales. 


Officknefle what it is, and how many generall kinds there be, 
alſo with what order the diſeaſes of horſes ate in this booke 
declared. And finally, of the foure times belonging 

| to euerie ſickeneſſe. Chap. 3. | 
CEE affect contrarp to nature, hindering, ol it 
ſelle, ſome action of the bodie. Ok ſickenelle there bee 
th:& generall kindes, whereof the firſt conſſtech in the parts 
ſimilar: the ſecond in che partes inſtrumentall: and the chird 
in boch parts together. The firſt kind, is called of the Latines 
Intemperies, that is to ſap, euill temperature, which is either 
ſtmple oꝛ compound. It is ſimple, when one qualitie onelie 
doth abounde oz excæde to much, as to be to hot, oꝛ too colde. It 
is compound, as when many qualities doe excꝶde, as when the 
body is too hotte and too dꝛie, oꝛ to tolde and too moiſt. The ſe- 
cond kind is called Mala conſtitutio, that is to ſay, an euill ſlate 
oʒ compoſition: which is to bee conſidered, either by the ſhape, 
number, quantity, oz ſite of che member, oz parte euill afle- 
ſted and diſeaſed. The third kinde is called Vnitatis ſolutio, that 
is to ſap, che loſening oꝛ diuiſion ofthe vnitie, thichas it may 
chance digerſlp,ſo it hath diners names atcoꝛdingly: foꝛ if ſuch 
ſolution, oꝛ diuiſton be in a bone, then is it called a fracture: if it 
be in any fleſhie parte, then is it called a wounde oꝛ vlcer, in the 
veines a rupture, in the ſinewes a conuulſon 02 crampe, and in 
the ſkin an excoꝛiation. Againe, of diſeaſes ſome be called long, 
and ſome ſharpe and ſhoꝛt, called of the Latines, Morbi acuti, 
which be perillous, and do quickly kill the bodie. The long, doe 
tarrie longer by it. Pet moꝛeouer, chere is ſickneſſe by it ſelfe, 
andſicknedebp conſent. Sickneſſe by it ſelie, is that as 


ug 
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ing in ſome member, hindereth the action thereof by it ſelfe. 
Sicknes bp cõſent, is deriued out of one member into another, 
thzongh the neighboorhod ndcommunity that is betwirt the x 
as the paine of the head which cometh from the fomach. Thus 
the learned Phyſicias ichich wzite of mans body, do dinide fick- 
nes. But Abſirtus wziting ofhozſeleach craſt, ſaith that of ſick- 
neſſe oꝛ rather maladie(fo2 ſo he tearmeth it, vũng that wozd as 
agenerall name to all maner of diſeaſes that be in a hoꝛſe) there 
be fourekinds:that is to ſap, che moiſt maladie, the dzie maladp, 
the maladpof the iopntes,and the malady betwixt the fleſh and 
the ſkinne. The moiſt malady is chat which wee call the Glan- 
ders. Thedziemaladie is an incurable conſumption, which 
ſome perhaps would call themourning of the cheine, but not 
rightlp,as ſhall well appeare vnto pon hereafter. The mala- 
die ofthe joints compꝛehendeth all griefes and ſozancesthatbe 
in the ioints. And the maladie betwirt the fleſh and the ſkinne,is 
that which we call theſcabbe:vnto which fonre kindes of ma- 
ladies, Vegetius addeth chꝛæ others, that is, the Farcine, the 
paine of the reines oz kidneies,4 the cankred manginefſe,moſt 
commoylp called ofthe olde wꝛiters the lep;oſie, andſo make 
ſeven kinds ofmaladies,vader which al other particular dilea⸗ 
ſes are compꝛehended. | 
Againe, Laurentius Ruſsivs,vſecanother kind ol diuiſion of 

ſickneſſe. Ot hoꝛſes diſeaſes (ſaich he) ſome be natural, and ſome 
accidentall, Che natural be choſe that doe come either chꝛough 

the exceſſe, oꝛ lacke, of engendꝛing ſerde, oꝛ by erroz of nature, 
in milfoming the poung, oz elſe bp ſome defect of thedamme, oz 

ſire, in that perhappes they beediſeaſed within, and haue their 
ſede coꝛrupted The accidentalldiſeaſesbe thoſe, that come by 

chance, as by ſurfetting of cold, heate and ſuch like thing. But 

fozſomuch as none oftheſe wꝛiters doe follow their owne dini- 

ſions,ns; handle the parts hereof accoꝛdinglp: to auoide their 

confuſion, and to teach plainlyʒ i thought good therefoze to vſe 

this my own diuiſion e oꝛder heere following.

ſuch like, which pzoperly map be called ſoꝛrãces oꝛ gricfs. Third 
lp.

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Hob it is neceſfarie to knowe, chat to euerie diſeaſes; malady, 
belongeth loure ſeuerall times, that is to ſay, the beginning, the 
increaſing, the fate, and declination, which times are diligitly 
to be obſerued ol þferrer,becanſe they require diuers applying 
of medicine: foꝛ that medicine which was met to be vſed in the 
beginning of the diſeaſe, perhaps is not to be vſed,in the declina⸗ 
tion thereof :and that ubich is requiſite and very nerdlull, to bee 
applied in the ſtate, oꝛ chiefeſt of the diſeaſe, may perhaps be ve- 
rie dangerous to be bled in the beginning.

Truelp, Jthinke that noenill wap, 
il they can diſcerne with their ſenſe of ſmelling, che dinerſitie of 
ſauours, that commeth out ol his noſtrils, and then aptly apply 
the ſame to the humours, whereot᷑ ſuch ſanours be bꝛed, f ſo 02- 
derlp to ſeke out the oziginall cauſe oſ his ſickneſſe. But 3 fear 
me, that moze Ferrers ſmeil without iudgement, thã with (ach 
iudgement: and no maruel why, ſith that kew oꝛ none be learned 
oz haue ben bꝛought vp with ſkilful maſters. But from hence. 
fozth J truſt that this mp trauel, wil cauſe ſuch Ferrers as can

Hoꝛle ſhould haue an Ague, oꝛ Fever:but it was not ſtrange 
vnto 
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vnto p men of old time. as to Abſirtus, Hierocies, Xenophon, 
Vegetius, 4 luch like old ſouldioꝛs, thꝛoughly experimented in 
hozſes griefes:A Feuer, accoꝛding to the learned Phyſteiãs is 
an vnnatural and immoderate heat, which pꝛocæding firſt from 
the heart, pzeadeth it ſelfe thzoughont all the artires and veines 
of the bodp, and ſo letteth the actfongthereof. 

Df Feuers there be thz& generall kindes, whereof the firſf, 
is that which bꝛerdeth in p ſpirits, being inflamed oz heated moze 
than their nature requireth. The ſecond bzeedeth in the humoꝛs 
being allo diſtempered bp heat. The third in the firmepartesof 
the bodie,being continually hotte. Mhat ſpirites, and humoꝛs 
bee, hath bcene tolde pon befoze in the keepers office. Df theſe 
the generall kindes do ſpzing-many other ſpectall kinds, as 
Nuotidias, Tertians, Nuartanes, Feauers Þectique, md very 
many others, whereunto mans body is ſubiect, whereof none 
of my Authours do treate,vnleſſe it be Vegetius, who ſpeaketh 
ſomewhat ot a Feauer Quotidian, of a Feuer continuall, and 
alſo of a Feaner accidentall. ie ſpeaketh alſo of Summer, Au- 
tninne, x Winter Feauers, without making anp great diffe- 
rence betwirt them, moze than that one is woꝛſe than another 
by reaſon of the time and ſeaſon of the pear:ſo that ineffectal is 
but one Feauer.Wherefoze accoꝛding vnto Abſirtus opinion, 
J will bzicflp ſhewe pon firſt the cauſes whereof it pꝛoceedes, 
and then the ſignes how to know it, and finallp how to care the 
ſame. 

The Fener chancethſometimebp ſarfetting ofertreamlaboz 
oꝛ exerciſe, as of t much trauelling, 4x ſpecially in bot weather, 
of tw ſwift gallopping c running, and ſomtime by extream heat 
of the Sunne, and alſo by extream cold ol the aire, and ſomtims 
it bꝛeꝛdeth of cruditie oz rawe digeſtion, ubich many times hap» 
peneth by onergre&dy eating of ſweet greene coꝛne, ox of ſuch 
pꝛouender as was not thzoughly dziednoz-cteanſed: foz. after 
ſuch gredp eating, and ſpecially ofſuch meates, neuer follow⸗ 
eth perfect digefffon. The ſignes to knowe a Feuet bes the ſe: 
The hoꝛſe doth continually hold dowone his head, and is not a. 
ble to lift it vppe, his eyes are blowen ſo as hee cannot eaſily o- 
pen them: pea, and many times thep bee watering: the 
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his lippes and of all his bodie is luſh and feeble, his ones hang 
low, his body is hot, and his bzeath is alſo verie hot andſfrong, 
be ſtandeth weakly on his legges, and in his going dꝛaweth chẽ 
la zilp after him, yea, he cannot go but very ſoftly, and that ſtag- 
gering here and there, he wil lie daun on his ſide, and is not able 
to turne himſelle, oꝛ to wallow:he fozſaketh his meat. both hate 
and pꝛouender, md is deſirous of nothing but of dꝛinke, which 
as Abſirtus ſaith is an aſſured token ot a Feuer:he alſoflepec 
but little. The cure and diet. Let him blond in the face and tem⸗ 
ples, and alſo in the palat ofhis mouth, andthe firſt dap gine him 
no meate, but onely warme dꝛinke, and that by little and little.

thong bout all the veines of che body, end ſometimes perhappes 
remaining onelp in che head, oz elſe in the ſplene; oz placts next 
chereunto adiopning, The other madde bozſe was a Noane of 
Maiſter Achleis, maiſter of che Jewell houſe, which. with —

teeth cruſhed his maiſlers right fozefinger in peeces, whileft hee 
offered him alittle haſeto eate, wherby he loſt in a maner the vſe 
of his thole hand, to the great griete ot᷑ al his friends, and alſoof 
all the Muſes, which were wont to be much delighted with ſuch 
paſling ſwerte muſicke as that his fine quauering hand could 
ſometime make vpon diuers inſtrumentes, but ſpectally vpon 
the virginals.

But now as touching the canſes, ſignes, and 
cure ot᷑a hoꝛſes n ſle, vou ſhall heare the opinion of old wʒi⸗ 
ters: ſoʒ Marcin toe ſuch ture in hand Abſirtus, md the 
other Auchoꝛs befoze mentioned ſap, chat the madneſle of a hoꝛie 
commeth either by meanes of ſome extreame heat, taken bptra- 
velling,o2 long ſtanding in the hot ſunne,ozelſeby cating ouer 
many ſitches, oꝛ by ſome hotte blond reſozting to the pannicles 
of the bꝛaine, oꝛ thꝛough abundance of choler,remaining in the 
veines,02 elſe by dꝛinking of ſom very bnwhollom water · The 
fignes be theſe, he wil bite the manger and his owne bodie,and 
runne vpon euerp man that comes nighhim,he willcontinual- 
ly ſhake his eares, nd ſtare with his eies, i tome at the mouth, 
and alſo ag Hy ppocrates ſaich. he wil toꝛſake his meat and pine 
bimſelfe with hunger.

Bumeli- 
us ſaith, that if pou giue him mans dung in wine to dzinke th:& 
moznings together, it will heale him:alſo to take of hlack Elle- 
hoeus, two oꝛ thee bandfuls, ę boile it in a ſuſticient quũtity of 
ſtrong Uinegar, md there with rub and chafe both bis head,e alt 
his bodte once oz twiſe in a dap, fon the oftener his head is rab- 
bed the better, and oftenexerciſeis very pꝛoſitabie to all his bo- 
die.

TB is a kind ol conuulſion 02: crampe, called of the La- 
tines by the Greeke name Epilepſia, in Italian, Il morbo 
carduco, depzining the beaſt at certaine times. andfoz a cer= 
taine ſpace, of the vie of feeling, hearing, and ſ&ing, and 
of all the other ſenſes. And although it be a diſeaſe that hach bin 
ſeldome ſerne to chance vats hoꝛſes of chis Countrey, pet it ap- 
peareth by Abſirtus, and alſo by Vegetius, and diuerſe others, 
that hoꝛſes be ſabiec thereunto. Foz Abſirtus waiting vnto his 
friend Tiberius Claudius, ſaith· that vnto hoꝛſes chãteth many 
times the falling ſickneſle The ſignes whereof are theſe. The 
hoꝛſe wil fall do wne ſuddenlp, partly thzough the reſolation of 
his members, and partly thꝛough diſtenũon of his ſinewes, and 
all his body wil quiver and quake, and ſomtime hee wil ſome at 
the mouch. Vegetius againe wꝛiteth inthts ſoꝛt: By a certain 
cout ſe oł the moone ho: ſes and ocher beaſs many times do fal, 
and die foz a time as wel as men. The ũgnes whereof are theſe; 
Being kallen, their bodies wil qutuer quake, and their mouchs 
wil tome, and when a mon would think that they would die out 
al hand they riſe ſuddenly vp, and fall ta their meat. And by fee- 
ling the griſtle of the ir noſtrits with pour finger you ſhal know 
beter they wil lal often oꝛ not: fox the moꝛe colde the griftts 
be, che oftenerz ond the leſſe cold it be, the ſeldomer chey wil fall.

He Apoplerie, is a diſeaſe depziuing all the whole bodie 

of ſenſe and moouing. And if it depzioe but part of the bo» 

die, then it is called of the Latines by the Greke name, Pa- 

ralyſis, in our tongue a palſie. It pꝛoceedes of colde, groſſe, 


and tough humozs, oppzelling the bzaine all at once, which 


map bzeed partly of crudities and raw digeſtion, and partly by 
meanes of ſome hurt in the head, taken by a fall, ſtripe oꝛ other- 
wile.

But if the body be 
ſtarke, and ſtraite, bowing neither lo ward noꝛ backward, then 
it is called ũmply in Greek Ietanos, in Latine Diſtenſio oꝛ Ri- 
gor: which names alſo are applied to the line conuniſions of the 
necke. Hotwithſtanding. Vegetius wziting ofthe diſeaſe,intitu- 
lethhis chapters de Roboroſis,a range tearine, and not tobe 
found againe in any other Authour. A conuulſion, as I ſaid be, 
foze,map chance as well to one part oʒ member of the bodie, as 
to the whole body: as to the eye, to the ſuin ol the foꝛehead, to the 
rotes of ptongae, to the iawes, to the lips, to the arme, hand. oʒ 
legge:that is to ſap, whenſcener the inewe oꝛ muſcles,. ſeruing 
to the maning of that part is enn affectedozgrieved.Df which 
conuniſtons, though there be many diuerſe cauſes: yet Hyppo- 
crates hꝛingeththem all into two: that is to ſap, into ſulneſle, and 
emptinelle:foꝛ when a conuulſion pꝛoceedeth ether of ſome in⸗ 
flammation,cfſuperfluonseating oꝛ dʒinking.oꝛ fo2 lack of due 
purgation, oꝛ of ouermuch reſi and lacke ol exerciſe, al ſuch cau⸗ 
ſes ate to be referred to repletion oz ſulnes. But if a conuulſion 


come by meanes of ouermuchpurging oz bleeding, oꝛ much wat 


ching, extreame laboꝛ long faſting;o; by wounding oz pꝛicking 
of p news, chẽ al ſuch cauſes are to bereferrevvato emptines. 
And it che conun ion pꝛocæde offulnefſe, ft chancethſuddentp, 
and all at once: but if of emptineſſe, then it commeth by little 
and little, and ieiſurely. Beſides theſe kindes of connalſions, 
there is alſo chancingmanp times in a mans fingers, legges + 
toes, another kind of conuulſion, which map be called a windie 
conuulſton, foꝛ chat it pzor&@ds of ſom grofſe oꝛ tough vxpoꝛ, en⸗ 
tred into the bꝛanches of the ſinewes, which makech chẽ to ſwell 
like a luteffring in moyſt weather: which thonghit bee berie 
pa inetul fo2 pᷣ time, yet it may be ſone dꝛiuen awap, by ehaſing 
o2rubbing the mender grieued with a warme cloth. And this 
kind of conuulſion oꝛ cramp, chacethalſomany tiniesto.ahoz- 
ſes hinder legges, landing in the fable. Foz Jhanefe&ne ſome 
mp ſeiſe, chat have had oneoftheir hinder legs dꝛawne vp with

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dene able to ffirre it neither cootd the hoꝛle bimſelfe ſet it down 
to the ground ol a long ſeaſon, which J chinke might be ſone re · 
medied:firſt by continnatl chafing and fretting his legge, wich a 
god wiſpe, ans then by tying vp the ather hinder leg, oz elſe the 
fozeleg on the ſoze ſide, wher by he ſhould be fozced t᷑o ſet down 
the pained leg. Thus tar J haue diſcourſed of the connniſton' of 
ſine wes, and ol the cauſes therof,accozding toþ opinions of the 
learned Phyſicians. Now J will bꝛieũy ſhew pon the cauſes, 
fiqnes, end cure thereof, accoꝛding to the doctrine of mine au- 
chours that wꝛite of hoꝛſeleachceratt.Abſirtus ſaith, chat this dit⸗ 
eaſe doth come, eicher by dꝛiuing the hoꝛſe into a ſweate, when 
be halteth,o2 foʒ that hee hach trodden vpon ſom naile, oz by ta- 
king cold after iournping, mo ſweating in winter ſeaſon, ther 
by his lippes are clung together, oꝛ by long lying and reſt after 
ſwoating, uherby the ſinewes of his ſwelegs be numme oz by 
hauing ſom ſtripe on his pꝛiuie members oz by long trauelling 
in the cold mountaines, where ſnowe and iſe doch abound. Foz 
Theomneſtus wꝛitech, chat comming out ot Pæonis, wich pking 
and his armp, and paſling ouer pᷣmountaines to go into Italx, 
there fell ſuch abundance of ſnowe, as not onely many ſouldi⸗ 
ours died, ſitting dill ontheir hozſes backes, with cheir wespõos 
in their hands, being ſo ſtark e and ſiffe, and cleaning ſo faſt to 
their ſaddles, as they could not eaſtly be pulled out of them: but 
alſo diuerſe hozſes in their going were ſo nũmed as they could 
not bow their legs: yea and ſome were found ſarke dead, ſtan⸗ 
ding fill on their tete. and few Hoꝛſes none eſcaped at that 
time free from pconunlſionof finewes,infomuch chat Theom- 
neſtus his owne hozle which her toaeddearelp, was foze-vered - 
chere wich.

Martin 
ſaith, it is god to purge his head bp perluming him with Fraks 
incenſe, and alſo tu pꝛouoke bim to næſe, by chꝛuſting two goſe 
feathers dipt in aue de Bay vp into his noſtrils, and chen to trot 
him vp and downe the ſpace of hal ie an houre, fo2 cheſe feachers 
will make bim ta caſt immedistiy at the noſe.Laurentiu Ruſ-

hozſe haltech, whether p fault be in his choulder, hippe, leg, ioint 
oz fœte, J thinke it not god to ſeparate thoſe parts aſunder, ſpe⸗ 
cially ſith nature hach ioined them together, chat is to ſay, the 
ſhoulders to the fozelegs,and the hips to the hinder legges. And 
therfoze accozding to natures ozder,J wil treat of chem in their ' 
pꝛoper plate: chat is to ſap,after chat J haue ſhewed pou all th 
diſeaſes that be in the inward parts of a hoꝛſes body, not only a · 
bone þ midziffe,as the diſeaſes of the thꝛoat.lungs, bꝛeaſt, t hart, 
but alſo vnder the midziffe, as thoſe of the ſkomach, liner, guts, 
and of all p reſt. And firſt, as touching the diſeaſes of þ chꝛoat, f 
glanders, and ſtrangulion, to all hoꝛſes is moſt common. 
Of the glanders, and ſtrangulion, ſo called aceording to the 
| Italian name, Srrangnylione, Chap. xv. 


Ott Ferrers do take the glanders and ſtrangulion, to bee 

all one diſeaſe, but it is not ſo: foz the glaunders is chat 
which the Phyſicians call Tonſillæ, and the ſfrangulion is 
that which chey call in Latine Angina, in Gr&ke Sy- 
nanchi, and wee commonly call it in Engliſhe, the ſquinan- 
cie, oꝛ quinzie. Tonſillæ, is interpꝛeted by them to be inflama- 
tions of the kirnels, called inLatin Glandes, in Italian Glandu- 
læ, which lie on each ſive ofthe chꝛote, vnderneath the rote of the 
tong.nigh vnto the ſwallowing place:of uhich woꝛd glandes, o 
glandulæ, I thinte we bozrow this name glanders. Foz ub# the 
hozfe is troubled with this diſeaſe,he& hach great kirnels vnder- 
neath his ia wes, eaſie to be ſeen oz felt, pain ing him ſo,as he can 
not eaſily ſwallowe dobone his meate: which commech firft of 
cold diſtillation out of che head. But if ſuch kirnels be not infla- 
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med, chey will perhaps go away of themſelues:o2 elſe by laping 


alittle hote hozſe dung and ſtraw vnto them, p warmth thereof 
wil diſſolue them, and make them to vaniſh away, But if they 
be inflamed, chey wil not go awap, but increaſe t ware greater, 
and greater, um be moze painetul euery dap chan other, e cauſe 
the hozſe to caſt continually filthy e ſtinking matter ont at his 
noſe. The cure bherof,acco2ding to Martin, is thus. Firſt ripe 
p kirnels with this plaiſter. Cake o bzan two handfuls, oz as 
much as wil thicken a quart ol Mine oꝛ Ale:then pat thereunto 


balfe a pound of hogs greaſe, and baile them together, and lay 


it hot to the ſoze with a cloch, rene wing it euery dap vntill it bee 
ready to bꝛeake: chen lance it, and let out all the matter, and 
faint it with a faint offlare,diptin this ſalue: take of Turpen- 
tine, ol hogs greaſe, ol e quantitie, and a little ware, and 
melt them together, an the taint euery dap vntill it bee 
bole. Laurentius Ruſsius ſaith, this diſeaſe is very common to 
Colts, becauſe in them doch abound flurible moiſture, apt toſbe 
diſlolaed with euerie little heat, and to turn to putrifaction: and 
therefozeifthe hoꝛſe be not ouer pong, he wold haue pon firſt to 
let him blond in the necke veine, and then to lay vnto the ſoze a 
ripening plaiſter, made of allowes, Linſædes, New. Moꝛm- 
word, ground Jnie,oile of Baies, and Dialthea, and to annoint 
his chꝛote alſo, and all the ſoze place, with freſh butter: and the 
ſozebeing ripe, to lance it, oꝛ elſe to roll it, that the matter may 
come foꝛch. Butik the kirnels wil not decreaſe with chis, chen ta 
pull them awap by the rotes, and to dzie vp the vicerous place 
wanointment made of valleaktlime,Pepper,\5zimſfone, Nis 
trum,andoile Sliue. Jt thall be good alſs to purge his head by 
Eau him euery dap ante, in ſuch ſozt as hath beenbefoze

Becauſe many 
doo hold opinion, that this diſeaſe doch conſume the marow ol 
the backe: fo2 remedie whereof, chep vie ftrange kindes ol 
cures.. Foz ſome taking it tobe a rheume, go about to ſtop it, 
by laying aſtrictiue,oz binding charges vnto the nape of 8ᷣ neck. 
Some againe do twine out ß pith vf the backe with a long wire 
thzuſt vp into the hoꝛſes head, and to into his necke and backe, 
with whatreaſon A know not. Mell, J unow. chat feweVozſes 
doe retouer chat haue thisdiſeaſe. Some againe thinke that 
lunges of the Bozfe be rotten, and that the doꝛſe doth caſt them 
out at his noſe. But Maria ſayth. bath cut vp diverſe 
hozſes which haue been indged to Ned ul themourning of 
the Chine, but he tould neuer find either back oz tungs to be pe · 
riſhed, but oneip the Liner, and moſt commonlp that five of the 
Liuer, which anlwereth che noltrill wherathecafteth;whereof- 
we wiltalke in his pꝛoper place, when we come to ſpeake of che 
diſeales in the Liner. The Italians do cal this diſeaſe Ciamorro, 
the old Authoꝛs doe call it the moiſt maladie, whereof Theom- 
neſtus maketh two differences. Foz in the one, the mater which 
he doth caſt at the noſe is white, and doth not imell at all, and in 
the other, chat which de caſteth is a filthp and ſtinking cozrupti- 
on; They pꝛoctede both of colde humours congealed in þ bead, 
bat moze.abounding in the one than inthe other:bp reaſon pers 
haps,that the hozfe wasnotcuredin time: fo; of colde firſt cõ 
meth the Pole, and the cougb,thenthe glandets,and laſt of al, 
the mourning ol the chine. When ß hoꝛle cafteth matter at the 
noſe,that is not ſtinking map be eaſily cured, by ſuch reme- 
dies as haue been befoze ed in the Chapter of þ: Pole: but 
if che matter be very filthy and ſinking, then it is verie hard to 
cure. Motwithuanding, it — me to wzite vnto you 
berre, che experience of Iheomneſtus, of Laurentius Ruſsius.

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chꝛe doies:and it᷑ that do not pꝛoſft him, chen let him dzinb euery 
dap ox once in two daies, a qnart ofolde wine, mingted with 
ſome of the medicine, oꝛ rather the pzecions meat, called of the 
old wziters Tetrapharmacum, and that wil reſtoze him to his 
fozmer eſtate. Laurentius Ruſsius ſaith,thatof all diſeaſes there 
ts none moꝛe perilious,nozmoze to be ſuſpeaed, than y rheume 
which commeth of cold,foz Hoꝛſes haue large Conduites . ⁊ are 
fall ofmoiſtare,+therefoze if cold once enter, itfindeth matter 
inougb towozkon, to bꝛæed continual diſtillation, as well out 
wardlp at the noſe,as inwardlp,defcending downe to the vital 
parts,inſach ſozt,as it doth ſuffocateþ ſame. The ſignes accoz- 
ding to þ ſaid Ros ius be thele. Thehoxſe dothcaft matter cbti- 
nally at the noſe ſomtime thinne and ſomtime thicke, dis no 
ſcrils, eares,. and al bis outward parts, wil be cold to the fcling: 
his etes head; and all his body heauy, and he wil cough, baue 
\mall appetite to his meat. and leſſe to his dzink, and ſometime 
he wil tremble and ſhake.

wing. Cake as much of þ midle bark of an Elder tre, growing 
on the water ſide, as wil fill a new earthen pot of a meane ſiſe, 
putting thereunto as much clear water, as the pot wil hold, and 
let it boile vntill the one halle be conſumed: and then to be filled 
vp againe with freſh water, continuing ſo to do thz> times one 
after another, and at the laſt time that the one halfe is conſumed 
take it from the fire, and ſiraine it thzough a linnen cloth. Then 
take two parts of that decacdion, and one part of hogs greaſe,o; 
butter, being warmed againe together giue the hoꝛſe to dzink 
therofone hoznefal,and powꝛe another hoznful into his noffrill 
that caſteth, and vhenſoeuer pougiue him this medicine,let the 
Pozſe be empty and faſting, and keep him without meate alſo, 
two oꝛ thꝛe houres after. Fo2 this is a very goddzinke fo any 
ſickneſle that commeth ol colde. oꝛeouer, open the ſkin of his 
fozehead,and of his temples, alſo of his taile, with a ſharp hot 
tron, that the coꝛrupt humours, map iſſue outward. That done, 
take hot bꝛickes . oꝛ els a pan ot᷑ freſh burning coales, and hold it 
nigh vnto his vellp,z flanks, to the intent they map be thzough- 
ly warmed and being ſo warmed annoint them all over, with 
vile de Bap, oz Dialthea, to defend his body from the cold, & let 
bis head be wel couered, and all his belly kept warme.

lingale, t ſuch hot ſpices. And his meat in Winter ſeaſon would 
bs no other but ſodden cozne oꝛ warm maſhes, made of ground 
Mault and wheat bzan:in Summer ſeaſon if he went to graſſe, 
A thinke it would do him moſt god, ſo that he go in a dꝛie warm 
groud:foz by fœding alwaies down ward he ſhal purge his head 
the better, as Ruſsius ſaith. Thus much of the Glanders, and 
mourning ot the Chine. Now we wil ſpeake ſomewhat of the 
ir ſtrangulion, 
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ffrarigulion, actoꝛding to opinion of the authoꝛs, though not 
to the latiſfaction perhaps of our Engliſh Ferrers, 


Of the Strangulion or Squinancie. Chap. Ixyii. 
TE frangulion, called or the Latines Angina, accoz- 
ding to the Phyſicians,is an inflamation of the inwarde 
partes ofthe thzoat,anvas J ſayd befme, is called of þGreks 
Synanchi, which is as much to ſay in Engliſh as a ſtrangling, 
whereol this name ſtrangulion as J thinke is deriued: fo; this 
diſeaſe dooth Urangle epther man oz beaf, and theretoze 
is numbꝛed amongſt the perillous and ſharpe diſeaſes called of 
the Latines Morbi acuti, ot ſchich ſtrangling the Phyſicians 
in mans body make kfonre differences. The ſirſt and woztt is, 
when no part within the mouth no without, appeareth mani- 
feffly to be inflamed, and pet the patient is in great perrill of 
ftrangling. The ſecond is, when the inward ports ol the thꝛoat 
only be inflamed. The tbird is, when the inward and outward 
parts ofthe thꝛoat be bothinflamed: The fourth is, when the 
muſcles of the necke are inflamed,ozthe inwarde joints thereof 
ſoloſened,as they fraiten cherby both the thꝛoat, oꝛ weſand, o: 
windpipe: foz ſhozt bzeath is incident to all the ſoure kindes be- 
foꝛe recited, and they pzoceedall of one cauſe: that is to ſap, of 
ſome cholerick oz blondy fluxion, which comes out of the bꝛan⸗ 
ches ot the thꝛoat veins into thoſe parts, and there bzedeth ſom 
hot inflimation, But now to pꝛoue that a hozſe is ſubiea to this 
diſeaſe, vou chall heare what Abſirtus, Hierocles, Vegetius, and 
others doe ſay.” Abſirtus Wziting to his friend a certa in Ferrer 
oz hoꝛſeleach, called Aiſtoricus, ſpeaketh in this maner. When 
a hoꝛſe hath Þ 2 — ktileth him the ũgns ther» 
of be thele. Bis temples willbe holl@;his tong wil t well and 
hang out of his mouth, bis head and eyes will be (wollen, and 
the paſſage ol his thꝛoat ſtopt ſo as he can neither eat noz dꝛink. 
Al theſe ſigns be allo canũcmed by Hierocles. Pozeoner, Vege⸗ 
tius rendꝛeth p canfe of this diſeaſe,affirming that it pꝛocædeti 
of abundance of ſabtil bload, thich after long trauel wil inflame 
the inward oz outward muſcles ol the thꝛoat 62 weſand.oz ſuch 
allluence ol blond map come, by vle of hot meates _ — |

trauell, being lo slteratiue, as che taule thole pafis ts ſwell in 
ſuch ſoꝛt as p hozſe can neither eat nozdzink,noz dzaw bis bzeth.

led with the powder of dogs dung that is white, and ſwallowed 
downe,doth remedy þ ſquinancie pzeſently. Abſirtus alſo pzai- 
ech the ointment made of Bedellium, and when the inflamatio 
beginneth ſ(omwhat todecreaſe,he ſapth it is god to purge the 
vozſe. vy gining bim wild Cucumber, and Mitre to dʒzinke. Let 
his meate bee graſſe il it may be gotten, ozelſe met Haie, and 
fpzinkled with Hitre. Let his dzink allo be lune wame water, 
with ſome barly meale init. ;

O02 Conghes ſome bee outwarde, and ſame bee inward.

Ofthe inwar d and wet cough. Chap. lxix. 


O F inwarde Coughes ſome be wet and ſome be dꝛy. The 
wet congh is that, which commeth of colde, taken after 
ſome great heate giuen to che Yozſe, dilloluing humours, 
which being afterwarvecongealed, doe cauſe obFrucion and 
ſtopping in the lungs. And J call it the wet cough, becauſe che 
hoꝛſe in his conghing, wil voide moiſt matter at his mouth af- 
fer that it is once bzoken. The ſignes be theſe. Che hoꝛſe wil be 
deaup, and his eies wil run a water, t he wil fozſake his meate, 
and when hee cdugheth he thꝛuſteth out his head, and reacheth- 
with great pain at the firſt, as though de had a dꝛie tough. vntil 
che fleamebe bꝛoken, and then he wil cough moꝛe hollow, which 
fs a ſigne of amendment. And therfoze, acroꝛding to Martins ex⸗ 
perience, to the inte che fleame map bzeak the loner, it ſhal be 
neceſſarie to keep him warme, by clothing him with a double 
cloth, and by littering him vp to the belly with freſh Fraw, and 
chen to giue him this dꝛinke: take ol barly one pecke, and boile 
it in two oz the gallons oł faire water, vntill che barly beginne 
to bꝛuſt, and boile cherwith of bzyſedLicozas,of Annis ſedes, ot 
KRaſins, of each one pound, chen ſtrain it, and to thatliquoz put 
of honp a pinte, and a quarterne of Sugercandp, ⁊ keep it cloſe 
in a pot to ſerue the hoꝛſe there with fonre ſeuerall mozninges, 
and cat not awap the ſodden barlep, with the reſt of the trap- 
ninges, but make it hot euerp dap to perfume the hoꝛſe withal, 
being put into a bag, and tied to his head:and it᷑ the hoꝛſe wil eat 
of it, it ſha! do him the moꝛe god. And this perfaming in Wins 
ter ſeaſon would be vſed about ten of the clocke in themozning, - 
vhen the Sunne is of ſome height, to the intent the hoꝛſe may be 
walked abzoad if the Sunne ſhine, to exerciſe him moderatly. 
And vntill his cough weare away faile not to giue him warme 
water, with a little ground mault. And as his tough bꝛeaketh 
moꝛe and moꝛe, ſo let his water enerp day be leſſe warmed, than

therefoze eaſte to bee bzoken, which ik it bee notcarediatime, 
doth grow to apoſtumation, and to coꝛruption, oppꝛeſſing a l p 
Lunges, tbich of old Authoꝛs is called Vomica, 4 Suppuratio. 
But Theomneſtus ſaith, that broken Lungs, and rotten lungs, 
be two diaers diſe aſes, and haue diners ſignes, 4 diuers cares. 
Che ſignes of bꝛokẽ lũgs be theſe. The hoꝛſe dꝛaweth his wind 
ſhot, and by little ast once, he wil turne his head often towarde 
the place grieacd, and groneth in his bꝛeathing. he is afraide to 
tougb, t pet cougheth as though he had eaten (mall bones, The 
ſame Theõneſtus healed a friends hoꝛſe ol his. nhoſe lũgs were

The beſt medicine that map be gin? him at al times 
is this:taken ol Fengrerke andoflinſcde ofech halfe a pounde, 
of Gum dꝛagant, ot Paſtick, of irre, of Sugar,of Fitch flo- 
wer, ol ech one ounce. Let all theſe thinges bee beaten into fine 
powder, e then infuſed one whole night in a ſufficient quantity 
of warme water, e the next dap giue him a quart of this lakes 
warme, putting there vnto two oz chꝛo ounces of oile of roſes, 
continuing fo to doe mante daies together, and il the diſeaſe bee 
new, this will heale him: yea and it will eaſe him very much al⸗ 
though the deſeaſe be old, which chen is choug ht vncureable.

ſhade,oz with the iuice of hemlocke growing on dung hils:pea, 
and alſo to be t blond in the flankes. But Martin ſaith, that the 
ſwelling ofthe Cods comme thloꝛ the moſt part, after ſome ſighs 
nelle, oꝛ ſucfetting with cold, & then it is a ſigne of amendment. 
Che cure accozding to his experit ee, is inthis (02t, Firſt let him 
blond on both ſides the fl ink veins. Then take ok olle of Roſes, 
ol vineger, ol ech halle a pint, and halle aquarterne of Bole Ars | 
monie, bea en inte powder. Pipglethem together ina Cruſe, | 
and being lukewarm, annoint the Co: stherewidz wich two oz. 
tbzee fea-hcrs bound together, md the next dap ride him into che | 
water ſo as his Cods map be within the water, giuing him two | 
92 th: turnes therein; and ſo to teturne faire and ſoftly to the 
table, and when he is dzte annoint him againe as beloꝛe, conti- N 
nuing chus to doe euerp day once vntill he be whole.

Of incording to burſting, Chap. cv. 
12 fearme incozding is bozrowed of the Italian woꝛde 
Incordato, which in plaine Engliſh, is as mach to ſap 
as burſten, and might bee moze rightly tearmed ol vs in- 
todded. Foz when a Hoꝛzſe is butſtea, bis gutte falleth Town 
into the cod, making it to well.

But now you haue to note, tbat either man oꝛ beaſtmanpbe 
burſten diuerſly, and accoꝛding to the names of the parts grie-

Of purging with Purgation, or Gliſter. Chap. clxxxiii. 
P is defined by the Hhyſtcians, to bee the empty- 
ing oꝛ voyding of ſaperflgons humours, annopinge the 
body with their euill qualitie. Foz ſach humours bzeede 
euill iuice and nutciment, called of the Phyſiciaus Cacochi- 
mia,Which when it will not be cozrected 92 holpen wich god di- 
et, alteration, noꝛ by the benefitof nature and kindlp heat, then 
it muſt nerds be taken awap by purgatiõ, vomit oz gliſter. But 
fozſomuch as hoꝛſes are not wot to be purged by vomit, as men 
be, J wil ſpeake here only of gliders and purgations. And firſt, 
becauſe a hoꝛſe is grieued with many diſeaſes in his guts, t chat 
nothing can purge he guts ſo wel as à gliſter, md ſpecially the 
thick guts, J wi hthat our Ferrers would learne to know the 
diaerſitie oc gliſters, to what end they ſerue, 4 with what dzngs 
oꝛ ſimples they ſhould be made, fo2 as þ diſeaſe requireth ſo muſt᷑ 
the gliſter be made, ſom to eaſe griefs,md to gllap the ſharpenes 
of humoꝛs, ſome to binde, ſome to loſen, ſome to purge euill hy- 
moꝛs, ſome to clenſe vicers;but our Ferrers do vſegliſters, on- 
Ip to loſen the belly and fo2 no other purpoſe:pea, ew 02 none do 
chat vnleſſe it be Martin, ę ſuch as he hath taught, who is not ig⸗ 
noꝛant, that a gliſſ er is p beginning of purgation. Foz a gliſter, 
by clenſtag the guts, refreſhech p vitall parts and pꝛepatech the 
wap befoze.And thcrfoze ubenſoener a hozſe is ſurletted and ful 
of cnil humoꝛs, neding to bepurged, mdſpecially being pained 
in the gnttes,J would wiſh pon to begin firſt wich a gliſter leaſt 
bp parging him by medicine vpon the ſudden, you ſtirre vppe a 
multitude of euil humoꝛs, which finding no paſſage downward 
becauſe the guts be ſtopt with wind and dꝛegges, doe ſtrike yp- 
wards, and ſo perhaps put the hoꝛſe in great danger. But now 
pou ſhall vnderſtand that gliſters be made of fonre hinges, chat 
is to ſay of decodions, ot dzugges,of oiles, oʒ ſuch like vnctaous

matters, as butter 02 ſoft greaſe, mdfoarthly of diuers kinds of 
ſalt to pꝛouoke the vertue expulfiue.Adecocibis as much to ſap; 
as the bꝛoth of certain hearbs 02 fimples boiled together in wa- 
ter vntill the third part be conſumed. And ſometime in ſtead of 
ſach decodion, it ſhall be ne&edful perhaps to vſe ſom fat bꝛoch, as 
the bꝛoth of Bete oʒ of a ſhepes head, oz milke,oz thaie,oz ſom 
other ſuch like liquoꝛ, and that perhaps mingled with honp and 
ſugar, accoꝛding as the diſeaſe thal require : the gliſter tobe ei- 
ther lenitiue, that is fo ſap eaſing paine; oꝛ glutinatiue, chat is, 
ioyning togecher:oz elie abſte rue, that is to fap,cleanſing oz 
wiping awap thy matter: of which decoction oz bꝛoath being 
ſtrained, you ſhal ned to take chꝛe pintes 02a quart at the leaſt. 
And then into that pou may put (ach dꝛugs as ſhal be needfall, 
to the weight olthꝛe oꝛ foure ounces,acco2ding as the ſimples 
ſhall be moꝛe leſſe violent. Df oi!e at the leaſt halfe a pint, and 
of ſalt two oz chʒe dzams,and then to be miniſtred lukewarme 
with a hozn oꝛ pipe made of purpoſe, when the hoꝛſe is not alto⸗ 
gether full panched but rather emptp, be it in the fozenone oz af- 
tex none. And as touching the time ol keæping gliſters in the bo⸗ 
dy, vou ſhal vnder tand. that to gliders abſterſiue halt an houre 
oʒ leſſe map ſuſtice:to gliſters lenitiue a lõger time if it map be: 
— to gliſters glatinatiue, the longeſt time of all is moſt need-

- fozines, bat hozſes are wont to bes purged onelp with 
pilles oz elſe with purging powders put into ale, wine oz 
ſome other liquoz. But the fimples whcreof ſuch pilles oz 
powders be made, would be choſen with iudgement, and aptly 
applied, ſo as pou map purge away the hurtfal humourg, and 
not the god. Learne firſt therefo:eto anow with what humour 
o2 humours the hoꝛie is grieued: be it Choler, Flegme, oꝛ Pe- 
lancholte, and in what part of the bodie ſuche humours doe a; 
bound, chem what ſimples are beſt to purge luch humours, nd 
with what p2opertie, quali: ie, c temperament they bee indued. 
Foz (ome be violent and next couſiusto poiſon, as Scamonie, 
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02 Coloquintida. Some againe are gentle, and rather meate 
than medicines,as Panna,Callis, Whaie, Pzunes, and ſuch 
like. And ſome again be neither to violent, noz to gentle, but in 
a meane, as Khewbarbe, Agarick, Sene, Aloes. The olde men 
did vſe much to purge Hoꝛſes, with the pulpe of Coloquintida, 
ſometime with the rates of wilde cucumber, and ſomtime wich 
the bꝛoth of a ſodden whelpe, mingled with Nitrum,and diners 
other chings, whereof J am ſare 3 haue made mention befoze, 
in the curing of hozſes diſeaſes. NotwithManding J would not 
wiſh pou to be raſh in purging a hozſe alter the olde mens ex- 
ample. Foz as their ſtinples many times be verp violent, ſo the 
quantities chereot by them pzeſcribed are very mach, + dange- 
rons foꝛ any hoꝛſe to take in theſe daies,in the uhich neither mi 
no; beait, as it ſemes, is of ſuch fozce oz(trigth as they haue bin 
in times paſt. And thertoze, wbiſoener pou wold purge a boſe 
ot any value, would counſell pou to purge him with ſueh like 
kinds of pargatios as Martin vſeth, wherof pou haue had exam 
ples befoze in diuerſe places. And wheſoener pou liſt foz know- 
ledge ſake, to deale with other Cmples,to pꝛoue them firſt vpon 
ſuch Jades,as may be wel ſpare d. Foz who ſo mindeth to purge 
a hoꝛſe wel, that is, to do him god, g no hurt, had ned to conũder 
many things, as the nature of the hozſes diſeaſe, and the Bozſes 
ſtrength. Alſo the nature. ſtrength, and quantit ie of the medicine 
that he miniſtreth, the Region, oz Country, the lime ol the diſs 
eaſe, the time ol the pete, and dap. Foz as the diſeaſes andenill 
bumours cauſing ſuch diſeaſes, be diverſe,ſo doe they require 
to be purged with dinerle medicines, diuerlly compounded, 
wherein conſtſteth a point of Art to be learned at che Phiũcians 
hands, and not at mine. Againe, weake, delicate, ano tender 
hoꝛſes, map not be purged in ſuch ſoꝛt as thoſe that beofa ſtrong: 
ffardp nature, And thertoꝛe in ſuch caſes, the qualitp, and quan⸗ 
tity ofthe fimples is not a little to be conſidered, neither is the 
hotneſſe oꝛ coldnes of the region to be neglected. noꝛ the time at 
the diſeaſe: oz ſome require to be purged in þ very beginning. 
ſome not vntill the matter be th2oughly digeſted: and <ough þ 
diſeaſe pꝛocæde perhappes of cold, and cold humours pet ama 
map not miniſter ſuch hote — in ſummer, as he would do in

Foꝛ the moze temperate the day is, the better :not in an extream 
hot dap, foꝛ making the hozſe to faint.noz yet ichen p wind blow 
ech cold in che Nozth,foz that wil top and hinder the woꝛking of 
the medicine, but rather in a temperate moiſt dap, thenp wind 
is in p South, if it map be,foz that wil further and help the woz- 
king of the medicine, and make the body loſe, c ſoluble.Againe, 
fo a hozſe, whether pou pur ge him with pilles, oꝛ dzink, it is beff 
fa him, as Martin ſaith, to take him in þ moꝛning.aſter chat he 
bath faſted from meate and dꝛinke all the night befoze. And ha- 
uing receiued his medicine, let him be walked vp and down, one 
houre at the leaſt, and then ſet vp, and ſaffered to ſtand on p bit 
two oꝛ chꝛe houres, without anp meate, but in che meane time 
ſe that he be well littered, and warme conered, and at the th:& 
houres end offer him a little of a warme math made with theat 
meale, oꝛ with bꝛan, oꝛ elſe with ground mault. Giue him little 
meate oʒ none vntil he be purged, all which chings haue bene 
ſhewed pou befoꝛe in diuerſe places, ano cherfoze J think it not 
god to be tedious vnto pon with often recitall thereof.

Dꝛſomuch as the fire is judged of alt the old waiters to be 
be the chiefeſtremedie,and as it were the laſt refuge in all 
diſeaſes almoſt whereunto a hozſe is ſabienz J thought god 
theref92e to talke of it in this plate, and the rather, fo2 that 
fewe oꝛ none of our Ferrets, vnleſſe it be Martin, oz ſuch as 
be hath taugit,deeknowe how to giue che fire,o2 to what end it 
ſerueth. But ſirſt pon ſhall vnderſtond that accoꝛding to p lear⸗ 
ned Chirurgiaas: pea, alſo accozding to mpold authoꝛs, chere be 
two kinds of Cauterie, the one aquall, mo the other potentiall. 
The Canterie s qual is that which is done onclpby fiering of 5 
grieued place Wa hot iron. The potentiall Canterie is done by 
applping vaio the grieued place, ſome medicine cozoſiue, pu- 
| ; trifagige. 
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trifactine oz canſficke. But we will ſpeak fir} of the actual can- 
terie, ſhewing vou wherfoze it is good, then of what metall and 
faſhion pour inſtruments ſhouldbe made, and finallie, how, and 
when to vſe them. Auicen ſatch. chat an aauall Cauterie mode- 
ratelie vſed, is a noble remedie to ſtop coꝛruption of inẽbers to 
rectifie the complexion of y ſame, and alſo to fanch blond. Holv⸗ 
beit you muſt beware (ſaith he) that you touch not the finewes, 
choꝛdes, oʒ ligaments, leaſt the member be weakened,oz that þ 
crãpe inlueth.Vegetius alſo it ing ofhozſeleachcraft pꝛailech 
the actuall canterie derie much ſpeaking ig this ſoꝛt. Che actual 
Cauterie (ſay he) bindeth together parts laſencd,it doth atte- 
nuatepartesbiowne, and paffed vp, it dꝛieth vpſuperfluous 
moiſture, it loſeneth,diſperſeth,and diuldeth enil matter gathe⸗ 
red together into knots, it all wageth old griefs,itrecifieth thoſe 
parts of the body that are coꝛrupted by any manner of wap, re. 
ducing them to their pꝛiſl ine eſtate, and ſafferethnoſaperflaity 
to grow oꝛ increaſe: foz the ſkin being opened w a hote iron, all 
kind of cozruption by vertue of y fire is ſirſt digeſted, and ripe⸗ 
ned. then diſolued,ſo as the matter doth iſlue out at the holes, 
wherby the member oz part befoze offended, is now heated, and 
eaſed of all paine and griefs:pea, the holes being once cloſed; md 
cleane ſhut vp. that place isronger and better knit toge her, 
and couered with a tongher ſkin, than euer it was befoze. Now 
as touching the inſtruments, wherof, : of what faſhiõ they chuld 
be made, you ſhal vnderſtand, that Vegetius, and che other olde 
waiters would haue them to bre made ol copper, pzapſling that 
metall to be far better to burne with. thã tron. The Chirurgiã: 
fo mans body doe pꝛaiſe gold and ſiluer, but as fo che faſhien 
of the irons it is to be referred to the kind ol ſoꝛe, and place grie-- 
ued, where with pon haue do deale, accoꝛding to the dinerſitie 
whereof, the inſtruments are to be made ot dinerſe faſhions, as 
ſome like ſearing irons with ſharpe edges, and ſome with blunt 
and bꝛoad edges, ſomelike right, and ſom like crobed bodkins, 
ſame like hokes oꝛ ſickles, and ſome with a great button, and 
ſome with a ſmall button at the one end in making wherof the 
Ferrers iudgment is moſt needful, who eaght to beſo ſhilſul as

Mith theſe kinde ol ſhwes they vſe in Italie ta ſhose ſuch 
Barbarie hozſes, lennets, and Turks, as are appointed to run 
p beſt game at ſome publique triumph, oꝛ fo; any ocher pzinats* 
wager. And therfoze ſith this kind of ſhe is ſo godto keep hoꝛles 
from fliding,Czſar Fiaſchi thinkethit beſt tobe vſed to that end; 
vtterly diſallowing both talkins, froſt nailss,creffs,ſpurs,e all 
ſuch like deuiles, as are often vſed by the ignozant ſozt,tokepe 
their hozles from ſliding nat conſidering 5 great diſcominodity- 
and hurt that may redound.therofto tho hozſe; by-nicanes chat

bozſmen of Almanie de neuer trauel, neither is there any gen⸗ 
tleman that loueth his hoꝛſe. but can vſe thole inuruments foz 
chat pur poſe, as wel as any ſmith. Cxſar Fiaſchi calleththeſe 
kinds of ſhoes Disferre, pꝛayſing them verp much to bee vſed to 
ſach purpoſe, as is be fe ſaid,4ſodoth Martin.
